President  of  Common  Council  for  tlie  ensuing  year,  and  was 
conducted  to  the  chair  by  Messrs.  Kendrick  and  Waples, 
when  Mr.  Walker  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  him. 
The  Presil^ent  then  made  the  following  address : 

Gentlemen: — Called  for  a  second  time  to  the  responsi- 
ble duties  of  President  of  Common  Council,  I  enter  upon 
the  discharge  thereof,  realizing  more  than  ever  the  import- 
ance of  the  trust ;  and  relying  implicitly  upon  that  kind 
support  which  has  been  so  generously  extended  to  me 
during  the  preceding  term. 

The  office  of  Councilman  of  a  great  City  is  no  sinecure  ;  it 
imposes  grave  responsibilities  and  important  duties;  and  it 
matters  not  with  what  honesty  of  intention  and  purpose  the 
former  are  assumed,  or  the  latter  executed,  we  all  will  be 
subjected,  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  to  be  harshly  and 
unjustly  criticized,  grossly  misrepresented,  and  designedly 
misunderstood  by  those  "  chronic  grumblers  "  who  imagined 
(what  no  rational  man  believes),  that  good  can  result  from 
a  persistent  cavilling  at  the  acts  of  public  officers  and  public 
affairs.  Differences  of  opinion  will  and  must  arise  in  the 
discussion  of  all  important  subjects,  and  is  necessary  to 
political  health,  but  common  justice  will  award  the  merit  of 
purity  of  motive  and  intention  to  every  one,  at  least  until

otherwise  demonstrated.  Intelligent  citizens  want  peace 
and  order,  protection  to  their  person,  and  security  for  their 
property,  and  an  efficient,  and  above  all,  an  honest  admin- 
istration in  every  department  of  the  City  government.  Let 
our  aim  be  to  protect  and  promote  the  welfare  of  the 
citizen  and  the  taxpayer ;  and  when  we  surrender  these 
seats  to  our  successors,  we  can  point  to  a  record  which 
shall  justly  merit  and  will  surely  receive  the  approbation 
of  every  well  thinking  man  in  the  community. 

It  is  difficult  to  realize  how  rapidly  the  City  is  growing. 
Philadelpbians  themselves  can  scarcely  appreciate  the  ex- 
tent and  magnitude  of  our  constantly  increasing  improve- 
ments. A  territorial  area  of  nearly  one  hundred  and  thirty 
square  miles,  with  five  hundred  and  fifty  miles  of  streets 
opened  and  in  use,  three  hundred  and  fifty  miles  of  which 
are  graded,  paved,  lighted,  and  supplied  with  water 
and  police  protection,  drained  by  over  one  hundred  miles 
of  s'ewers,  present  some  facts  which  show  how  great  an 
expenditure  is  annually  required  to  keep  in  proper  condi- 
tion our  vast  municipality,  and  to  meet  the  demands  which 
are  constantly  pouring  in  upon  us  for  its  repair,  extension, 
and  improvement.  A  large  addition  in  numbers  and  con- 
sequent expense  in  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  have 
been  demanded  by  universal  public  opinion.  During  the 
past  year  the  Paid  Fire  Department  went  into  operation,  and 
the  noise,  riot,  and  bloodshed  of  former  years  have  been  suc- 
ceeded by  order,  law,  and  peace,  and  a  gratifying  reduction 
in  the  number  of  fires  and  losses  therefrom — giving  ample 
evidence  of  the  beneficial  working  of  the  new  system.  It 
will  be  our  duty  to  remedy  the  defects  which  time  will  de- 
velop, and  to  aid  and  strenghten  this  important  arm  of  the 
service. 

The  new  Public  Buildings,  so  greatly  needed  and  urgently 
demanded,  were  commenced  during  the  past  year.  A  wise 
economy  in  cost  of  construction,  and  a  speedy  completion, 
will  enure  to  the  best  interests  of  the  City  ;  and  in  addition 
to  saving  large  sums  now  expended  for  rentals,  will  collect 
our  scattered  departments  and  greatly  facilitate  the  transac- 
tion of  business  with  them,  by  our  citizens. 

The  House  of  Correction,  with  the  exception  of  a  brief 
delay  occasioned  by  a  change  of  architects,  has  steadily  pro- 
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gressed  toward  completion  ;  let  us  hope  that  before  the 
close  of  the  present  year  it  will  beconrie  available  for  the 
admirable  and  commendable  purposes  for  which  it  is  de- 
signed. 

Fairmount  Park  has  grown  to  be  and  must  ever  con- 
tinue "  a  thing  of  beauty  and  a  joy  forever."  Its  bounda- 
ries have  been  so  enlarged  that  many  streams  finding  their 
outlet  into  the  Schuylkill,  and  that  river  itself,  have  been 
protected  and  secured  from  impure  surroundings,  so  that  in 
addition  to  the  pleasure  of  a  Park  an  ample  supply  of  pure 
water  is  insured. 

The  extension  and  maintenance  of  additions  to  the  Water 
Works  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  our  growing 
population,  should  now,  as  heretofore,  receive  our  careful 
consideration,  and  that  hearty  support  which  the  importance 
of  the  subject  demands. 

Our  Highways  will  require  constant  attention,  and  I  can 
but  repeat  the  recommendations  made  a  year  ago,  which 
have  been  strengthened  and  confirmed  by  the  year's  ex- 
perience, that  the  absolute  necessity  for  the  introduction 
and  speedy  adoption  of  some  uniform  system  of  improved 
pavement,  in  lieu  of  the  "  cobble  stone,"  is  demanded  by 
the  highest  public  considerations,  and,  I  am  fully  persuaded 
would  meet  with  the  hearty  approval  of  the  entire  commu- 
nity. 

The  incoming  of  a  new  Executive,  and  an  increase  of  the 
Police  Force  to  a  number  more  nearly  adequate  to  public 
demands,  afford  additional  assurance  of  better  protection  to 
the  person  and  property  of  our  citizens. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  City  should  receive  that 
careful,  deliberate,  and  serious  consideration  at  our  hands 
which  its  great  importance  demands.  Our  present  system 
of  assessment  and  taxation  is  susceptible  of  material  im- 
provement. No  one  will  dispute  the  soundness  of  the 
axiom  that  "  Tax  laws  should  be  uniform  in  their  applica- 
tion and  bear  upon  every  variety  of  productive  property 
alike."  With  us  real  estate  virtually  bears  the  entire  bur- 
den of  municipal  indebtedness,  and  yet,  notwithstanding 
the  present  inequality,  Philadelphia  pays  the  least  taxes  of 
all  large  cities,  as  will  more  fully  appear  by  a  brief  exhibit 
from  a  report  communicated  officially  to  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  New  York.

So  much  misrepresentation  has  been  indulged  by  many 
interested  parties  in  reference  to  the  actual  condition  of  the 
finances  of  this  City,  that  the  foregoing  intelligible  state- 
ment cannot  but  afford  every  careful  examiner  extreme 
gratification ;  a  strict  scrutiny  into  every  item  of  expendi- 
ture by  the  various  departments  of  the  City,  and  a  reduction 
of  all  expenses  to  the  lowest  possible  standard  commen- 
surate with  efficient  and  economical  service,  a  firm  deter- 
mination to  oppose  any  and  all  "  extra  appropriations," 
not  demanded  hy  the  highest  and  most  urgent  jyuhllc  necessity, 
so  that  the  expenses  of  government  shall  be  reduced  within 
the  receipts  from  taxation,  with  a  reasonable  margin  at  the 
end  of  each  year  to  be  applied  to  the  gradual  reduction 
and  final  extinction  of  the  public  debt,  is  demanded  by 
every  consideration  of  propriety  and  true  financial  policy. 

In  the  honest,  careful,  and  judicious  disbursement  of  the 
proceeds  of  our  tax  levy,  all  citizens  are  directly  inter- 
ested; and  the  light  of  recent  events  warn  us  that  every 
precaution  should  be  taken  to  secure  the  safe  keeping  and 
liaithful  disbursement  of  the  moneys  of  the  taxpayers. 

Gentlemen — I  have  thus  briefly  and  hastily  directed  your 
attention  to  some  of  the  important  subjects,  the  considera- 
tion of  which  our  office  imposes  upon  us.  Let  us  all  en- 
deavor to  bring  to  the  dischargc'of  our  duties  an  enlarged 
and  enlightened  view  of  the  real  wants  and  necessities  of 
our  constituencies. 
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As  your  presiding  ofScer,  I  promise  you  a  strict  impar- 
tiality, and  with  your  co-operation  and  assistance,  the  pres- 
ervation of  that  order  and  decorum  which  should  always 
characterize  a  deliberative  body. 

In  conclusion,  I  can  but  feebly  express  to  you  my  high 
appreciation  of  the  honor  which  you  have  done  me.  Be 
pleased  to  accept  my  sincere  thanks,  and  invoking  the 
assistance  and  guidance  of  our  Divine  Father  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  work  committed  to  our  charge,  and  with 
the  fervent  wish  that  the  year  which  to-day  commences, 
may,  at  its  close,  find  no  act  recorded  which  did  nottend 
to  the  prosperity  and  greatness  of  our  beloved  City,  I 
enter  upon  the  discharge  my  official  duties.

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Select  Council  informed  Common  Council  that  tbey  had 
passed  a  bill  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropri- 
ation to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  of  the  First  School 
District  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  year  1872,"  in  which  they 
asked  concurrence. 

Mr.  Martin 

Moved  that  the  Chamber  take  a  recess  until  12  o'clock. 
Which  was  agreed  to. 

During  the  recess  Mr.  Walker,  presented  to  Henry 
Huhn,  Esq.,  President  of  Common  Council,  on  behalf  of 
members  of  Common  Council,  a  gavel,  which  was  re- 
sponded to  by  the  President,  returning  his  thanks  for  the 
corapliment. 

The  hour  of  12  o'clock  having  arrived, 

The  President  • 

Called  Council  to  order. 

Select  Council  being  introduced,  and  Select  and  Common 
Councils  being  assembled  in  Common  Council  Chamber, 

The  President  of  Common  Council,  Mr.  Huhn,  in  the 
chair. 

Announced  that  Councils  had  assembled  in  conformity 
with  the  second  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  ap- 
proved February  2d,  1854,  and  supplement  of  March 
21st,  1861,  which  prescribes  that  the  Mayor  shall  take  the 
oath  of  office  in  the  presence  of  Councils,  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  courts  of  said  City,  at 
12  o'clock  noon,  on  the  first  of  January. 

Mr.  Wagner, 

From  the  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  inauguration,  reported  that  the  Committee 
had  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that  the  Hon. 
Daniel  M.  Fox,  Mayor,  and  the  Hon.  William  S.  Stokley, 
Mayor  elect,  were  now  present,  with  Hon.  Joseph  Allison, 
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President  Judge,  and  Hon.  E.  M.  Paxson,  Associate  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

Eev^  J.  L.  With  row  read  a  passage  of  Scripture  and 
offered  up  an  appropriate  and  impressive  prayer. 

Judge  Allison  then  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  the 
Mayor  elect;  also  to  the  City  Treasurer  elect,  City  Com- 
missioner elect,  and  City  Controller  elect.  The  City  So- 
licitor elect  presented  his  bond  to  the  Mayor. 

After  which  the  Mayor  made  the  following  address  in 
presence  of  Councils  and  a  large  concourse  of  citizens. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils: 

Having  been  elected  to  the  Chief  Magistracy  of  the  City 
by  the  suffrages  of  the  people,  I  desire  to  say  in  the  pres- 
ence of  you,  their  representatives,  that  it  is  my  determina- 
tion to  steadily  keep  in  view  the  solemn  obligation  I  have 
just  taken,  and  to  discharge  consistently  therewith  the  du- 
ties that  may  devolve  upon  me  during  my  official  term. 

My  best  efforts,  with  whatever  knowledge  I  may  have 
acquired  by  some  years'  of  experience  in  municipal  affairs, 
shall,  iu  connection  with  your  deliberations,  be  freely  exer- 
cised in  correcting  abuses  wherever  they  may  exist,  and  in 
instituting  reform  wherever  it  may  be  necessary. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  City  at  the  present  time 
demands  attention. 

Our  debt  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the  vast  improve- 
ments projected  within  the  past  few  years. 

These  improvements,  consisting  chiefly  of  the  extension  of 
the  Gas  and  Water  Works ;  the  construction  of  main  culverts 
to  perfect  our  system  of  drainage  ;  the  erection  of  perma- 
nent bridges  to  span  the  Schuylkill ;  the  building  of  school 
houses  for  the  thousands  of  children,  who,  for  want  of 
proper  accommodations,  were  thrown  upon  the  streets;  the 
much  needed  House  of  Correction  ;  the  organization  of  a 
Fire  Department,  to  be  equipped  and  maintained  entirely 
by  the  City  ;  the  purchase  of  League  Island  for  a  naval 
station,  and  the  land  necessary  for  the  creation  of  Fair- 
mount  Park,  together  with  the  large  amount  of  money 
raised  by  our  City  to  aid  the  Government  in  suppressing 
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the  late  rebellion,  have  greatly  augmented  our  funded 
debt. 

Our  necessities  required  these  things,  the  people  de- 
manded them,  and  the  influential  public  'journals  of  the 
City  advocated  them  as  measures  necessary  for  the  public 
good. 

Councils,  after  due  consideration,  adopted  them,  and 
loans  necessary  to  meet  the  expense  thereof  were  author- 
ized. This  having  been  accomplished,  and  measures  adopted 
to  gradually  sink  the  debt,  care  should  be  taken  that  a 
revenue  be  raised  sufficient  not  only  to  meet  the  current 
expenses  of  the  City,  but  to  make  all  the  ordinary  improve- 
ments required  at  the  present  time,  and  thus  prevent  if 
possible,  any  further  increase  in  our  already  heavy  indebt- 
edness. 

Rigid  economy  should  be  practised  in  all  the  departments, 
and  in  order  to  secure  it  a  change  or  entire  reorganization 
in  some  of  them  may  be  necessary. 

The  present  mode  of  assessing  and  collecting  our  reve- 
nues is  expensive  and  unsatisfactory.  Our  City  is  now 
divided  into  twenty-nine  wards,  each  ward  having  two  or 
more  assessors,  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  each, 
which,  with  the  books  and  stationery  required,  and  the  al- 
lowances lor  extra  sei'vices  often  claimed  by  the  assessors, 
will  make  the  aggregate  cost  of  this  service  alone  more 
than  $72,000.  I  am  satisfied,  from  personal  observation, 
that  a  change  in  the  present  system  is  necessary,  in  order 
that  our  assessment  may  be  properly  made,  and  that  the 
expenses  attending  it  may  be  materially  reduced. 

The  amount  of  real  estate  in  our  City  exempted  from 
taxation  by  the  Legislature  has  increased  to  such  an  extent 
that  it  has  become  burdensome  to  taxpayers,  and  the  sub- 
ject demands  and  should  receive  our  immediate  attention. 

The  Fire  Department,  not  yet  efficiently  organized,  has 
already  added  largely  to  our  annual  expenses.  In  order 
that  there  may  be  no  further  increase  in  the  cost  of  main- 
taining this  arm  of  the  public  service,  I  would  suggest  that 
fire  apparatus  be  located  in  or  near  the  police  stations,  to 
be  placed  under  the  charge  of  one  or  more  efficient  firemen, 
who,  with  the  assistance  of  the  police  officers,  who,  under 
the  system  to  be  adopted,  will  always  be  held  in  reserve  at 
the  station  houses,  can  render  prompt  and  effective  service. 
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In  my  opinion,  the  necessity  for  a  E'ire  Marslial,  an  offi- 
cer created  at  the  time  the  Fire  Department  was  independent 
of  the  City  authorities,  no  longer  exists.  Under  the  present 
organization  the  duties  now  performed  by  that  officer  can 
be  entrusted  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  who,  if  necessary,  when 
an  investigation  is  required,  can  have  the  assistance  of  the 
detectives  of  the  regular  force.  By  abolishing  the  office  of 
the  Fire  Marshal  and  his  assistant,  an  annual  saving  to  the 
City  of  nearly  three  thousand  dollars  will  be  effected,  and 
conflict  of  authority,  which  has  frequently  occurred  in  the 
past  between  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Fire  Marshal,  will  be 
avoided. 

A  portion  of  the  expense  for  maintaining  the  Fire  De- 
partment should  be  imposed  upon  the  insurance  companies, 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  insured  by  them  within  the 
city  limits.  To  effect  this,  legislative  aid  should  be  invoked 
at  the  coming  session. 

For  years  past  it  has  been  apparent  to  all  that  the  strength 
of  the  police  force,  as  authorized  by  law,  was  not  adequate 
to  the  preservation  of  the  peace  of  the  City  and  the  pro- 
tection of  the  lives  and  property  of  our  citizens.  Councils, 
in  their  wisdom,  recently  authorized  an  increase  in  the 
force.  This  increase,  though  not  as  great  as  was  by  many 
believed  to  be  necessary,  will,  I  trust,  so  strengthen  our 
hands  as  to  enable  us  to  secure  to  each  and  every  one  of  our 
citizens  the  protection  they  are  entitled  to,  and  to  maintain 
for  our  beloved  City  the  good  name  it  has  ever  enjoyed  for 
peace,  good  order  and  morality. 

"With  this  end  in  view,  I  will  earnestly  endeavor  in 
making:  selections  for  the  force  to  secure  the  services  of  the 
best  men  that  may  be  presented  for  appointment.  As  a 
prerequisite,  it  will  be  necessary  for  each  applicant  to  pos- 
sess a  character  for  honesty,  sobriety,  morality  and  energy. 
AVith  a  police  department  composed  of  such  material,  I  feel 
confident  that  the  laws  of  the  land  !ind  the  ordinances  of  the 
City  will  be  duly  enforced,  and  that  the  citizens,  from  the 
humblest  in  life  to  the  most  exalted,  will  be  protected  in  the 
lawful  exercise  of  their  rights  and  privileges. 

Gentlemen,  it  will  at  all  times  afford  me  great  pleasure 
to  co-operate  with  you  in  perfecting  measures  that  will  tend 
to  advance  the  interests,  the  honor,  and  the  prosperity  of 
our  Citv. 
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Our  fellow-citizens,  reposing  confidence  in  us,  have,  for  a 
brief  period,  placed  the  management  of  the  municipality  in 
our  hands.  Let  us  not  betray  that  confidence,  but,  by  faith- 
ful attention  to  our  duties,  deserve  from  our  constituents  at 
the  close  of  our  respective  terms  of  office  the  greeting,  "  Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servants."  Kealizing  fully  the  im- 
portance and  responsibility  of  the  position  my  fellow-citizens 
hove  honored  me  with,  and  relying  upon  Divine  aid,  the 
source  of  all  wisdom  and  goodness,  for  strength  and  assistance, 
permit  me  to  reiterate  what  I  before  said,  that  I  will,  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties,  ever  keep  in  view  the  solemn  obli- 
gation I  have  taken,  and  endeavor  to  merit  the  support  and 
approval  of  the  people  of  the  city  of  my  birth. 

The  inauguration  of  the  Mayor  having  been  completed, 
Select  Council  retired.

The  Clerk  then  prepared  separate  slips  of  paper,  contain- 
ing the  names  of  members  present,  excepting  that  of  the 
President,  and  the  member  whose  seat  was  being  contested.

I  had  satisfied  my  mind,  that  the  delay  of  a  week  would 
not  enure  to  the  City's  loss,  but  on  the  contrary,  by  an  ex- 
amination of  the  two  plans  proposed,  the  one  by  the  Com- 
missioners, and  the  other  by  the  City  Solicitor,  that  the 
latter  would  involve  the  loss  of  a  large  amount  of  money, 
in  costs  and  expenses  arising  out  of  the  bankruptcy^  whilst 
the  plan  suggested  by  the  Commissioners  would  save  it  to 
the  Treasury,  and  I  desired  if  possible  to  avert  this  loss. 

I  wish  it  distinctly  understood,  that  I  shall  vote  for  the 
City's  interest,  that  the  whole  amount  of  indebtedness  due 
the  City  from  all  parties  in  interest  in  Mr.  Marcer's  case, 
should  be  paid  into  the  Treasury.  In  conclusion  I  desire 
to  say,  that  I  know  no  party  where  the  City's  rights  are 
concerned,  and  I  would  ask  permission  of  Council  to  have 
my  explanation  placed  upon  the  Journal.

JOINT  CONVENTION. 

Select  Council  being  introduced  and  Councils  being 
assembled  in  Joint  Convention, 

Mr.  Littleton,  President  of  Select  Council,  in  the  chair. 

Stated  the  object  of  the  Convention  to  be  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proceeding  to  Independence  llall  to  receive  the 
United  States  Centennial   Conimissioners. 

The  President 

Announced  that  committees  from  various  societies  were 
pret-ent,  and  he  invited  them  to  accompany  Councils  to  lu- 
dei-iendence  Hall. 

The  various  bodies  then  proceeded  to  the  hall  in  the 
following  order  : 

Centennial  Committee  of  Councils,  members  of  Select 
and  Common  Councils. 

Committee  from  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society, 
(yommictee  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 
Committee  of  thg  Commercial  Exchange. 
Committee  of  the  Iloriicultural  Society. 
Committee  of  the  JMiilosophical  Si^ciety. 
Committee  of  the  Franklin  Institute. 
Ex-members  of  Select  and  Common  Councils. 
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On  arriving  in  Independence  Ilall,  the  Councilmen  and 
Committees  arranged  themselves  in  a  double  line  around 
the  room,  with  Mayor  Stokley  in  the  centre,  and  at  twelve 
o'clock  the  Commissioners  entered,  escorted  by  the  Chair- 
man and  Sub-Committee  of  the  Centennial  Committee  of 
Councils. 

Mr.  Shoemaker  introduced  the  Commissioners  to  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Mayor: — As  Chairman  of  the  Centennial  Commit- 
tee of  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  I  have  the  honor  to 
present  to  you  the  distinguished  gentlemen  who  compose 
the  United  States  Centennial  Commission  appointed  under 
the  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  3d,  lb71,  and  who 
are  assembled  here,  upon  the  invitation  of  the  authorities 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
their  important  duties. 

Mayor  Stokley,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  and  officers  of 
Philadelphia,  then  extended  to  the  visitors  a  welcome  to 
the  City  in  the  following  address : 

Commissioners  of  the  Centennial  International  Exposi- 
tion— Gentlemen: — It  is  my  pleasant  duty,  in  behalf  of  the 
corporate  authorities  of  Philadelphia,  to  welcome  you  as 
guests  of  the  City.  The  object  which  has  brought  you 
here  commends  itself  to  the  earnest  sympathies  of  our  citi- 
zens, and,  speaking  for  them  as  well  as  for  myself,  I  can- 
not too  strongly  express  our  gratification  that  its  furtherance 
has  been  comuiitted  to  such  able  hands.  Selected  by  the 
highest  authorities  of  the  States  and  Territories  you  repre- 
sent, and  approved  by  the  highest  authority  of  the  nation, 
you  bring  with  you  an  assurance  that  your  councils  will  be 
inspired  by  patriotism,  and  that  your  decisions  will  be 
marked  by  wisdom.  And,  gentlemen,  looking  to  the  great 
end  you  have  been  appointed  to  accomplish,  how  fitting  it 
is  that  the  inauguration  of  your  labors  should  take  place 
in  this  Hall.  Here  was  born  the  mighty  republic,  whose 
growth  and  progress  it  will  be  your  province  to  manifest 
to  the  world,  through  the  agency  of  .that  grand  Interna- 
tional Exposition  of  arts,  manufactures    and    products  of 
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the  soil  and  mine,  tlie  control  and  management  of  which 
have  been  confided  to  your  care.  Here  j>till  are  preserved 
■with  pious  zeal  the  memorials  of  that  august  assembly 
whose  immortal  declaration  changed  the  political  destinies 
of  a  continent,  and  in  its  consequences  has  developed  and  is 
still  developing  social  and  industrial  results  almost  beyond 
the  power  o\  man  to  estimate.  Here,  too,  at  diflerent 
epochs  in  our  history  have  come  those  whom  the  people 
delighted  to  honor,  to  receive  the  tribute  of  their  admira- 
tion ;  and  here,  on  their  solemn  progress  to  the  silent  tomb, 
have  reposed  the  remains  of  statesmen  and  warriors  who 
aided  to  form  and  sustain  and  perpetuate  that  Union  which 
is  our  pride  and  boast,  and  shall  be  the  pride  and  boast  of 
OUT  children's  children  to  the  remotest  generations.  How 
fitting,  then,  I  repeat,  it  is  that  your  mission — a  mission  the 
magnitude  of  which  no  words  of  mine  can  adequately  por- 
tray— a  mission  that  has  for  its  aim  to  show  how  the  cen- 
tury now  neaping  its  close,  in  all  the  achievements  of  intel- 
lectual and  mai?rial  progress,  has  had  no  parallel  in  all  the 
ages,  and  especially  of  all  the  lands  on  which  the  sun 
shines  in  this  favored  land  of  ours — how  fitting  it  is  that 
your  mission  should  be  sanctified  at  the  very  outset  by  the 
holy  influences  that  prevail  within  these  walls,  and  that 
you  should  receive  from  the  Father  of  his  Country,  whose 
portrait  now  hangs  before  you,  the  injunction  so  well  im- 
parted by  his  majestic  presence,  to  spare  no  pains,  to  omit 
no  opportunity,  to  allow  of  no  interruption,  in  proving  that 
the  little  seed  which  he  and  his  cotemporaries  planted  has 
fructified  into  abroad  and  wide-spreading  tree,  under  whose 
branches  all  the  earth  may  find  shelter  and  protection. 

Gentlemen,  this  is  neither  the  time  nor  the  place  to  enter 
into  any  of  the  details  connected  with  your  commission.  I 
content  myself,  therefore,  with  renewing  to  you  a  cordial 
welcome,  and  assuring  you  that  in  whatever  way  Philadel- 
phia may  be  called  upon  to  contribute  to  the  success  of  the 
great  enterprise  you  represent,  she  will  be  found  true  to 
herself,  true  to  her  traditions,  true  to  her  position  in  the 
sisterhood  of  cities,  and  true,  above  all,  to  the  obligations 
which,  as  the  birth-place  of  American  liberty,  she  I'eels 
justly  imposed  on  her. 

Mr.  David  Atwood,  Commissioner  from  Wisconsin,  then 
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introduced  Hon.  J.  R.  Hawley,  Ex-governor  of  and  Com- 
missioner from  Connecticut,  who  responded  as  follows: 

Mr.  Mayor  and  gentlemen  of  Philadelpliia : — The  Com- 
missioners gratefully  acknowledge  the  cordial  welcome  and 
generous  hospitality  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  of  which 
they  have  had  continuing  and  most  acceptai)le  evidence 
from  the  moment  of  their  arrival.  We  gladly  seize  the 
first  opportunity  to  formally,  but  most  warmly  thank  you. 
Though  we  have  not  yet  devised  an  organization,  nor 
opened  any  discussions  for  plans  or  purposes,  I  may  say  it 
is  obvious  from  the  spontaneous  and  earnest  expressions  of 
all  the  Commissioners,  that  they  are  conscious  of  the  labori- 
ous but  noble  task  set  before  them.  And  it  is  altogether 
fit  and  wise  that  we  should  take  our  first  step  and  utter 
our  first  word  in  this  hall.  There  sat  John  Hancock,  pre- 
siding over  that  immortal  body.  Here  came  Jeft'erson, 
Franklin,  Adams,  Sherman  and  Livingston  presenting  the 
sacred  Declaration.  There  lies  the  broken  and  silent  bell, 
which  to  the  world,  proclaimed  "Liberty  throughout  all 
the  land,  unto  all  the  inhabitants  thereof."  We  are  con- 
fused and  silenced  by  a  multitude  of  thronging  memories 
and  reflections.  But  above  all,  rises  profoundly  solemn, 
yet  exulting  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  what  he  has 
done  for  the  nation.  Our  fathers  were  three  millions  of 
scattered  colonists.  They  were  aware  of  their  divided 
counsel  and  feebleness — but,  strong  in  faith,  they  needed 
not  even  the  "pillar  of  cloud  by  day  and  of  fire  by  niglit" 
as  they  went  out  into  the  wilderness  of  war  and  rebellion. 
Heaven  accepted  their  sacrifice,  and  their  consecration 
made  this  nation  the  foremost  example  of  human  progress, 
and  put  into  our  hands  the  form  of  government  requiring 
the  highest  type  of  character.  To  say  that  they  could  not 
possibly  have  anticipated  the  wonders  of  this  day,  is  to  pass 
the  highest  eulogy  upon  their  faith  and  devotion  to  abstract 
principles.  They  could  not  have  dreamed  of  a  gigantic 
compact  nation  of  forty  millions  of  people,  stretching  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  Nor  could  they  have  foreseen 
the  wonderful  inventions  and  discoveries  by  which  the 
unity,  energy  and  prosperity  of  great  nations  are  rendered 
practicable — that  already  old,  yet  daily  new  miracle  of 
the  railway,  by  which  we  can  seat  ourselves  in  a  luxurious 
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parlor  nt  Bo-t(>n,  and  in  six  clays  look  from  its  windows 
upon  t'le  Pacific;  that  already  old,  yet  still  new  miracle 
through  which  all  civilized  people  talk,  every  morning,  of 
whatever  has  just  happened  from  San  Francisco  to  Con- 
stantinople, it  is  easier  to  assemble  a  Congress  from 
Maine  and  Oregon,  than  it  was  fifty  years  ago  to  gather  a 
Congress  from  ^lassachusetts  and  Georgia.  We  are  forty 
millions.  AVe  shall  soon  be  ."^ixty,  eighty  and  a  hundred 
millions,  and  the  interchange  of  thoughts  of  men  and  of 
matter  among  them  all  will  be  easier  than  it  was  then  in 
the  single  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  All  the  arts 
and  sciences  have  advanced.  The  industrious  laborer 
enjoys  beauties,  comforts  antl  luxuries  which  unlimited 
wealth  could  not  purchase  then.  The  forty  millions  are  all 
iree  and  equal  in  civil  and  political  rights.  The  gates  are 
wide  open,  and  men  enough  to  form  a  new  State  come 
annually  to  our  shores;  men  of  all  races,  creeds  and  pur- 
poses. 

We  are  preparing  to  celebrate  the  Centennial  anniversary 
of  the  binh  of  the  nation.  It  is  significant  and  reassuring 
to  observe  that  it  has  nowhere  been  proposed  to  use  the 
occasion  to  display  great  armies  and  fleets  and  parade  the 
troj)hies  of  bloody  conquest,  but  we  invite  all  the  world  to 
come  here  and  see  what  God  has  wrought,  and  assemble 
here  all  the  wonderful  things  num  has  found  in  nature 
either  as  he  has  found  them,  or  as  he  has  magically  trans- 
Ibrmed  them. 

The  Commissioners  will  diligently  observe  the  purposes 
for  which  they  were  appointed,  in  accordance  with  the  act 
of  Congress,  and  with  indefatigable  zeal  to  win  for  the  cele- 
bration the  favor  and  support  of  all  the  Union.  The  occa- 
sion will  have  special  value,  and  we  hope  a  blessed  influ- 
ence within  our  own  boundaries,  and  they  will  address 
themselves  in  a  fraternal  spirit  to  the  people  of  all  other 
nations,  that  this  may  be  the  best  exi)ositioQ  yet  seen  of 
the  men  and  the  works  of  all  the  world. 

Mr.  Shoemaker  then  stated  that  it  had  been  hoped  and 
expected  that  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  would  be 
present  to  welcome  the  Commission  on  behalf  of  the  Slate, 
but  the  following  letter  would  explain  the  cause  of  his 
absence : — 
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"Executive  Chamber,  IIarrisburg,  Pennsylvania, 

"February  29,  1872. 

"  John  L.  Shoemaker,  Esq., 

"My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  28th  ult.,  and  in  reply  thereto 
to  say  that  I  heartily  concur  with  you  in  your  remarks  on 
the  approaching  meeting  of  the  United  States  Centennial 
Commissioners  in  Pliiladelphia.  If  sufficiently  recovered 
from  my  present  illness,  I  will  certainly  be  with  you  at  the 
time  indicated. 

"  We  should  give  the  strongest  assurances  in  our  power 
to  the  United  States  Commissioners  that  we,  as  Pennsylva- 
nians,  duly  and  fully  appreciate  the  vast  responsibilities 
resting  upon  us,  as  well  as  the  herculean  duties  involved  in 
the  prosecution  and  perfecting  the  great  national  object 
which  is  about  to  be  undertaken ;  and  while  we  are  willing 
not  only  to  pledge  and  to  give  our  best  energies  in  its  prose- 
cution, we  at  the  same  time  earnestly  request  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  the  people  of  all  the  States  and  Territories  of  the 
Union  to  make  our  first  National  Centennial  the  greatest 
and  grandest  event  of  the  age. 

"  Should  I  not  be  able  to  be  present  on  the  fourth  proxi- 
mo, please  do  me  the  favor  to  extend  to  the  visiting  Com- 
missioners, in   my   name   and  that  of  the   people   of  this 
State,  a  most  sincere  and  cordial  welcome  to  Pennsylvania. 
"  Yours  trulv, 

"JOIIN  W.  GEARY." 

The  members  of  the  Commission  were  then  individually 
introduced  to  the  Mayor,  and  some  time  was  spent  in  mutual 
introductions  and  hand-shakings.  The  entire  body  then 
proceeded  to  Common  Council  Chamber.  Ilere  Presidents 
Littleton  and  Wagner  occupied  the  President's  desk.  The 
Commissioners  were  provided  with  seats,  and  the  members 
of  Councils  remained  standing.  President  Littleton,  of 
Select  Council,  on  behalf  of  both  branches,  then  addressed 
the  Commissioners  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Centennial  Commission: — The  Coun- 
cils   of  the    City    of  Philadelphia   on    the    loth    day   of 
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February  unanimously  a^lopted  a  resolution  placing  this 
and  the  adjoining  rooms,  their  place  of  meeting,  at  your 
service,  to  enable  you  as  a  body  to  conveniently  transact 
the  business  for  which  you  have  been  appointed.  Tl  is  our 
pleasant  duty  to  sav  to  you  oflicially  tiiat  these  chambers 
are  at  your  disposal  for  such  lengtti  of  time  as  you  may 
desire,  and  to  add  that  the  clerks  and  messengers  of  Coun- 
cils will  cheerfully  aftbrd  any  assistance  you  may  need 
from  them. 

Commissioner  David  At  wood,  of  Wisconsin,  wlio  had 
been  chosen  temporary  President  of  the  Commission,  re- 
plied, thanking  Councils  for  the  use  of  their  rooms,  and 
assuring  tlnMn  that  they  would  be  used  not  only  for  the 
benefit  of  Philadelphia  but  the  whole  country. 

The  purposes  for  which  the  Convention  had  assembled 
being  accomplished,  Select  Council  retired,  and  Common 
Council  adjourned.

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common 

Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  acting  Trustees  of  the  City  Ice  Boats 
beg  leave  to  respectfully  state,  that  during  the  many  years 
you  have  entrusted  the  management  of  the  boats  to  their 
charge,  they  have  given  the  Trust  their  best  efforts  to  have 
built  and  placed  in  operation  in  accordance  with  your 
instructions  the  present  efficient  Ice  Boats,  well  suited  to 
the  wants  of  the  port,  and  believe  their  management  to 
have  been  impartial,  honest,  and  with  all  the  economy 
possible  for  the  eflective  operation  of  the  boats,  employing 
only  the  best  talent  to  be  procured,  without  regard  to  any 
politicial  or  sectarian  bias,  and  sincerely  thank  your  honor- 
able bodies  for  your  prompt  action  at  all  times  in  making 
any  appropriations  asked  for,  and  other  acts  calculated  to 
promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Trust,  also  for  the  kindly  feel- 
ings heretofore  existing  towards  us. 

The  present  season  has  been  one  of  unusual  severity,  and 
your  trustees  have  had  greater  difficulties  to  encounter  iu 
keeping  open  the  navigation  than  in  any  previous  season 
for  fifteen  years  past,  and  while  doing  all  in  their  power 
and  to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  to  accommodate  the  busi- 
ness of  the  port,  and  keep  the  navigation  open,  instead  of 
receiving  the  co-operation  and  forbearance  under  the  diffi- 
culties they  were  encountering  of  those  for  whose  benefit 
their  exertions  were  more  particularly  made,  they  have 
been  unkindly  and  falsely  attacked  and  censured,  both 
through  the  public  press  and  directly  to  your  honorable 
bodies ;  and  your  trustees  having  respectfully  requested  on 
the  28th  day  of  December,  1871,  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
mittee to  confer  with  them,  with  full  power  to  investigate 
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their  acts,  feel  disappointed  that  such  Committee  has  not  as 
3'et  met  them  on  the  subject ;  while  at  the  same  time  a 
Committee  has  met  and  conferred  with  some  of  the  parties 
who  had  unjustly  raised  the  clamor  against  the  trust,  with- 
out any  notice  to  us. 

Your  Trustees  have  never  had  any  intention  of  placing 
either  boat  out  of  service  while  there  was  ice  in  the  river, 
or  any  possible  use  for  the  boats;  although  such  an  asser- 
tion was  brought  forward  at  the  last  meeting  of  your  bodies, 
and  so  far  met  your  approval  as  to  call  forth  a  special  reso- 
lution on  the  subject. 

The  spirit  of  change  seems  to  be  in  the  ascendant  at 
present,  and  as  one  branch  of  your  honorable  bodies  has 
passed  a  resolution  looking  to  a  re-organization  of  the  Trust ; 
therefore,  we  the  undersigned,  hereby  tender  this  our  resig- 
nation as  Trustees,  to  take  elfect  on  the  first  day  of  April

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  return,  without  my  approval, 
the  resolution  entitled  "  Resolution  relative  to  the  use  of 
the  squares  at  Broad  street."  The  founder  of  the  city  laid 
out  Penn  or  Centre  Square  for  building  for  public  concerns, 
to  be   erected    at  some  future    time.     These  contemplated 
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buildings  are  now  in  course  of  erection  by  direction  of  the 
Legislature,  and  in  obedience  to  the  ascertained  will  of  the 
citizens  of  Philadelphia.  I  douht  the  power  of  the 
municipal  government  to  divert  this  property  from  the 
use  to  which  it  was  originally  dedicated,  and  for  which  it 
is  now  being  employed,  by  renting  it  to  Mr.  Forepaugh  as 
a  site  for  his  menagerie. 

I  also  doubt  the  propriety  of  granting  a  license  to  use 
these  enclosures  for  show  purposes,  and  thus  encouraging 
the  proprietors  of  all  itinerant  exhibitions  to  make  similar 
applications  to  that  of  Mr.  Forepaugh,  in  the  future. 

Something  is  due  to  the  peace  and  quiet  of  a  neighbor- 
hood already  disturbed  by  the  confusion  incident  to  the 
construction  of  public  buildings.

The^wo  certificates  were  presented  to  Matthew  Meagher, 
Judge  of  the  Fifth  Division;  Thomas  Sipps,  Judge  of  the 
Eighth  Division  ;  Henry  Hoffner,  Judge  of  the  Ninth  Divi- 
sion ;  Samuel  Boyd,  Judge  of  the  Tenth  Division;  J.  J. 
Brew,  Judge  of  the  Twelfth  Division  ;  William  McMichael, 
Judge  of  the  Thirteenth  Division ;  Joshua  Russell,  Judge 
of  the  Fourteenth  Division ;  Thomas  Abboti,  Judge  of  the 
Fifteenth  Division;  John  T.  Brady,  Judge  of  the  Seven- 
teenth Division,  and  Henry  P,  Price,  Judge  of  the  Second 
Division  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward,  who  being  previously 
sworn  by  the  chairman,  stated  that  they  signed  the  certifi- 
cate of  Mr.  Bradly,  and  the  signatures  to  that  certificate 
were  their  signatures ;  and  all,  except  Henry  Price,  stat?ed

The  Committee  regret  that  citizens  will  suffer  their  zeal 
for  the  success  of  individuals  to  lead  them  to  the  commis- 
sion of  an  outrage  like  this.

Eisenbroun,  respectfully  report  that  they,  after  carefully 
examining  the  petition,  have  resolved  to  quash  the  petition 
for  the  following  reasons  : 

First.  Because  the  petition  is  vague,  unprecise,  and  in- 
definite, even  if  all  they  (the  petitioners)  allege  be  true. 
The  petition  does  not  aver  that  the  result  would  be  changed, 
nor  does  it  show  how  it  would  be  chanoed. 
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Second.  Because  it  is  not  averred  in  the  petition  that  the 
alleged  frauds  and  miscounts  entered  into  the  return,  upon 
which  the  certificate  of  election  was  issued  to  Mr.  Siner. 

Third.  Because  the  petitioners  do  not  aver  that  these 
alleged  frauds  or  miscounts  enured  to  the  benefit  of  the 
respondent. 

Fourth.  Because  it  nowhere  appears  what  the  vote  for 
the  respective  candidates  was,  nor  the  majority  by  which 
the  respondent  was  returned. 

Fifth.  Because  the  petition  does  not  come  before  Coun- 
cils or  their  Committee  from  "  duly  qualified  electors,"  as 
the  law  imperatively  demands.  The  certificate  of  the  City 
Commissioner  is  a  qualified  one  that  "  by  the  regular  can- 
vassers' list  they  are  duly  qualified  electors."  The  can- 
vassers' lists  by  law  are  conclusive  evidence  of  but  one 
requisite  of  citizenship,  to  wit,  residence. 

Sixth.  Because  the  petition  is  fatally  defective  in  its 
alterations,  erasures  and  interlineations,  none  of  which  are 
noted,  showing,  when,  where,  or  by  whom,  they  were  made. 
By  reason  of  this  defect,  no  successful  prosecution  for  per- 
jury could  be  maintained  against  the  parties  making  the 
requisite  oath,  as  they  may  have  been  made  since  the  oath 
was  taken.

The  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  present  the 
following  report  of  their  proceedings,  and  the  results  of  the 
business  for  the  year  1871. 

The  semi-annual  additions  to  the  Sinking  Funds,  which 
the  Trustees  are  required  to  invest  by  the  several  Ordi- 
nances, have  all  been  made. 

There  has  been  expended  since  the  last  annual 

report,  for  Works $688,607  08 

"■  Street  mains 73,919  10 

"  Services 104,541  68 

Making  a  total 1866,067  86 

From  which  deduct  amount  received  on  account 

of  services $29,734  47 

Leaving  a  balance  of $836,333  39 

In  addition  to  this  $105,000  has  been  paid  out  of  the 
profits  of  the  works,  on  account  of  the  improvements  at 
the  Ninth  Ward  Works,  and  charged  to  repair  account  for 
this  year. 

The  new  retort  and  purifying  houses  at  the  Ninth 
Ward  Works,,  (mentioned  in  the  last  annual  report)  are 
nearly  completed,  the  manuiacturing  capacity  of  which  is 
equal  to  5,000,000  cubic  feet  in  twenty-four  hours,  being 
an  increase  over  the  capacity  of  the  old  works  of  3,800,000 
cubic  feet. 

The  capacity  of  all  the  works  on  January  1st,  1872,  is  as 
follows:  1195  retorts,  yielding  6,213,000  cubic  feet  in 
twenty-four  hours,  with  storage  capacity  amounting  to 
7,493,000  cubic  feet. 

On  January  1st,  1865,  the  number  of  retorts  was  651, 
yielding  3,800,000  cubic  feet  in  twenty-four  hours,  with  a 
storage  capacity  of  4,800,000  cubic  feet.  Increase  in  seven 
years  of  541  retorts,  of  manufacturing  capacity  2,409,000 
cubic  feet,  of  storage  capacity  2,685,000  cubic  feet. 
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The  quantity  of  gas  manufactured  during  the  year  was 
1,838,972,000  cubic  feet,  an  increase  over  the  year  1870  of 
97,487,000  cubic  feet.  The  largest  consumption  in  any 
twenty-four  hours  was  on  the  23d  of  December,  amounting 
to  6,543,000  cubic  feet,  being  an  increase  over  the  largest  of 
last  year  of  947,000  cubic  feet. 

The  street  mains  laid  during  the  year  were  38,295  feet, 
making  the  entire  length  571  miles. 

The  whole  number  of  lamps  on  the  1st  inst.  was  8,656  ; 
8,204  are  supplied  with  gas  from  these  works,  438  with  gas 
from  the  Korthern  Liberties  Works,  and  14  located  within 
the  limits  of  the  late  district  of  Northern  Liberties,  with  coal 
oil. 

By  reference  to  the  Cashier's  report  herewith  submitted, 
you  will  find  the  loans  created  by  Councils,  from  time  to 
time,  for  the  purchase  of  the  works  and  the  extension  of 
the  mains,  amount  to  $5,870,000  ;  the  amount  paid  from  the 
Sinking  Fund  for  Loans  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6  and  7,  as  they  be- 
came due,  was  $970,000,  leaving  tiie  amount  in  the  Sinking 
Fund  in  charge  of  the  Trust  for  payment  of  Loans  8  and 
9,  $1,4^8,406.37. 

The  amount  of  loans  and  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Funds  of  the  City  for  the  re- 
demption of  Loans  10,  11,  12,  13  and  14,  is  $526,966.56. 

The  amount  of  loans  unpaid  on  the  31st  of  December, 
1871,  was  $4,900,000,  from  which  deduct  the  amount  of 
loans  and  cash  in  charge  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Funds,  $1,975,375.93,  leaves  a  bal- 
ance to  be  provided,  amounting  to  $2,924,227.07. 

The  amount  of  loans  and  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  for  the  payment  of  $450,000  of  City  loans  (being 
the  estimated  value  of  the  Spring  Garden,  Moyamensing, 
West  Philadelphia  and  Frankford  Gas  Works),  is  $268,- 
109.61. 

For  the  purchase  of  the  Southwark  and  Moyamensing, 
Germantown,  Manayunk  and  Richmond  Gas  Companies 
stock,  the  Trustees  have  in  the  different  Sinking  Funds  for 
the  redemption  of  the  same,  the  sum  of  $100,990.32. 

The  accumulated  profits  amount  to  $1,777,803.79,  which 
is  an  increase  of  §63,571.93,  and  has  all  been  expended  in 
the  permanent  improvement  of  the  works  and  laying  mains. 

The  details  of  the  manufacturing  and  the  distributing 
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operations  of  the  year  are  fully  given  in  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  to  the  Trustees,  which  is  hereby  submitted 
for  your  information. 

We  also  submit  the  average  illuminating  power  of  the 
gas  made  by  the  different  works  under  our  charge,  the  same 
being  tested  by  Charles  W.  Cresson,  M.  D.,  five  times  during 
each  month.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  Trust  is  furnishing  the  citi- 
zens with  gas  of  a  superior  quality  and  at  a  lower  price 
than  any  other  works  in  any  of  our  Atlantic  cities,  and  by 
the  operation  of  the  Sinking  Funds  more  than  one  half  of 
the  entire  cost  of  all  the  works  is  actually  discharged,  and 
this  has  been  accomplished  without  one  cent  of  tax  being 
levied  upon  the  citizens  for  the  support  thereof. 

Our  works  are  self-supporting;  they  never  have,  and  if 
properly  managed,  never  will  cost  one  cent  to  the  City 
Treasury. 

Loan  No.  8,  due  on  the  1st  inst.  amounting  to  $400,000 
has  nearly  all  been  paid. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  desires  to  express  their  acknowl 
edgments  to  the  executive  officers  of  the  Trust,  for  the 
faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  re- 
spective duties.

There  is  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Trust  8,20-i  public 
lamps  supplied  with  gas  from  these  works;  438  from  the 
Northern  Liberties  Works,  and  14  with  coal  oil,  making  a 
total  of  8,656. 

The  length  of  street  mains  laid  during  the  year  has  been 
38,295  feet,  making  the  entire  length  of  mains  belonging 
to  the  Trust,  3,013,760  feet,  or  nearly  571  miles. 

The  extensions  made  during  the  year  consist  of  the 
entire  rebuilding  of  the  ISTinth  Ward  Works  ;  the  contractors 
were  given  partial  possession  of  the  premises  on  the  8th  of 
March,  and  at  once  commenced  taking  down  the  old  build- 
ings and  apparatus  to  make  room  for  the  new  works ;  they 
did  not  get  Entire  possession  until  the  8th  day  of  April. 
The  old  works  were  found  in  a  worse  condition  than  was 
anticipated.  The  retort  benches  were  built  on  a  series  of 
arches  sprung  from  iron  girders ;  many  of  these  girders  were 
broken,  and  nearly  all  of  them  were  in  such  a  condition  as 
to  aflbrd  a  very  frail  support  for  the  immense  weight  they 
were  required  to  sustain,  and  without  doubt  great  risks 
would  have  been  incurred  in  attempting  to  operate  the  old 
works  for  another  year.  In  rebuilding  these  works  care 
has  been  taken  to  enlarge  the  capacity  over  the  old  as  much 
as  the  limited  space  would  permit ;  the  necessity  for  which 
will  be  hereafter  shown.  A  portion  of  the  retort  benches 
and  apparatus  of  the  new  works  were  ready,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  gas  was  commenced  on  the  9th  of  October  ;  say 
one  hundred  and  sixty  \Norking  days  from  the  day  the  last 
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fire  was  extinguished  in  the  old  works.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  benches  and  other  apparatus  contracted  for  were 
completed  and  put  in  use  during  the  month  of  November, 
and  are  now  operating  to  my  entire  satisfaction. 

The  following  is  a  brief  description  of  the  new  buildings 
and  apparatus  comprising  the  works. 

The  retort  house  is  of  brick,  resting  on  a  heavy  stone 
foundation,  and  is  162  feet  wide  on  the  front  on  Twenty- 
third  street,  by  812  feet  8  inches  deep ;  the  walls  are  24 
feet  in  height  to  theeave,  and  26  inches  in  thickness;  there 
is  a  granite  water  table  on  the  two  sides  and  rear  end,  and  a 
granite  base  upon  the  front ;  the  window  sills  in  the  sides 
and  rear  are  granite,  also  the  entire  trimmings  of  the  front 
doors  and  windows,  as  well   as  the  corners  and  gables. 

The  foundation  walls  under  this  building  are  -l  feet  6 
inches  thick  at  the  bottom,  falling  oft'  to  3  feet  at  the  top  ;  the 
foundations  vary  in  depth  from  12  feet  to  15  feet,  reaching 
the  rock  in  many  places;  the  foundations  upon  which  the 
retort  benches  are  built  also  reach  the  rock,  and  consumed 
in  their  erection  some  9,000  perches  of  stone.  The  roof 
frames  are  of  wrought  iron  in  three  spans,  covered  with 
slates  laid  upon  angle  iron;  the  inner  portions  of  the  roof 
rest  upon  wrought  iron  beams,  supported  on  cast  iron 
columns;  the  side  walls  of  the  building  are  supported 
near  their  centre  by  two  lines  of  wrought  iron  girders, 
extending  across  the  building,  connected  to  the  walls  and 
to  each  other  and  resting  upon  the  cast  iron  columns  that 
support  the  roof  frame.  The  valley  gutters^and  cornice 
gutters  at  the  eaves,  are  of  cast  iron  ;  the  water  is  conducted 
down  on  the  inside  of  walls  to  the  water  drains  beneath  the 
house  floor. 

The  windows  are  all  provided  with  movable  iron  pivot 
blinds,  and  the  side  and  end  doors  are  of  iron. 

There  are  three  sections  of  thirty  benches  to  each,  with 
five  clay  retorts  to  each  bench  (450  in  all),  completed  and 
in  use,  and  the  foundations  ready  for  as  many  more. 

The  building  covering  the  condensers  and  the  washers 
occupies  the  site  of  the  former  purifying  house,  at  the 
west  end  of  the  coal  storehouse.  The  building  is  of  brick, 
resting  on  stone  foundations;  it  is  91  feet  by  52  feet 
6  inches,  by  20  feet  high  to  the  eaves,  the  cellar  or  base- 
ment is  9  feet  deep  in  the  clear,  having  a  brick  lining  and 
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bottom,  both  laid  in  cement  and  grouted,  to  prevent  the  in- 
gress of  the  water  from  the  river  in  case  of  floods.  The 
roof  frame  is  of  wrought  iron,  sheathed  with  mill-worked 
Southern  pine  boards,  covered  with  slates  laid  on  tarred 
felt.  There  are  two  large  multitubular  water  condensers  and 
two  jet  washers  erected  in  this  building,  with  all  their  con- 
nections and  valves  complete  and  in  use;  also  the  founda- 
tions built  up  to  the  floor  line,  with  branches  and  valves  set 
ready  for  the  reception  of  one  additional  condenser  and 
washer.  The  floor  of  this  house  is  of  cast  iron  plates, 
resting  on  iron  floor  beams. 

The  building  occupied  by  the  exhausters,  purifying  appa- 
ratus, &c.,  is  erected  on  Twenty-fourth  street,  south  of  Market 
street ;  is  of  brick  with  stone  basement  or  cellar;  it  is  128 
feet  8|  inches  wide  on  Twenty-fourth  street,  by  150  feet  in 
depth ;  the  basement  is  9  feet  in  depth  in  the  clear,  and  is 
lined  around  the  inside  of  walls  with  brick  laid  in  cement, 
and  the  bottom  paved  with  several  thicknesses  of  bricks 
laid  in  cement  and  grouted,  to  keep  out  the  water  in  case  of 
floods. 

The  building  is  divided  into  four  rooms  by  walls  of 
stone  and  brick,  extending  from  the  foundations  to  the  roof; 
the  foundations  rest  entirely  upon  piles  driven  by  steam 
power  ;  the  foundations  for  purifiers  and  other  portions  of 
the  machinery  are  likewise  built  on  piles.  The  roof  frame 
is  of  wrought  iron  in  two  spans,  and  finished  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  one  on  the  condenser  house,  and  has  cast 
iron  cornice  and  valley  gutters.  The  north  side  of  this 
building  is  divided  into  two  rooms,  one  of  them  containing 
two  of  Mackenzie's  Patent  Gas  Exhausters,  each  of  2f 
capacity  of  70,000  cubic  feet  per  hour,  together  with  the 
compensators  and  self-acting  valve  and  steam  engines  for 
the  same,  and  all  the  connections  complete  and  in  use ;  the 
other  and  smaller  room  is  occupied  by  the  steam  boilers. 

The  south  side  or  one-half  the  building  is  occupied  by 
two  sets  of  purifiers,  with  dry  centre  valves  and  connections 
of  20  inch  pipe  complete,  leading  to  and  from  the  centre 
valves  to  the  purifying  boxes  and  the  main  line  of  pipes. 
These  purifying  boxes,  eight  in  number,  are  each  25  feet 
by  25  feet  square,  with  seven  layers  of  lime  trays  in  each, 
and  rest  upon  wrought  iron  beams  standing  upon  cast  iron 
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columns.  The  floor  of  this  room  is  of  cast  iron  plates, 
resting  on  iron  floor  beams.  The  middle  room  in  this 
building  is  intended  for  the  reception  of  a  third  set  of 
purifiers;  the  branches  and  valves  are  all  placed  and  ready 
to  make  connections.  The  main  line  of  connections  leading 
from  the  retort  house  to  the  condensers,  washers,  exhausters 
and  puriliers,  and  from  thence  to  the  station  meter  house 
on  Twenty -third  street  and  Filbert  street,  are  of  36  inch 
pipe  (which  I  believe  is  the  largest  size  pipe  used  for  gas 
purposes  in  the  United  States),  and  are  provided  with  all 
the  necessary  branches  and  valves  to  admit  of  the  use  of 
all  or  any  divisions  of  the  works  or  apparatus  at  the  same 
time. 

Three  perpetual  lime  kilns  have  been  erected  on  the  river 
front  above  Cliestnut  street ;  the  three  are  22  feet  by  60  feet 
and  22  feet  high;  are  built  of  stone,  lined  on  the  inside  with 
soapstone. 

A  one-story  brick  building  has  been  erected  on  the  south 
side  of  Filbert  street  adjoining  and  west  of  the  old  clay 
retort  house,  138  feet  front  on  Filbert  street,  by  30  feet 
deep,  which  will  be  used  for  storage  purposes.  The  base- 
ment or  cellar  has  been  lined  with  bricks  laid  in  cement ; 
the  floor  paved  with  bricks  laid  in  cement  and  grouted,  and 
is  used  as  a  tar  well ;  it  has  a  capacity  of  6,300  barrels. 

The  station  meter  house,  located  on  the  southeast  corner 
of  Twenty-third  and  Filbert  streets,  is  a  brick  building  120 
feet  on  Twenty-third  street,  by  30  feet  deep,  two  stories 
high;  the  first  floor  is  divided  into  five  rooms;  the  two  on 
the  Kouth  end  of  the  building,  one  15  feet  by  25  feet,  the 
bther  11  feet  by  25  feet,  will  be  used  for  the  superintendent's 
office ;  the  centre  room,  63  feet  by  26  feet,  for  a  station 
meter  room,  in  which  has  been  placed  two  station  meters,  li 
feet  diameter  by  14  feet  long,  and  of  a  capacity  of  1,750,000 
cubic  feet  per  twenty-four  hours.  One  was  furnished  by 
the  American  Meter  Company,  the  other  by  Messrs.  Harris 
&  Brother  of  this  City.  The  foundations  are  also  ready  for 
a  third  meter  of  the  same  size.  One  of  the  rooms  on  the 
north  end  of  the  building,  size  15  feet  by  25  feet,  is  used  as 
the  office  for  the  sale  of  coke,  &c. ;  the  other  11  feet  by  25 
feet,  as  the  telegraph  office.  The  second  story  is  divided 
into  three  rooms ;  the  south  room  26  feet  by  27  feet  will 
be  occupied  by  the  meter  pro  vers;  the  other  two,  Q'6  feet  by 
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27  feet  and  26  feet  by  27  feet,  will  be  used  for  storage  pur- 
poses. 

There  has  been  erected  in  the  centre  of  the  holder  lot  a 
brick  building,  40  feet  by  21  feet  6  inches,  one-story  high, 
divided  into  two  rooms.  One  of  them  will  be  used  as  a 
valve  house,  in  which  will  be  located  all  the  valves  opera- 
ting the  inlet  and  outlets  of  the  different  holders.  The 
other  rootn  will  be  occupied  by  a  steam  boiler,  to  be  used  in 
the  Avinter  season  to  keep  the  holder  tanks  free  from  ice. 
There  has  been  used  in  coustrncting  these  works  about 
4,500,000  pounds  of  wrought  and  cast  iron. 

The  new  gas  holder  at  this  station  will  be  completed, 
ready  for  use  in  about  four  weeks,  its  capacity  will  be 
1,000,000  cubic  feet. 

The  contractors  for  the  new  works,  Messrs.  Jesse  W. 
Starr  &  Sons,  of  the  Camden  Iron  Works,  Camden,  New 
Jersey,  are  entitled  to  a  great  deal  of  praise  for  the  prompt, 
careful  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  performed 
the  work.  A  work  which  I  believe  has  no  parallel  in  the 
erection  of  gas  works  in  this  country.  Eemembering  the 
anxiety  felt  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  realizing 
the  consequences  attending  upon  a  failure  to  provide  a 
sufficient  amount  of  gas  for  the  requirements  of  this  great 
City,  enables  me  to  more  keenly  appreciate  the  earnest 
efforts  of  the  said  firm  to  complete  the  work  in  time,  and 
fully  justifies  me  in  making  this  deservedly  complimentary 
allusion.

It  will  be  remembered  that  during  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber, 1870,  the  works  were  operated  to  their  fullest  capacity. 
The  above  table,  therefore,  shows  conclusively  that  had  it 
not  been  for  the  additional  capacity  of  the  new  works  at 
the  Ninth  Ward,  it  would  have  been  an  utter  impossibility 
to  have  furnished  the  requisite  amount  of  gas  required 
during  the  month  of  December. 

There  has  been  no  more  than  the  ordinary  repairs  done 
to  the  other  works.  The  amount  of  money  expended,  as 
per  account  of  repairs,  is  larger,  however,  than  usual,  from 
the  fact  that  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  the  renewal  of 
the  Ninth  Ward  Works  has  been  charged  to  that  account. 
The  Point  Breeze  Works  are  in  good  condition.  The  Fif- 
teenth Ward  Works  will  require  considerable  money  to 
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place  and  keep  them  in  repair,  the  retort  house  and 
benches  are  built  on  arches,  some  of  which  are  in  bad  con- 
dition ;  it  requires  constant  watching  and  considerable 
labor  to  keep  them  up  to  the  standard.  One  set  of  purifiers 
are  completely  worn  out,  so  that  it  is  no  longer  profitable 
to  use  them,  and  should  be  replaced  with  a  new  set. 

The  Twenty-first  Ward  Works  are  in  good  condition, 
and  have  been  able  to  supph'  the  demand  for  gas  from  that 
district  witliout  exhausting  from  the  City. 

The  different  holders  at  Ninth  and  Mifflin,  Ninth  and 
Diamond,  Germantown  and  Frankford  have  been  painted, 
grounds  sodded,  and  are  in  every  respect  in  good  working 
order. 

The  annexed  tabular  statements  exhibit  the  operations 
of  the  works  for  the  past  year  and  for  each  preceding' 
year. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  report  that  the  officers  having  charge 
«f  the  different  departments  of  the  Works  have  faithfully 
discharged  their  several  duties.

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The  principal  features  of  the  operations  of  the  past  year 
indicate  but  too  plainly  that  the  hand  of  time  continues  to 
press  with  its  usual  destructive  force  upon  these  as  upon  all 
works  of  human  skill  and  labor;  and  to  counteract  its 
effects,  so  far  as  possible,  and  to  preserve  the  efficiency  of 
the  Works,  the  best  efforts  of  the  Board  have  been  con- 
stantly and  earnestly  employed.  The  territory  within  the 
limits  of  the  old  District  of  the  Northern  Liberties  embraces 
some  small  streets  at  present  without  gas,  but  in  which 
mains  will  be  laid  so  soon  as  an  improved  character  of 
buildings  shall  have  taken  the  places  of  the  existing  primi- 
tive tenements.  From  this  source,  and  the  modernized  en- 
largement of  antiquated  buildings,  the  demand  will  probably 
proceed  to  warrant  an  increase  of  the  production  of  gas. 
There  has  been  but  little,  if  any,  increase  of  consumption 
by  private  consumers,  since  our  report  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy,  although  the  aggregate  consumption  appears 
to  be  greater  for  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one  than  for 
the  previous  year  ;  which  must  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that 
the  public  lamps  are  now  lighted  throughout  the  whole  of 
every  night. 

The  street  mains  laid  during  the  past  *year  are  of  very 
moderate  extent,  being  less  than  in  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy,  when  about  lour  hundred  and  fifty  feet  were  put 
down. 

During  the  summer  last  past,  a  large  partition  wall  that 
had  supported  partially  the  iron-framed  slate  roof  of  the 
retort  house,  gave  evidence  of  danger;  it  was  dilapidated 
and  crumbling.  For  the  object  of  renewing  it,  the  roof  was 
supported  by  sufficient  proppings,  the  wall  taken  down, 
and  in  its  place  a  new  and  substantial  one  has  been  erected, 
answering  every  required  purpose.  About  this  time  a 
stack  of  seven  arches,  that  had  been  used  for  benches  of 
three  retorts  each,  until  no  longer  suitable  to  bear  a  retort 
with  safety,  was  taken  down,  and  seven  arches,  each  capa- 
ble of  carrying  benches  of  five  retorts,  were  erected  on  the 
same  ground;  and  to  the  extent  of  this  change  the  capacity 
of  the  Works  has  been  increased. 

The  Trustees  regret  to  notice  no  diminution  in  needed 
repairs ;  and  in  old  Works  such  as  these,  in  steady  opera- 
tion, it  perhaps  were  vain  to  hope  for  better  prospects. 
Already  the  present  year  requires  the  renewal  of  all  the 
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coal  slieds ;  the  condition  of  the  Company's  largest  and 
latest  gas  holder,  now  being  patched  from  time  to  time, 
will  soon  necessitate  the  expense  of  an  entire  new  crown 
and  other  material  repairs;  while  the  roof  of  the  retort 
house  cannot  much  longer  be  sustained  by  repairs,  but 
must  soon  be  renewed. 

Early  in  November  last  an  unusual  pressure  upon  the 
hydraulic-main  and  purifying  house  pointed  to  a  serious 
obstruction  near  to  the  retort  house.  Immediate  means 
were  taken  to  discover  and  modify  the  evil  until  it  could  be 
entirely  removed.  It  was  at  first  determined  to  increase 
the  seal  of  the  purifying  boxes  that  they  might  be  enabled 
to  sustain  the  greater  pressure.  But  this  expedient  was 
soon  abandoned.  The  street  main  opposite  to  the  office  was 
then  opened  and  found  to  contain  some  obstruction,  but  not 
sufficient  to  prevent  a  flow  of  gas  adequate  to  the  wants  of 
the  district;  it  was  thoroughly  washed  for  a  distance  of 
about  four  hundred  feet.  In  the  meantime  the  difficulty 
rapidly  increased.  To  break  the  connecting  pipes  between 
the  purifying  house  and  the  station  meters,  appeared  to  be 
the  most  effectual  resort.  The  pipes  were  accordingly 
broken,  and  found  to  be  almost  entirely  closed  by  an  accu- 
mulation of  naphthaline,  a  substance  composed  of  about 
ninety-two  parts  of  carbon  and  eight  of  hydrogen,  rather 
heavier  than  water ;  the  result  of  the  condensable  vapors 
that  seem  to  be  inseparable  from  the  destructive  distillation 
of  coal ;  some  of  them  are  found  as  solid  carbon  in  the  re- 
torts, and  as  naphthaline  in  the  pipes;  justifying  the  infer- 
ence that  bituminous  coal  as  at  present  distilled,  combines 
hydrogen  and  carbon  in  proportion  unequal  to  a  perfect 
and  entire  union  of  both  in  the  form  of  gas.  After  the  pipes 
were  effectually  cleaned  by  the  use  of  steam  and  water,  they 
were  joined  directly  with  the  street  mains.  This  operation, 
with  all  the  force  that  could  work  at  it  advantageously, 
consumed  about  thirteen  hours.  If  the  mishap  had  occurred 
in  the  long  days  of  summer,  the  Trustees  would  have  been 
spared  the  mortification  of  having  the  district  some  three 
hours  in  partial  darkness. 

The  works  of  this  company  are  among  the  oldest  in  the 
world ;  they  were  in  operation  years  before  the  adjoining 
District  of  Spring  Garden  was  lighted  with  gas.  Their  pro- 
jectors and  stockholders  ventured  means  in  what  was  then 

14 
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a  doubtful  enterprise.  Prejudice,  opposition  and  ridicule 
were  encountered  sufficient  to  chill  the  purpose  of  all,  ex- 
cept those  who  resolved  to  suffer,  at  least  pecuniarily,  if 
necessary,  for  the  promotion  of  the  public  good.  Perse- 
verance at  length  overcame  every  obstacle,  although  at 
times  the  stock  of  the  company  fell  to  twenty  per  cent, 
below  par.  Cotemporary  institutions,  with  similar  objects 
to  those  of  this  institution,  found  relief  from  the  uncertainty 
of  their  investments  by  transferring  their  works  at  cost  for 
guaranteed  municipal  bonds.  But  the  Northern  Liberties 
Gas  Works  were  completed,  and  have  since  continued  to 
be  conducted  with  skill  and  energy  by  the  stockholders, 
many  of  whom  are  original  subscribers  to  the  stock. 

In  those  early  days  of  gas  works,  the  pipes,  known  as 
service  pipes,  which  connect  the  street  mains  with  the  street 
lamps,  were  l3ut  one-half  inch  in  diameter,  and  as  the  public 
became  more  familiar  with  the  requirements  of  this  kind 
of  illumination,  the  size  was  increased  to  three-fourths  of  an 
inch,  which,  until  quite  recently,  was  thought  to  be  suffi- 
ciently large.  These  pipes  were  not  only  too  small,  but  in 
many  instances  imperfectly  made,  and  sometimes  a  pipe 
originally  straight  was  bent  to  form  the  necessary  curve, 
and  its  capacity  diminished  to  the  extent  to  which  it  was 
bent  by  flattening  its  lower  surface.  That  these  pipes, 
made  of  wrought  iron,  some  perhaps  of  inferior  quality, 
should  be  found  to  be  corroded  and  stopped  with  earth  or 
other  substances,  after  lying  in  the  ground  over  thirty  years, 
either  with  or  without  gas  passing  through  them,  should 
not  be  a  matter  of  wonder.  Your  Trustees  have  contended 
with  this  inevitable  difficulty  for  years  past,  and  are 
Irequently  called  upon  to  renew  the  service  pipes  of  private 
coAisumers,  at  the  company's  expense ;  and  nothing  seems 
more  certain  than  that  the  renewal  of  service  pipes  must 
continue.  A  larger  sized  pipe  is  now  generally  used,  which 
must  necessarily  last  much  longer  without  renewal.  The 
smallness  of  the  pipes,  and  their  natural  decay  have  materi- 
ally impaired  the  efficiency,  not  only  of  the  public  lamps 
in  the  Northern  Liberties,  but  of  the  fixtures  in  many 
private  dwellings ;  in  some  instances  where  new  and  capa- 
cious edifices  have  been  erected  on  the  sites  of  early  struc- 
tures, and  the  old  diminutive  services  are  retained,  contrary 
to  the  rules  of  ihe  company,  additional  pipes  and  burners 
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are  secretly  introduced,  until  the  service  pipes  are  taxed 
beyond  their  capacity.  The  gas  manufactured  by  this  com- 
pany is  of  the  best  quality,  equal  in  illuminating  power,  in 
purity,  and  in  every  other  respect  to  the  gas  of  any  other 
Y.'orks  in  this  or  in  any  other  City,  It  is  made  of  four-hour 
charges  of  the  best  Penn  gas  coal,  Cannel  and  New  Castle 
coals;  it  is  purified  without  stint  of  lime;  bears  the  severest 
tests  applied  by  any  works,  and  none  is  distributed  that  con- 
tains the  least  suspicion  of  impurity.  It  is  the  duty  of  your 
Trustees  to  furnish  the  public  lamps  with  this  gas ;  and 
notwithstanding  its  unquestionable  character  of  purity,  and 
its  ample  supply,  the  dilapidated  condition  of  service 
pipes,  both  for  public  and  private  consumers,  has  induced 
unthinking  people  to  attribute  their  want  of  light  to  the 
inferiority  of  the  gas.  Nothing  can  be  more  preposterous. 
It  must  be  evident  to  every  one  who  ponders  the  subject  for 
a  minute,  that  obstructed  and  unclean  pipes  and  fix- 
tures must  necessarily  corrupt  the  purest  gas  that  can  be 
passed  through  them.  Depressions  in  pipes  will  often  retain 
condensations  or  precipitations  (from  which  no  gas  is 
free),  and  stop  the  passage  entirely.  An  inielligent  and 
competent  gas  fitter  would  soon  remedy  all  such  evils,  but 
unfortunately  in  this  calling  too  many  are  quite  ignorant  of 
gas,  or  of  the  business  they  profess,  and  are  mere  pre- 
tenders. 

It  is  the  privilege  of  your  honorable  bodies  to  provide 
for  lighting,  cleaning,  extinguishing  and  keeping  in  order 
these  public  lamps,  and  for  renewing  their  service  pipes, 
and  if  at  any  time  it  may  be  deemed  of  more  advantage  to  the 
community  that  these  duties  should  be  performed  by  this 
company,  any  proposition  on  the  subject  will  receive  re- 
spectful consideration.

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an 
Ordinance  creating  a  new  Fire  Department,  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  submit  this  their  first  report  of  the  condi- 
tion and  operations  of  the  Department,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1871. 

The  difficulties  to  be  overcome  in  organizing  a  Paid 
Fire  Department  in  the  City  of  Phihidelphia,  were  of  such 
magnitude  as  to  intimidate  its  most  enthusiastic  friends. 
The  old  volunteer  system  was  composed  of  nearly  one  hun- 
dred organizations,  scattered  through  the  City ;  they 
wielded  an  immense  influence,  both  socially  and  politi- 
cally ;  yet  they  were  not  possessed  of  that  discipline  which 
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should  ensure  the  protection  that  a  large  and  wealthy  com- 
munity demanded.  Sonie  of  these  organizations  had  been 
over  a  century  in  existence,  and  it  would  indeed  be  sur- 
prising if  they  had  accepted  the  change  without  a  severe 
straggle;  but  time,  and  its  own  abuses  sealed  the  fate  of 
the  volunteer  system.  Disorders  and  riots  wore  of  frequent 
occurrence;  murder  held  high  carnival;  the  Sabbaths  were 
desecrated  by  arsned  bands  lying  in  deadly  ambush  ;  safety 
was  at  a  discount,  and  the  better  portion  of  the  volunteers 
themselves  became  clamorous  for  a  change.  The  arrogant 
svv-agger  of  the  rowdy  element  had  the  eft'ect  of  disgusting 
the  respectable  portion,  and  when  the  Ordinance  creating 
a  new  Fire  Department  became  a  law,  it  was  hailed  as  a 
measure  of  deliverance  by  the  entire  community.  Incen- 
diary fires  have  since  that  time  become  less  frequent ;  riots 
and  street  brawls  are  a  rarity,  and  strangers  and  residents 
can  pass  peaceably  along  in  any  section  of  the  City  with- 
out being  maltreated  and  abused  on  suspicion  of  being  an 
adherent  of  a  rival  fire  company.  In  a  word,  order  is  now 
established  where  anarchy  formerly  existed,  and  ithe  new 
Department,  from  its  incipient  working,  promises  to  be 
not  only  a  success,  but  a  credit  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Commission  take  pleasure  in  reporting  the  vast 
decrease  in  the  number  of  fires  compared  with  former 
years,  and  the  great  falling  off  in  the  losses,  no  doubt 
caused  by  the  high  state  of  discipline  which  has  gradually 
been  introduced  into  the  Department,  for  the  particulars  of 
which  we  beg  reference  to  the  tabular  statement  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  attached  to  tiiis  report.  At  most  of  the 
fires  some  of  the  Commissioners  have  been  present,  and 
personally  assisted  in  the  operations  of  the  Department, 
and  they  have  cause  to  commend  the  discipline  and  earnest- 
ness which  the  members  of  the  several  companies  have 
evinced  in  the  suppression  of  the  flames,  and  their  anxiety 
to  protect  property. 

The  Commission  were  sorely  perplexed  on  assuming  con- 
trol, in  the  selection  of  locations  lor  the  several  apparatus 
constituting  the  Department.  One  plan  after  another  was 
submitted,  but  on  account  of  their  being  compelled  to  adapt 
themselves  to  circumstances,  they  adhered  to  one  plan  as 
nearly  as  they  possibly  could  do.  The  lines  adopted  for 
locating  companies,  were  the  lines  of  Fourth,  Twelfth,  and 
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Twentieth  streets,  but  being  without  means  or  authority  to 
build,  they  were  compelled  to  accept  such  properties  from 
the  old  Department  as  were  best  adapted  to  the  few  engines 
under  their  control.  The  City  will  economize  by  erecting 
suitable  buildings  in  proper  locations,  thereby  preventing 
the  necessity  of  increasing  the  number  of  apparatus.  We 
would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  Councils  to  this  sug- 
gestion. 

On  the  organization  of  the  new  Department,  the  Cora- 
mission  directed  the  removal  of  alarm  boxes  from  the 
several  fire  companies'  houses  which  had  not  been  selected 
as  locations  for  apparatus,  leaving  but  a  small  number  of 
boxes  from  which  alarms  could  be  struck,  and  vast  sections 
of  the  City  unprotected  by  the  telegraph  system.  "We 
would  ask  that  speedy  action  be  taken  in  the  matter,  as 
there  is  nothing  so  important  to  the  efficiency  of  the  De- 
partment as  to  obtain  with  perfect  accuracy  and  precision, 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  the  exact  position  of  a 
fire.  Any  deviation  or  irregularity  ;  any  temporary  defect 
in  apparatus,  or  want  of  communication  over  the  lines, 
may  cause  the  destruction  of  more  property  at  a  single  fire 
than  would  pay  for  the  moat  perfect  system  applied  to  the 
whole  City. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  extraordinary  expendi- 
tures for  apparatus,  &c.,  and  the  limited  means  at  our  dis- 
posal, we  feel  gratified  at  the  result,  feeling  assured  thut  a 
change  of  so  grtiat  a  magnitude  has  seldom  been  accom- 
plished with  so  small  an  outlay  of  capital  ;  nevertheless, 
the  Commission  have  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  success 
that  has  thus  far  attended  their  efforts. 

It  should  be  here  stated,  that  the  delay  in  submitting  this 
our  first  report,  was  owing  in  a  great  measure  to  the  diffi- 
culties that  characterize  the  beginning  of  all  organizations 
of  this  kind. 

In  conclusion,  the  Commission  desire  to  avail  themselves 
of  this  opportunity  to  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Department,  for  their  earnest  co-operation 
in  all  matters  tending  to  the  success  of  the  Department.

Philadelphia  Fire  Commission. 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  11th  section  of  the  Ordinance  approved  on  the  29th 
day  of  December,  1870,  creating  and  reorganizing  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  this  the  first  annual  report  of  the  present  condi- 
tion and  efficiency  of  the  department  in  my  charge,  em- 
bracing a  statement  in  detail  of  the  number  of  fires,  and  the 
causes  of  such  fires,  the  los.-es  and  insurances  for  the  year, 
as  near  as  has  been  possible  to  obtain  them  ;  also  a  detailed, 
statement  of  the  Secretary  of  the  expenditures  since  its 
organization,  with  a  full  and  complete  list  of  all  the  em- 
ployees attached  to  the  department,  with  their  names,  rank,  % 
age,  residence  and  occupations,  with  a  schedule  of  property  l| 
held  in  charge  by  the  dilfercnt  companies  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  1872. 

The  department  as  now  organized  consists  of — 

Twenty  two  foremen  of  engine  companies. 

Five  foremen  of  hook  and  ladder  companies. 

Twenty-two  engineers  of  companies. 

Twenty-two  firemen  of  companies. 

Twenty-seven  drivers  of  companies. 

Five  tillermen  of  companies. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-six  hose  and  laddermen. 

They  are  divided  into  twenty-seven  companies,  q,s  follows: 

Twenty -two  engine  companies,  and  five  hook  and  ladder 
companies. 

There  are  also  in  the  department,  two  first-class  Amos- 
keae:  enjiines,  used  as  substitutes;  also  two  hook  and  ladder 
apparatus  (substitutes),  and  eighty-niue  horses  in  service  of 
department. 
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Fuel   Wagons. 

There  are  four  fuel  wagons  in  the  department. 

One  stationed  at  No.  20  engine  house,  Tenth  and  Filbert 
streets. 

One  stationed  at  station  "  E,''  Twentieth  and  Lombard 
streets. 

One  stationed  at  station  '^  C,"  Norris  and  Sepviva  streets. 

One  stationed  at  supply  depot,  Pine  street  above  Second 
street. 

Each  of  the  above  fuel  wagons  are  capable  of  carrying 
about  one  ton  of  coal  and  one-half  cord  of  wood,  to  be  used 
in  case  of  large  fires,  when  more  fuel  is  required  than  is 
carried  by  the  engines. 

Each  of  the  above  fuel  wagons  are  drawn  by  two  horses. 

Fires. 

The  accompanying  statement  shows  that  the  whole  number 
of  fires  during  the  year  was  five  hundred  and  twenty-three 
(523),  with  a  loss  to  property,  estimated  at  one  million  two 
hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty- 
three  (1,275,143)  dollars,  which  by  a  comparison  with 
the  previous  year,  shows  a  decrease  of  seventy-nine  (79) 
fires,  and  a  diminished  loss  to  property  of  eight  hundred: 
and  seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  (807,134) 
dollars.  The  losses  as  nearly  as  could  be  ascei'tained,  are 
covered  by  insurances,  approximating  three  million  (3,000,- 
000)  dollars.  For  particulars  I  would  refer  to  the  state- 
ment annexed. 

Schedule  "  A"  states  the  number  of  box,  and  local  alarms 
for  1871,  as  compared  with  1870. 

Schedule  "  B"  states  the  loss  by  fire  for  1871,  as  compared 
with  1870.  1 

The  vast  area  of- the  City  of  Philadelphia,  covering  over 
one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (129)  square  miles  of  terri- 
tory, and  the  small  number  of  apparatus  belonging  to  the 
Fire  Department  has  been  the  cause  of  at  least  two  disastrous 
I  fires  dui'ing  the  past  year.  I  allude  to  the  fire  originating 
in  Stanley  &  Weber's  saw  mill  and  lumber  yard,  situ- 
ated on   ^larshall  street,  below  Girard  avenue,  June  4th, 
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which  communicated  to  the  surrounding  properties,  in- 
volving the  destruction  of  nearly  a  whole  block  of  build- 
ings. About  a  half  hour  previous  to  the  breaking  out  of 
this  fire,  an  alarm  was  struck  for  a  fire  at  Manayunk,  in 
the  Twentj^-first  Ward,  taking  one-half  of  the  en2;ines 
located  to  protect  that  section  of  the  Twentieth  AVard, 
several  miles  away  froai  their  houses.  The  veiy  com- 
bustible nature  of  the  stock  and  building  rendered  the  few 
remaining  apparatus  answering  the  alarm  of  no  avail,  in 
preventing  the  spread  of  the  flames. 

Another  fire  of  less  mas;nitude  in  area,  but  involving  far 
more  loss,  occurred  at  Messrs.  Watson  &  Clark's  phos- 
phate works,  located  at  Point  Breeze,  Twenty-sixth  AVard, 
on  November  4th.  In  consequence  of  the  impassible  con- 
dition of  the  roads  in  that  section  of  the  City,  during  wet 
weather,  but  two  engines  reached  the  ^cene  of  fire,  and 
they  at  such  a  late  hour  as  to  be  almost  useless.  I  mention 
these  two  fires  merely  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  difficulties 
which  the  department  labors  under  in  their  endeavors  to 
protect  the  rural  sections  of  the  City,  with  tlie  earnest  wish 
that  your  body  would  endeavor  in  some  way  to  remedy 
the  defect. 

Deaths  and  accidents. 

It  becomes  my  painful  duty  to  record  the  following 
deaths  and  accidents,  that  have  occurred  to  members  of  the 
department  during  the  past  year.

Co.,  injuries  received  by  being  cut  severely  about  the 
body  with  glass,  caused  by  falling  through  a  sky-light,  at 
fire  of  Messrs.  Mcllhenny  &  Co. 's  china  ware  house,  No.  707 
Market  street,  August  10th. 

Harrison  McManus,  hoseman  of  No.  2  Engine  Co., 
received  injuries  to  cap  of  knee,  caused  by  a  fall,  while  at 
fire  on  September  5th. 

Edward  Walker,  Jr.,  ladderman  of  Company  C,  injury 
caused  by  being  thrown  from  the  apparatus,  and  the  hind 
wheels  passing  over  the  elbow  of  his  left  arm,  breaking 
the  bone,  and  lacerating  his  arm  severely,  October  17th. 

Chas.  Griberson,  fireman  attached  to  No.  21  Engine  Co., 
thrown  from  hose  cart,  causing  a  severe  sprain  to  wrist, 
November  6Lh. 

Frederick  Smith,  tillerman  of  Hook  and  Ladder  Co.  "  E," 
received  severe  injury  to  hip;  and  Charles  Sears,  driver  of 
Hook  and  Ladder  Co.  "  B,"  received  severe  injury  to  ar/ns 
and  legs,  accident  and  injury  caused  by  collision  between 
the  apparatus  of  Hook  and  Ladder  Co's  "B"  and  "  E," 
November  I7th. 

Edward  Kelly,  hoseman  attached  to  No.  15  Engine  Co., 
was  run  over  by  Hook  and  Ladder  Co.  "  C,"  receiving- 
severe  injuries  across  his  back,  November  18th. 

Jeremiah  Stapleton,  hoseman  attached  to  No.  12  Engine 
Co.,  fell  from  a  ladder,  causing  a  severe  sprain  to  his  leg, 
November  25th. 

In  closing  this  report  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  the 
faithful,  energetic  and  prompt  manner  in  which  they  have 
performed  iheir  arduous  duties  during  the  past  year. 

I  also  desire  to  offer  my  thanks  to  Captain  T.  McCusker, 
of  the  Insurance  Patrol,  and  to  the  efficient  body  of  men 
attached  to  that  organization,  who  have  at  all  times 
rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  department  at  fires. 

William  J.  Phillips,  Esq.,  the  able  Superintendent  of  the 
Philadelphia  Fire-Alarm  Telegraph  Department,  and  to  his 
assistant,  David  K.  Walker,  who  have  charge  of  that  valu- 
able   arm   of  the    Fire    Department,  I  have   found  to   be 
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accommodating  oflScers,  always  anxious  to  facilitate  and  aid 
the  operations  of  this  department. 

And  Gentlemen,  to  yourselves,  I  would  offer  to  you  each 
personally  my  thanks  for  the  many  acts  of  kindness  done, 
and  valuable  suggestions  offered  to  me  in  our  ofSciai 
relations.

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AN  OEDINANCE 


To  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  tbe  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Officers. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Fire  Department  shall 
consist  of  seven  Fire  Commissioners,  one  Chief  Engineer,  five 
assistant  engineers,  and  as  many  foremen,  enginemen,  hose- 
men,  hook  and  laddermen,  and  other  persons,  to  be  divided 
into  companies,  as  the  number  of  engines  and  other  fire  appa- 
aratus  belonging  to  the  city  shall  from  time  to  time  require. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  be  citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  of  good  character,  not  under  thirty  years  of 
age,  who  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  be  elected 
as  follows:  Three  by  Select  Council  and  four  by  Common 
Council,  on  tbe  last  stated  meeting  in  December,  1870. 
The  said  Commissioners,  when  elected,  shall  draw  for  their 
respective  terms  of  office,  three  for  the  term  of  two  years 
and  four  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  every  second  year 
thereafter,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, there  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner  three  or 
four  persons,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  the  Select  or  Common' 
Council,  in  which  the  vacancy  may  occur,  to  serve  for  the 
term  of  four  years.  The  minority  in  each  Chamber  shall 
at  all  times  be  represented  by  one  member  in  the  said 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners.  The  said  Commissioners  to 
hold  their  ofl&ces  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified. 

Sect.  3.  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  disqualifica- 
tion or  removal  of,  or  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  the 
duties  incumbent  upon  their  ofiices  by  any  or  all  of  said 
Commissioners,  the  Councils  shall  proceed  at  once  to  fill 
such  place  or  places  by  a  new  election,  as  above  provided, 
and  for  the  unexpired  term. 
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Organization. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  proceed 
at  once  to  organize  a  Department,  to  consist  of  not  exceeding 
twentj-two  steam  fire  engines  and  five  hook  and  ladder 
companies,  and  thereafter  such  number  of  companies  as 
thej  may  from  time  to  time  be  authc^rizod  and  directed  by 
Councils.  They  shall  have  the  appointment  of  and  entire 
control  over  all  officers  and  employees,  and  of  the  property 
of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall  be  held  strictly  accountable 
therefor  to  Councils,  by  whom,  upon  conviction  of  derelic- 
tion of  duty,  malfeasance  in  office,  or  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  after  a  hearing  before  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  they  shall  be  removed 
from  office. 

Stated  Meetings. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  hold  at  least 
two  stated  meetings  monthly,  and  keep  a  correct  record  of 
all  their  proceedings,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Mayor  and  Councils,  or  their  Committees,  and  shall 
annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  prepare  an  accurate  re- 
port to  Councils  of  the  state  of  the  Department.  They  shall 
have  authority,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  to  fit  up  and  appropriate  to  their  use  and  that 
of  the  engineers,  suitable  rooms  as  offices,  the  necessary 
expense  of  which  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  ap- 
propriated for  the  use  of  the  Department,  and  the  President 
of  the  Commissioners  shall  have  authority  to  draw  warrants 
upon  the  City  Treasurer  for  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  require,  not  exceeding  the  appro- 
priations by  Councils:  Provided,  That  all  bills  for  expendi- 
tures shall  first  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Department.  They  shall  have  power 
to  suspend  or  expel  any  member  of  any  fire  company,  and 
to  reorganize  any  company,  and  they  shall  also  adopt  a 
suitable  uniform  to  be  worn  by  the  officers  and  men.  The 
said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  also  have  authority  to  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government,  discipline 
and  good  order  of  the  Department  and  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires,  as  they  may  think  necessary  and  expedient : 
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Provided^  Such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with 
any  Ordinance  of  Councils.  All  meetings  of  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners shall  be  open  to  the  public. 

Election  of  Officers. 

Sect.  6.  That  on  the  third  day  of  January,  1871,  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  as  herein  provided  for,  shall  meet  and  or- 
ganize, and  elect  from  their  number  a  President.  They  shall 
also  elect  a  Secretary  and  Messenger,  who,  by  virtue  of*  their 
offices,  shall  be  members  of  the  Fire  Department.  The 
Secretary  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of  clerk  to  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  the  Messenger  shall  also  be  messenger  to  the 
Chief  Engineer.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  also 
give  public  notice  by  advertisement,  in  at  least  three  news- 
papers, for  one  week,  that  they  are  prepared  to  receive  ap- 
plications for  membersliip  in  the  Fire  Department,  and  pro- 
posals for  the  sale  or  lease  to  the  City,  of  such  fire  apparatus, 
houses,  horses  and  other  property  needed  by  theui  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Department. 

Qualifications  of  Officers  and  Mevibers. 

Sect.  7.  All  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department 
shall  be  persons  of  good  moral  character,  and  shall  retain 
their  respective  positions  for  and  during  good  behavior,  and 
for  such  times  as  they  perform  their  duties  harmoniously 
with  their  associates  and  satisfactorily  to  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners. They  shall  not  be  subject  to  removal  on  account 
of  any  political,  religious  or  other  sentiments  entertained 
by  them,  so  long  as  such  opinion  or  sentiment  does  not  in- 
terfere ^\ith  the  faithful  and  efficient  discharge  of  their 
duties  as  members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Salaries. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  employees 
of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  as  follows: 

Chief  Engineer,  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dol- 
lars per  annum. 

Secretary  of  the  Fire  Commissioners  and  Clerk  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  twelve  hundred  (1200)  dollars  per  annum. 
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Messenger  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  eight  hundred 
(800)  dollars  per  annum. 

Assistant  Engineers,  each,  one  thousand  two  hundred 
(1,200)  dollars  per  annum. 

Enginemen,  each,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  per  annum. 

Firemen,  each,  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars  per  annum. 

Tillermen  and  drivers,  each,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  (750) 
dollars  per  annum. 

Foremen,  each,  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  dollars  per 
annum. 

And  the  hose,njid  hook  and  ladder  men,  each,  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty  (360)  dollars  per  annum. 

And  all  the  said  salaries  shall  be  payable  monthly. 

Agreement  of  Aj^pointee. 

Sect.  9.  Every  officer  and  member  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  sign  the  fol- 
lowing agreement,  to  be  deposited  with  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners : 

"  I,  A.  B.,  having  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Philadelphia  Fire  Department,  liereby  agree  to  abide  by  all 
the  Ordinances  of  the  Councils  and  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Fire  Commissioners  relating  thereto." 

Any  officer  or  member  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  sign 
the  same,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  compensation 
whatsoever. 

Sect.  10,  No  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall 
be  an  officer  or  member  of  the  Fire  Department,  nor  shall 
any  person  be  an  officer  or  member  who  is  not  a  legal  voter 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ;  and  no  person  holding  office  of 
any  kind  under  the  United  States,  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, or  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  hold  any  office 
created  by  this  Ordinance. 

The  Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  11.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  sole  com- 
mand at  fires  over  the  assistant  engineers,  officers  and 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  all  other  persons  who 
may  be  present  at  fires.  He  shall  direct  all  proper 
measures  for  the  extinguish nient  of  fires,  protection  of  prop- 
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ertj  and  preservation  of  order.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
examine  into  the  condition  of  all  the  fire  apparatus  and 
houses  connected  therewith,  as  often  as  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners or  Councils  may  require,  and  whenever  the  engines 
or  other  apparatus  shall  need  alterations  or  repairs,  he  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Fire  Commissioners,  who  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  made.  He  shall  transmit  to  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners all  returns  of  officers,  members  and  companies, 
keep  fair  and  exact  rolls  of  the  respective  companies, 
specifying  the  time  of  admission  and  discharge,  and  name, 
age,  occupation  and  residence  of  each  member.  He  shall 
annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  and  oftener,  if  required 
by  the  Fire  Commissioners  or  Councils,  report  to  them  of 
the  condition  of  the  houses,  fire  apparatus  and  other  prop- 
erty of  the  Department,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  various  fire  companies;  the 
number  of  fires  since  last  report,  the  causes  thereof,  and 
extent  of  damages,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained. 

Sect,  12.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  an 
assistant  engineer,  to  be  designated  by  him,  shall  execute 
the  duties  of  his  office  with  full  powers. 


Force  of  Engine  Company. 

Sect.  13.  Every  engine  company  shall  have  one  engine 
man,  one  fireman,  and  one  driver,  who  shall  be  permanently 
employed,  and  who  shall  at  all  times  be  in  and  about  the 
engine  house,  except  when  unavoidably  absent ;  and  shall 
also  have  one  foreman  and  eio;ht  hoseraen. 


Force  of  Hook  and  Ladder  Company. 

Sect.  14.  Every  hook  and  ladder  company  shall  have 
one  driver  and  one  tillerman,  who  shall  be  permanently 
employed,  and  who  shall  at  all  times  be  in  and  about  the 
truck  house,  except  when  unavoidably  absent,  and  shall 
also  have  one  foreman  and  ten  members. 

26 
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Property  of  Engine  Company. 

Sect.  15.  The  property  of  each  engine  company  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  one  steam  fire-engine,  one  hose- 
carriage,  one  thousand  feet  of  hose,  together  with  such, 
other  apparatus  for  effectual  service  as  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners shall  deem  necessary,  and  four  horses.  The  use  of 
said  horses  shall  be  controlled  by  the  foreman  of  each  of 
the  several  companies,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  in  such  manner  as  his  judgment  may  dictate. 


Property  of  Hook  and  Ladder  Company. 

Sect.  16.  The  property  of  each  hook  and  ladder  company 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one  ladder  track  and  all 
necessary  ladders  and  implements,  and  two  horses. 


Their  powers  as  Police  Oficers. 

Sect.  17.  The  Fire  Commissioners,  Chief  and  assistant 
engineers  and  the  foreman  of  companies  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  exercise  the  powers  of  police  officers 
in  going  to,  while  at,  and  returning  from  any  fire  that  may 
occur  or  alarm  be  given. 


Extra  men. 

Sect.  18.  Each  engine  company  may  have  extra  men- 
not  exceeding  four  in  number,  and  each  hook  and  ladder 
company  not  exceeding  six.  They  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
pay,  except  when  ordered  on  duty  in  the  place  of  absentees, 
when  they  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  to  be  deducted  from 
the  monthly  salary  of  such  absentees.  Said  extra  men  shall 
be  furnished  by  the  Commissioners  with  hat  and  badge 
without  charge  therefor ;  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  com- 
pany to  which  they  are  attached,  they  shall  if  worthy  and 
competent,  be  eligible  to  promotion  to  fill  the  same. 
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Yacation. 

Sect.  19.  The  Fire  Commissioners  may  grant  to  any  officer 
or  member  of  the  Department,  if  they  deem  it  compatible 
with  the  interests  of  the  Department,  a  vacation,  not  exceed- 
ing two  weeks  in  any  one  year,  upon  such  terms  as  they 
may  think  expedient. 

Fire- Alarm,    boxes. 

Sect.  20.  The  Fire  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to 
remove  such  of  the  fire-alarm  signal  boxes  as  may  not  be 
needed,  and  locate  the  same  and  such  others  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary,  and  they  shall  also  make  such  modifications 
in  said  boxes  and  the  manner  of  giving  alarms  of  fire  as 
they  shall  consider  requisite  and  necessary  for  the  efficient 
working  of  the  Fire  Department :  Provided^  The  same  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  the  Fire- 
Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph. 

Suspension  or  dismissal  of  Companies. 

Sect.  21.  The  present  Fire  Department  is  hereby  placed 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  said  Fire  Commis- 
sioners, subject  to  their  rules  and  regulations ;  and  they 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  suspend  any  com- 
pany or  companies  from  active  service,  for  violation  of  the 
same,  or  dismiss  them  from  the  Fire  Department.  The 
present  Chief  and  assistant  engineers  are  hereby  directed  to 
report  to  and  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Fire 
Commissioners  ;  and  whenever  they  shall  deem  the  services 
of  the  said  Chief  and  assistant  engineers  no  longer  neces- 
sary, their  term  of  office  shall  cease. 

Lease. 

Sect.  22.  That  the  Fire  Commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized,  if  they  deem  it  advisable,  to  lease  upon  such 
terms  and  for  such  length  of  time  not  exceeding  three  years, 
as  they  shall  think  necessary  and  expedient,  or  purchase 
such  of  the  apparatus,  houses  and  other  property  of  the 
present  fire  companies  as  will  insure  the  immediate  and 
efficient  service  of  the  department. 
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Unlawful  Interference. 

Sect.  23.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  injure,  deface  or  in  any  manner  destroy  any  of 
the  fire  apparatus,  or  property  of  the  same,  or  any  police  or 
fire-alarm  telegraph  box  or  wire,  or  hinder  or  obstruct  any 
engine  or  hook  and  ladder  company,  or  any  members 
thereof,  or  officers  of  the  Department,  from  freely  passing 
along  the  streets  of  the  City,  to  or  from  a  fire,  or  in  any 
manner  hinder  or  prevent  any  of  the  said  fire  companies,  or 
any  member  or  officer  of  the  Department,  from  operating 
at  any  fire. 

False  Alarms. 

Sect.  24.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  knowingly  to  give  or  cause  to  be  given  any  false 
alarm  of  fire  by  means  of  the  telegraph  signal  boxes. 

Ji'eys  to  Houses. 

Sect.  25.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  without  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  to  have  in  his  or  their  possession,  use  or 
make,  or  cause  to  be  made  or  used,  any  key  or  keys  to  any 
fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  house,  or  telegraph  signal  box  ; 
nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  not  a  member  or  officer  of 
the  Fire  Department,  use  or  wear  part  of  the  uniform  deter- 
mined upon  by  the  Fire  Commissioners,  without  their  per- 
mission first  had  and  obtained. 


Fines  and  Penalties. 

Sect.  26.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  Sections  23,  24,  and  25  of  this  Ordinance,  shall 
suffer  and  pay  a  fine  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  City.  Such  fine 
to  be  recoverable  as  like  penalties  are  now  by  law  recover- 
able. 
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A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire 
Department  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  raalve  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  December,  1870. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  appointments  by  the  Fire 
Commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  be  subject  to  confirmation 
by  Select  Council. 

The  Fire  Commissioners  shall  transmit  to  Select  Council 
the  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  of  each  and  every 
person  appointed  by  them  as  an  officer  or  member  of  the 
Fire  Department  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  such 
appointment,  and  the  City  Controller  shall  not  countersign 
any  warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  any  person 
so  appointed  until  after  his  confirmation  as  herein  provided. 
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A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  Ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire 
Department  for  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  approved  December  29th,  A.  D.  1870. 

Section  1.  7V/e  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Fire  Department  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  five 
engine  companies;  and  a  hand  engine  and  five  hundred  feet 
of  hose  and  one  hoseman  to  be  stationed  at  Kingsessing, 
in  the  Twenty-seventh  "Ward ;  and  a  hand-engine  and  five 
hundred  feet  of  hose  and  one  hoseman  to  be  stationed  at 
Chestnut  Hill,  Twenty-second  Ward  ;  and  a  hand-engine 
and  four  hundred  feet  of  hose  to  be  located  in  Bridesburg, 
Twenty-fifth  Ward  ;  and  a  hand-engine  and  five  hundred 
feet  of  hose  to  be  stationed  at  Roxborough,  in  the  Twenty- 
first  Ward,  one  hoseman,  with  the  same  pay  as  hosemea 
are  allowed  by  this  Ordinance,  to  consist  of  the  same  num- 
ber of  officers  and  men,  and  with  the  same  apparatus  and 
property  for  effectual  service,  except  the  hand-engine,  as 
the  companies  now  composing  the  Fire  Department.  The 
said  additional  companies  shall  be  organized  in  like  manner 
as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
and  to  be  located  by  the  Fire  Commissioners  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department. 

Sect.  2,  That  the  foreman  of  each  engine  and  hook  and 
ladder  company  shall  be  permanently  employed,  and  also 
such  number  of  hosernen,  not  exceeding  four  to  each  com- 
pany, and  ladder  men,  not  exceeding  five  to  each  company, 
as  the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  deem  necessary  for  the 
effectual  working  of  the  Department.  But  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  any  increase  in 
the  number  of  members  of  any  company  as  heretofore 
established  by  Ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  The  members  of  the  Fire  Department  hereby 
authorized  to  be  permanently  employed,  shall  at  all  times 
be  in  and  about  the  engine  or  truck  house  except  whtja 
absent  on  duty  or  from  other  unavoidable  cause,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duty  as  may  be  assigned  them  by  the 
Fire  Commissioners. 
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Sect.  4.  The  salaries  of  the  foremen,  hosemen  and  ladder- 
men  permanently  employed  shall  be  as  follows  :  Foremen, 
each  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum;  hosemen 
and  laddermen,  each  per  annum,  six  hundred  dollars.  The 
salary  of  the  hosemen  and  laddermen  not  permanently 
employed  shall  remain  as  heretofore  established  by  Ordi- 
nance. 

Sect.  5.  In  the  purchase  of  additional  engines,  hook  and 
ladder  trucks,  hose-carts,  and  hose  for  the  use  of  the  Depart- 
ment, the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  advertise  daily  for  one 
week  in  the  two  newspapers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
having  the  largest  circulation,  for  proposals  for  the  sale  or 
construction  of  such  apparatus.  The  proposals  shall  be 
opened  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  the  offer  for  the  sale  or  the  contract  for  construc- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  accepted  from  or  awarded 
to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  Commissioners  shall  employ  one  clerk 
at  the  storehouse  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  and  one  driver  of  supply  wagon  at  store  house,  at  a 
salary  of  six  hundred  per  annum. 

Sect.  7.  That  the  engines,  hose  carts,  hook  and  ladder 
trucks,  and  fuel  wagons  of  the  Fire  Department,  when 
driven  on  any  passenger  railway  in  attending  any  fire  or 
alarm  of  fire,  shall  have  the  right  of  way  thereon,  and  when 
proceeding  to  fires  on  streets  running  north  and  south  and 
approaching  streets  running  east  and  west,  shall  do  so  at  a 
slackened  rate  of  the  usual  speed,  and  all  persons  driving 
vehicles  excepting  passenger  cars  on  such  railway  shall 
turn  entirely  off  the  track.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
conductor  and  driver  of  any  passenger  railway  car,  upon 
the  approach  of  any  engine,  hose  cart,  hook  and  ladder 
truck,  or  fuel  wagon  when  proceeding  to  a  fire  to  immedi- 
ately stop  said  railway  car  until  such  apparatus  of  the  Fire 
Department  shall  pass.  Any  person  or  persons  violating 
the  provisions  hereof  shall  suffer  and  pay  a  penalty  of  tea 
dollars  for  the  use  of  the  City,  to  be  recovered  as  like 
penalties  are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

Sect.  8.  Sections  2,  3  and  4,  of  this  supplemental  Ordi- 
nance shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  Twenty-third  Ward. 

Sect.  9.  This  Ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  on  and  after 
January  first,  A.  D.  1872. 
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Rules  for  the  Government  of  the  Philadelphia  Fire 
Department. 

Chief  Engineer. 

Section  1.  The  Chief  Engineer  must  be  fully  equipped 
at  the  time  of  fire,  and  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  De- 
partment and  fire  ground,  and  direct  personally,  or  through 
the  assistants,  the  disposition  of  the  respective  fire  apparatus. 
He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  the  office  of  the  Department 
daily  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  and  12  o'clock  A, 
M.,  and  1  o'clock  and  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  except  in  case  of  fire 
or  sickness.  He  shall  issue  to  the  Department  forthwith  all 
orders  emanating  from  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

Sect.  2.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  approve  all  pay  rolls  and 
requisitions;  to  visit  each  engine  and  truck  station  once  in 
two  weeks,  and  see  that  the  apparatus  is  in  proper  conditipn, 
and  the  men  in  their  positions  ready  for  service. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  suspend  from  duty  any  member  of  the 
Department  charged  with  any  dereliction,  and  shall  report 
his  action,  with  a  copy  of  the  charges,  within  twenty-four 
hours,  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

Assistant  Engineers. 

Section  1.  The  assistant  engineers  must  be  fully  equip- 
ped, and  shall  take  command,  in  their  respective  districts, 
of  the  apparatus  in  time  of  fire,  until  the  arrival  of  the 
Chief  Engineer. 

Sect,  2.  They  shall  visit  the  several  engine  and  truck 
stations,  in  their  respective  districts,  at  least  once  in  each 
day,  and  see  that  the  men  are  ready  for  duty,  and  that  the 
apparatus  is  in  good  and  serviceable  condition,  except  the 
companies  located  in  the  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second  and 
Twenty-third  Wards,  said  companies  to  be  visited  once  in 
each  week.  They  shall  report  the  violation  of  any  rule  of 
government  and  the  condition  of  their  respective  companies 
daily  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  3.  They  shall  also  examine,  and  if  favorable,  ap- 
prove  all   the    requisitions  for    their    respective    districts. 
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They  shall  submit  to  the  Chief  Engineer  each  day  the 
various  requisitions  and  daily  roll-calls  of  the  companies 
under  their  charge,  except  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

Sect,  4.  They  shall  remain  at  the  stations  to  which  they 
have  been  assigned  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  at 
all  times,  except  when  absent  on  duty. 

Sect.  5.  They  shall  make  a  report  in  detail,  including 
the  roll-calls  of  the  day  previous,  from  all  companies  under 
their  charge,  the  same  to  be  prepared  previous  to  attending 
headquarters. 

Sect.  6.  Their  report  shall  be  made  at  2  o'clock  P.  M. 
of  each  day  (Sundays  excepted)  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Foremen. 

Section  1.  The  foremen  shall  attend  at  the  stations  of 
their  respective  companies  at  all  times  (except  of  fire  or 
unavoidable  absence),  and  see  that  the  apparatus,  hose, 
horses,  and  all  connected  with  the  company  are  at  all  times 
in  good  condition  for  service,  and  that  their  stations  are 
kept  in  a  clean  and  healthy  condition. 

Sect.  2.  They  shall  have  full  charge  under  the  direction 
of  their  engineers,  each  of  his  respective  company,  going 
to,  while  at,  and  returning  from  fires,  and  shall  be  strictly 
accountable  for  the  acts  of  the  men  under  them.  The 
neglect  to  report  any  violation  of  rules  or  order  to  their 
superior  officers  shall  render  them  liable  to  suspension. 

Sect,  3,  They  shall  keep  a  correct  list  of  all  members, 
and  have  roll-call  at  6  o'clock  A,  M.  and  7.30  o'clock  P. 
M.,  daily,  and  a  roll-call  after  every  fire  or  alarm,  and  note 
the  absentees.  They,  shall  also  enter  in  a  book,  provided 
for  that  purpose,  the  name,  age,  residence,  occupation,  and  - 
the  time  of  admission  or  discharge,  of  each  member;  note 
all  absence  or  refusal  to  perform  duty,  and  report  daily  to 
the  assistant  engineer  of  their  district,  and  shall  make 
monthly  statements  in  writing  of  the  condition  of  their  sta- 
tions, apparatus,  horses,  etc,  with  an  itemized  estimate  of 
the  supplies  required  by  their  respective  companies  for  the 
ensuing  month. 

Sect.  4.  They  shall  number  the  hosemen  from  1  to  8,  and 
shall  exercise  the  men  twice  in  each  week,  so  that  they  may 
become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  their  duties. 
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Enginemen. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  enginemen  to  be  at 
all  times  in  attendance  at  their  respective  engine  stations,  to 
take  charge  of  and  clean  the  en;:ine,  and  all  things  belong- 
ing thereto,  accompany  the  engine  to  all  fires  or  alarms, 
and  have  full  charge  of  running  the  engine,  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  foreman  and  superior  officers,  and  to  make  such 
repairs  to  the  apparatus  as  the  facilities  of  the  Department 
will  admit  of. 

Drivers. 

Section  1.  The  drivers  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  at 
their  respective  engine  and  truck  stations.  They  shall  have 
charge  of  the  stable,  horses,  harness,  etc.,  have  them  well 
cleaned  each  morning,  take  charge  of  the  horses  of  the  com- 
pany during  the  time  of  fires,  and  after  each  fire  or  alarm 
shall  have  the  horses  well  cleaned,  thoroughly  examined 
and  rubbed  down.  They  shall  exercise  their  horses  daily, 
and  shall  not  take  them  at  any  time  (without  a  special  order) 
more  than  two  squares  from  their  respective  stations. 

Firemen. 

Section  1.  The  duty  of  each  fireman  shall  be  to  drive 
the  cart  connected  with  the  steam  engine,  and,  on  arrival  at 
a  fire,  to  attach  the  hose  to  the  engine,  and  lead  it  to  the 
fire,  place  his  horse  in  charge  of  the  engine  driver,  and  attend 
to  the  fire  of  the  engine  under  the  charge  of  the  engine- 
man  ;  and  when  the  fire  is  extinguished,  he  shall  again  take 
charge  of  his  horse  and  cart,  and  assist  the  hoseman  in 
taking  up  the  hose.  He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  all  times, 
and  keep  a  full  supply  of  fuel  on  hand  for  the  engine;  he 
shall  have  charge  of  the  cart,  and  have  it  kept  clean 
and  ready  for  service  at  all  times,  and  also  of  the  horse 
belonorinw  to  and  used  therein,  and  assist  the  driver  in  the 
duties  of  the  stable. 

Tillermen. 

Section.  1.  The  tillermen  shall  be  in  constant  attendance 
at  tlifiir  respective  truck  stations,  accompanying  their  trucks 
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to  all  fires  or  alarms,  and  assist  the  laddermen  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  on  the  fire  ground.  They  shall 
take  charge  of  and  keep  in  neat  and  clean  order  their  re- 
spective trucks,  ladders  and  all  connected  therewith  not 
otherwise  provided  for. 

Permanent  Men. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  permanent  hose 
and  laddermen  to  be  at  all  times  in  attendance  at  their  re- 
spective stations,  and  accompany  the  apparatus  to  all  fires 
and  alarms.  They  shall  keep  their  respective  stations  in  a 
clean  and  healthy  condition,  attend  to  cleaning  and  hanging 
up  the  hose,  and  have  it  replaced  on  the  cart  at  the  proper 
time,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by 
the  foreman. 

Hosemen. 

Section  1.  The  hosemen  shall,  upon  each  alarm  of  fire, 
repair  to  the  fire  ground,  report  to  their  several  foremen, 
and  perform  all  orders  issued  by  him.  They  shall  assist  in 
hanging  up  the  hose,  and  be  in  attendance  at  the  proper 
time  to  put  it  on  the  cart.  They  shall  be  in  attendance  at 
their  respective  stations  each  and  every  night,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  by  required  by  the  foreman. 

Truchmen. 

Section  1.  The  truckmen  shall  upon  each  alarm  of 
fire  repair  to  the  fire  ground,  report  to  their  several  fore- 
men, and  perform  all  orders  issued  by  him.  They  shall  be 
in  attendance  at  their  respective  stations  each  and  every 
night,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by 
the  forenian. 

Storehouse   Clerk. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  storehouse  clerk  to 
receive,  take  charge  of,  and  distribute  upon  requisition,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies  and  Repairs, 
all  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Department. 

Sect.  2.  He  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  in  detail  with 
each  company  and  the  headquarters  of  the  Department,  and 
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perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Commissioners. 


Driver  of  the  Supply  Wagon, 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  driver  of  the  sup- 
ply wagon  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  storehouse  from  7 
o'clock  A.  M.  to  6  o'clock  P.  M.  except  when  absent  on 
duty.  He  shall  attend  to,  take  charge  of,  and  keep  in  per- 
fect order  the  horse,  wagon,  and  ap[)urten'ances  belonging  to 
the  storehouse,  and  such  extra  or  spare  horses  as  may  be 
stationed  there.  He  shall  assist  the  storehouse  clerk  in 
receiving,  arranging,  and  distributing  all  articles  belonging 
to  the  Department,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

Miscellaneous. 

Section  1.  Every  one  except  permanent  employees  con- 
nected with  the  Fire  Department  are  expected  to  have  some 
business  to  attend  to,  and  the  want,  neglect  or  refusal  to 
obtain  other  employment  within  sixty  days  shall  be  consid- 
ered good  and  sufficient  grounds  for  suspension  or  dismissal. 

Sect.  2.  Pay  rolls  will  be  made  and  duplicated  from  the 
returns  of  the  several  foremen  by  the  assistant  engineers  of 
each  district,  and  forwarded  to  the  Chief  monthly,  who,  if 
he  approves,  shall  sign  and  forward  them  to  the  Board  of 
Commissioners ;  said  Commissioners  shall  approve  them  if 
correct,  either  by  their  President  or  a  committee,  as  may  be 
directed,  and  forvvard  one  with  the  warrants  to  the  office  of 
the  City  Controller,  the  other  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Board, 

Sect.  3.  Every  member  of  the  Department  shall  be  re- 
quired to  keep  his  uniform  and  equipments  in  a  neat  and 
cleanly  condition,  and  wear  the  same  at  all  times. 

Sect.  4.  No  member  of  the  Department  while  wearing 
the  uniform  or  equipments  of  the  same  will  be  allowed  to 
enter  any  drinking  saloon  or  tavern  under  a  penalty  of  sus- 
pension from  the  Department,  with  loss  of  pay,  for  such 
time  as  the  Board  of  Commissioners  may  direct. 

Sect.  5.  The  foremen  of  the  difl;erent  companies  shall  so

arrange  the  hours  for  meals  that  four  men  shall  be  on  duty 
at  all  times. 

Sect.  6.  The  permanent  members  attached  to  the  several 
companies  composing  the  Department  shall  make  arrange- 
ments to  spend  alternately  each  eighth  day  with  their 
families. 

Sect,  7.  Any  driver  of  the  Department  going  at  a  greater 
speed  than  a  i!?-o/!  between  the  hours  of  6  o'clock  A.  M.  and 
11  o'clock  P.  M.,  shall  be  suspended  from  duty. 

Sect.  8.  The  hose  cart  on  all  occasions  in  going  to  fires 
or  alarms  of  fire,  must  invariably  precede  the  engine. 


The  foregoing  rules  are  to  be  so  construed  that  the 
men  not  permanently  employed  are  required  to  attend  fires 
at  all  times.

RESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  State  Legislature. 

Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Gom.mon  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia^  That  the  State  Legislature  be  requested  to 
enact  a  law  regulating  the  minimum  width  of  streets  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  as  per  accompanying  bill. 
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AN   ACT 

Regulating  the  minimum  width  of  streets  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Jiejjresentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same.  That  all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  now- 
open  and  in  use,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, having  a  width  of  ten  feet  and  over,  and  having  a  free 
and  open  communication  with  a  street  at  each  end  of  equal 
width,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  public  thorough- 
fares ;  but  no  building  of  any  kind  shall  hereafter  be 
erected  thereon  without  receding  so  that  the  building  line 
thereof  shall  be  at  least  ten  feet  from  the  middle  of  said 
street,  or  if  the  street  be  wholly  unimproved  by  brick  or 
stone  buildings,  then  the  distance  from  the  middle  of  the 
street  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  feet. 

Sect.  2.  That  no  street  which  shall  be  laid  out  after  the 
date  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  a  public  thoroughfare  un- 
less the  same  shall  have  been  confirmed  as  to  location, 
width  and  gradients,  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors  under  act 
approved  May  6th,  1871,  nor  shall  any  such  street  have  a 
width  less  than  thirty  feet,  nor  shall  any  public  improve- 
ments be  made  therein  or  thereon,  nor  be  deemed  a  public 
highway  until  the  owners  of  the  soil  covered  thereby  shall 
have  dedicated  it  to  public  use,  or  it  has  been  created  a 
public  thoroughfare  by  due  process  of  law. 

Sect.  3.  That  whenever  it  is  proposed  to  lay  out  a  street 
upon  any  of  the  confirmed  sectional  plans  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  soil  covered  thereby  has  been  dedi- 
cated  to  public  use,  the  Board  of  Surveyors  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  confirm  the  same,  without  other  advertisement 
than  by  posters  placed  throughout  the  neighborhood  of 
said  street,  thirty  days  previous  to  their  action  thereon. 

Sect.  4.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  directions  I  have  exam- 
ined into  the  expediency  of  adopting  the  bill  "regulating 
the  minimum  width  of  streets  "  as  presented  to  Councils, 
and  would  now  report  that  this  department  is  at  times  in 
great  difficulty,  occasioned  by  a  conflict  between  an  act  of 
Assembly  regulating  the  widths  of  streets  and  an  Ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  wherein  the  Act  of  April  2l8t,  1855  (P. 
L.  264),  directs  that  the  minimum  widths  shall  be  twenty- 
five  and  twenty  feet  under  certain  conditions ;  while  sec- 
tion seventh  of  Ordinance  approved  May  3d,  1855,  directs 
that  no  street  shall  be  a  public  highway  having  a  less 
width  than  thirty  feet. 

It  is  most  desirable  that  these  laws  be  made  to  har- 
monize, and  a  determination  of  the  width  as  a  minimum  will 
regulate  the  mode  of  procedure,  i.  e.  if  Councils  deem 
twenty-five  feet  as  sufficient,  then  a  mere  repeal  of  section 
seventh  of  Ordinance  of  May  3d,  1855,  will  answer  every 
purpose,  but  if  they  believe  thirty  feet  to  be  the  proper 
width,  then  a  supplemental  act  of  Assembly  will  be  re- 
quired. And  in  reference  to  this  I  beg  leave  respectfully 
to  suggest  that  the  act  of  Assembly  as  now  in  force  be  con- 
tinued as  bearing  upon  streets  now  laid  out  and  improved 
with  hrick  or  sLone  buildings^  but  that  all  streets  noio  laid 
out  and  unimproved  by  hrick  or  stone  buildings^  and  all 
streets  that  may  hereafter  be  laid  out  as  public  tlwrough- 
fares,  shall  have  a  width  of  thirty  feet. 

This  arrangement  affects  no  hrick  or  stone  buildings,  and 
continues  the  existing  law  which  says,  that  no  public 
thoroughfare  having  a  width  of  less  than  twenty  feet,  and 
having  brick  or  stone  improvements  thereon,  shall  be  built 
upon,  unless  the  building  shall  recede  one-half  the  distance 
necessary  to  make  the  width  twenty  feet. 

I  therefore  beg  leave  to  submit  a  draft  of  bill  that  would 
cover  this  ground  wherein  the  first  section  makes  all 
streets,  lanes,  &c.,  having  a  width  not  less  than  ten  feet, 
public  thoroughfares  bat  prevents  the  erection  of  build- 
ings thereon  (if  improved  with  brick  or  stone  buildings). 
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without  receding  to  make  a  twenty  feet  street,  or  if  unim- 
proved so  as  to  make  a  thirty  feet  street.  Section  second 
regulates  the  width  of  streets  that  may  be  laid  out  after  the 
passage  of  the  act  at  thirty  feet,  and  further  defines  what  a 
'public  street  is,  and  how  it  may  be  so  designated.  Section 
third  gives  authority  to  the  Board  of  Surveyors  to  confirm 
isolated  streets  laid  out  upon  established  plans,  without  re- 
course to  the  costly  advertisement  now  directed,  and  which 
I  believe  to  be  unnecessary. 

This  bill  is  respectfully  presented  for  your  consideration, 
and  if  approved,  the  action  of  the  Legislature.

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page  169  Appendix,  have  personally  examined  that  part 
of  the  City  where  it  has  been  proposed  to  have  this  sewer 
constructed,  and  report,  the  object  of  building  this  sewer 
is  to  prepare  that  section  of  the  City  for  the  extensive 
building  operations  now  ready  to  commence,  but  delayed 
on  account  of  there  being  no  provision  made  for  the  waters 
of  the  upper  Cohocksink  creek,  which  now  flows  in  an  open 
channel  and  in  a  deep  valley  running  nearly  parallel  with 
and  between  Dauphin  street  and  Susquehanna  avenue. 

Susquehanna  avenue  lies  upon  the  lower  edge  of  this 
valley,  and  Seventeenih,  Eighteenth  and  Nineteenth  streets 
cannot  extend  beyond  so  long  as  the  open  channel  in  the 
valley  exists,  as  all  material  that  may  be  placed  in  embank- 
ment there  for  the  streets  is  liable  to  be  carried  off  by  the 
first  Ireshet,  to  the  great  loss  of  those  who  place  it  there, 
and  the  injury  of  the  sewer  below  which  it  chokes,  and 
thus  calls  for  large  expenditures  for  cleansing. 

Several  gentlemen  interested  in  property  on  both  sides  of 
this  valley  were  before  your  Committee,  and  assured  us  that 
they  waited  anxiously  the  action  of  Councils  to  make  their 
arrangements  for  erecting  a  large  number  of  buildings,  and 
stated  that  if  the  sewer  be  constructed,  there  would  in  a  few 
years  be  at  least  $1,000,000  of  taxable  property  created. 

Your  Committee  believes  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  City 
to  prepare  their  area,  so  as  to  encourage  the  increase  of  the 
City,  and  thus  its  revenue,  and  as  a  plain  business  transac- 
tion, are  convinced  that  the  investment  of  §55,000  in  con- 
structing this  sewer,  will  secure  a  revenue  in  a  very  short 
time,  that  will  at  least  equal  annually  the  capital  invested. 

We  therefore  submit  a  bill  authorizing  the  construction 
of  this  sewer  asked  for,  hoping  that  it  may  meet  with  your 
approval.

Dear  Sir: — In  the  fulfilment  of  the  clause  in  my  con- 
tract with  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  the  effect  that  it  shall 
be  my  duty  to  make,  at  my  own  expense,  all  the  working 
drawings  and  plans  required  for  the  completion  of  the  House 
of  Correction  buildins;,  I  herewith  have  the  honor  to  hand 
to  your  committee  the  aforesaid  drawings.  In  examining 
the  small  photographs  of  drawings,  which  was  all  that  was 
furnished  me,  attached  to  the  contract  and  specifications,  I 
found  that  certain  requisites  essential  to  the  purposes  of  a 
House  of  Correction  had  been  strangely  omitted  ;  believing 
it  to  be  my  duty  to  supply  these  omissions,  if  possible, 
without  increasing  the  contract  price  or  without  dimin- 
ishing the  capacity  of  the  building,  I  was  forced  to  make 
abatements  in  certain  unessential  features,  namely,  by  dis- 
pensing with  ten  feet  of  exterior  and  cell  walls  of  the  third 
story  of  the  six  right  angle  wings,  the  number  of  cells  thus 
lost  I  restore  by  utilizing  the  so  called  basement. 

I  herewith  append  a  list  of  all  the  omissions  that  I  have 
supplied,  premising  that  had  the  original  plans  been  carried 
out,  all  of  the  following  items  would  have  become  extras 
over  and  above  the  contract  price,  of  necessity. 
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Gas  pipes  throughout  the  entire  building,  no  means  for 
lighting  the  building  being  provided. 

Four  thousand  four  hundred  and  six  (4,406)  feet  of  air 
duct  six  (6)  feet  deep,  averaging  nine  (9)  feet  wide,  arched 
with    brick,   having    brick    separations  for  each    radiator.

Although  according  to  very  careful  estimates,  the  cost  of 
the  building  on  the  plan  now  handed  in  somewhat  exceeds 
the  contract  price,  I  nevertheless  believe  that  it  can  be  built 
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within  that  price,  and  with  that  view  have  submitted  them 
to  Mr.  Dobbins.  In  conclusion,  let  me  add  that  it  is  my 
firm  belief  that  in  accordance  with  the  following  clause  of 
the  contract  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  R.  J. 
Dobbins,  I  am  fully  authorized  in  thus  adjusting  the  plans 
and  submitting  them  to  your  committee  for  their  final  ap- 
proval. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  said 
parties  hereto,  that  in  case  any  additions,  alterations,  abate- 
ments or  extra  work  to  and  from  the  said  designs,  plans 
and  specifications  shall  be  thought  necessary  or  expedient 
to  be  made  or  done,  during  the  course  of  the  erection  and 
construction  of  the  said  building,  the  architect  shall  furnish 
an  estimate  in  writing  of  the  cost  and  value  thereof,  and 
such  estimate  whether  it  be  an  abatement  or  an  increase  of 
the  contract  price,  shall  be  binding  upon  both  the  parties 
to  this  agreement,  any  such  additions,  alterations,  abate- 
ments or  extra  work,  shall  not  in  any  way  affect  or  vitiate 
the  present  contract  or  agreement.  Provided^  however,  That 
the  said  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  their  Committee  on  House 
of  Correction,  reserve  the  right  to  reject  any  offer  for  such 
work  of  additions,  alterations,  abatements  or  extra  work, 
from  the  said  Richard  J.  Dobbins,  his  executors,  adminis- 
trators and  assigns,  and  have  the  same  performed  at  their 
option.  In  any  case  the  amount  and  description  of  such 
changes  agreed  upon  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed 
by  all  the  parties  hereto,  as  an  agreement,  whether  it  be  an 
abatement  hereto  or  an  increase  upon  the  contract,  and  the 
same  shall  be  appended  hereto.

Dear  Sir  : — With  respect  to  the  alterations  proposed  to 
be  made  by  the  Architect,  Mr.  Furness,  iu  the  pLins  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  I  beg  leave,  in  accordance  with  the 
request  made  by  you  to  submit  my  views  as  to  the  proper 
course  to  be  adopted  by  your  Committee. 

The  contract  with  Mr.  Dobbins  is  to  erect  the  building 
according  to  the  plans,  drawings  and  specifications  made 
by  Mr.  Windrim.  The  fourth  article  of  their  contract  pro- 
vides that  "  in  case  any  additions,  alterations,  abatements 
or  extra  work  to  and  from  the  said  designs,  pLans  and 
specifications  shall  be  thought  necessary  or  expedient  to  be 
made  or  done  during  the  course  of  the  erection  and  con- 
struction of  the  said  building,  the  architect  shall  furnish  an 
estimate  in  writing  of  the  cost  and  value  thereof,  and  such 
estimate  whether  it  be  an  abatement  or  increase  of  the  con- 
tract price,  shall  be  binding  upon  both  the  parties  to  this 
agreement;  any  such  additions,  alterations,  abatements  or 
extra  work  shall  not  in  any  way  affect  or  vitiate  the  present 
contract  or  agreement." 

This  is  the  only  clause  of  the  contract  on  this  subject, 
and  it  is  to  be  observed  that  it  does  not  say  by  whom  the 
necessity  or  expediency  of  the  alterations,  additions,  abate- 
ments or  extra  work  shall  be  determined.  No  power  is 
given  to  the  Comniittee  or  Architect  to  decide  this  prelimi- 
nary question,  and  the  plain  inference  is  that  it  must  be 
decided  by  the  party  for  whom  the  work  is  being  done. 

Tlie  Committee  cannot  decide  the  question,  because  they 
are  restrained  by  law  from  performing  executive  duty. 
Their  province  is  the  carr_ying  into  practical  effect  of  the 
decisions  of  the  City,  and  so  far  as  these  have  been  declared 
they  embrace  only  the  plans  and  designs  made  by  Mr. 
Windrim,  for  these  were  adopted  by  the  City  as  the  ones 
according  to  which  the  building  is  to  be  erected. 

My  opinion,  therefore,  is,  that  alterations  from  the  original 
plans  and  designs  adopted  by  the  City  must  be  acted  upon 
by  the  Councils  before  they  can  be  carried  into  efiect. 
Especially  is  this  the  case  with  those  now  proposed,  as  they 
are  admitted  by  the  Architect  to  be  substantial  alterations. 
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The  Committee  should,  therefore,  consider  carefully  the 
changes  proposed  to  be  made  and  assist  Councils  by  their 
advice  in  the  matter.  If  the  City  shall  determine  it  to  be 
necessary  or  expedient  to  make  the  alterations,  then  the 
estimate  of  their  cost  and  value  made  by  the  Architect  will 
be  binding  upon  both  the  City  and  builder.  I  understand 
that  the  builder  consented  to  these  alterations,  but  his  con- 
sent shall  be  evidenced  by  a  supplement  to  his  contract, 
which  will  be  prepared  as  soon  as  the  matter  reaches  that 
point.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Honncils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

Gentlemen': — Your  Joint  Special  Committee,  appointed 
November  11th,  1869,  on  the  Revision  of  the  United  States 
Census  in  this  City,  respectfully  report :  That  in  the  report 
made  by  your  Committee  on  the  17th  day  of  November,  1870 
(Appendix  to  the  Journal  of  Common  Council,  page  199), 
regarding  the  population  of  our  City,  reference  was  made 
as  to  the  necessity  of  reviewing  the  statistics  of  our  manu- 
facturers, and  on  the  28th  December,  1871,  a  further  report 
of  our  labors  was  submitted  (Appendix  to  the  Journal  of 
Common  Council,  page  459).  We  now  have  the  gratifica- 
tion of  presenting  a  very  full  tabular  statement  of  the 
results  of  the  important  department  of  that  census,  relating 
to  manufactures,  and  have  obtained  the  assent  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Census  to  its  publication  at  this  time. 
As  the  chief  object  and  most  practical  conclusion  of  our 
labors  are  thus  obtained,  we  congratulate  the  people  of 
Philadelphia,  not  oidy  on  the  liberality  of  the  action  of  the 
authorities  at  Washington,  which,  with  the  generous  aid 
afforded  by  Councils,  has  enabled  us  to  reach  this  end,  but 
still  more  on  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  results 
themselves. 

Before  proceeding  to  explain  these  statements,  it  is. due 
to  the  Committee,  and  to  the  City  authorities,  to  state  some 
of  the  circumstances  attending  this  revision.  In  endeavor- 
ing to  secure  a  thorough  and  complete  correction  of  the 
census  of  manufactures,  or  of  industrial  establishments,  as 
are  they  described  in  the  forms,  the  Committee  found  a 
much  greater  task  in  hand  than  was  at  first  expected ;  and 
indeed,  a  work  that  seemed  almost  to  increase  in  magnitude 
as  it  proceeded.  The  reason  for  this  was,  that  instead  of 
being  simply  required  to  obtain  returns  from  a  moderately 
large  number  of  establishments,  it  was  found  requisite  to 
re-examine  all,  or  nearly  all,  and  to  verify  and  correct 
thousands  of  returns  not  counted  in  the  additions  now 
made  to  the  results  of  the  first  canvass.  The  number  of 
establishments  originally  wholly  omitted,  for  which  the 
complete   returns    were   obtained  and  incorporated  in  the

official  census  up  to  December  4th  last,  was  two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  ninty-nine,  the  production  of  which  aver- 
aged nearly  fifty  thousand  dollars  each. 

To  permit  such  an  official  statement  of  the  manufacturing 
industry  of  this  City  to  go  forth,  and  to  stand  for  ten  years 
as  the  representative  of  its  business,  would  be  a  Very  seri- 
ous injury  to  its  credit  and  its  business.  At  the  outset  of 
the  labors  of  this  Committee,  the  expectation  was  that  per- 
haps only  thirty  or  forty  millions  of  dollars  would  measure 
the  extent  of  the  deficiency,  but  the  result,  as  we  proceed 
to  show,  has  been  far  different. 

The  peculiar  interest  the  City  has,  at  this  time,  in 
securing  the  incorporation  of  a  faithful  account  of  its  manu- 
facturing industry  in  the  national  census,  has  induced  us 
to  ask  unusual  powers,  and  to  make  unusual  efforts  in  aid 
of  the  work  assigned  to  us.  From  the  earliest  moment  at 
which  any  action  could  be  of  service,  this  Committee  has 
been  organized,  and  while  occupied  for  a  considerable  time 
with  the  correction  of  the  population  returns,  it  was  found 
impossible  to  do  more  in  that  direction  than  to  secure  a 
recount,  which  was  still  not  satisfactory,  in  consequence  of 
the  inherent  defects  of  the  United  States  census  laws  them- 
selves. The  result  of  that  effort  was,  however,  to  add 
liberally  to  the  fi.rst  report  of  population,  a  partial  cor- 
rection, but  not  by  any  means  a  complete  one,  as  we  believe 
that  our  population -would,  if  correctly  enumerated,  amount 
to  nearly  eight  hundred  thousand  souls. 

The  industrial  census,  however,  offered  a  better  oppor- 
tunity for  useful  service  in  the  revision  which  the  present 
imperfect  census  laws  rendered  necessary,  and  General  F, 
A.  Walker,  Superintendent  of  the  Census,  werj  liberally 
and  fairly  solicited  the  fullest  aid  that  could  be  afforded  in 
making  these  returns  complete.  General  Gregory,  late 
United  States  Marshal,  also  very  readily  aided  the  revision, 
and  Mr.  Lorin  Blodget,  of  this  city,  was  commissioned  by 
the  Department  of  the  Interior  with  lull  authority  to  obtain 
returns  under  the  census  laws,  and  to  make  a  complete 
revision  of  the  schedules  already  forwarded,  as  well  as  to 
prepare  supplemental  returns,  embracing  everything  not 
included  in  the  first  canvass. 

Finally,  the  complete  returns  show  an  addition  of  more 
than  twenty-three  hundred    manufacturing  establishments, 
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liaving  an  average  production  for  the  census  year  of  about 
fifty  thousand  dollars  each  ;  making  a  total  of  more  than 
one  hundred  millions  of  dollars.  This  vast  sum  has  been 
restored  to  our  account  of  manufactures  to  a  great  extent 
through  the  agency  of  this  Committee,  and  the  official  cen- 
sus statistics  which  are  to  represent  us  for  the  next  decade, 
are  made  as  full  and  faithful  as  is  possible  in  such  a  case. 

The  Committee  feel  assured  that  no  citizen  will  regret 
the  time  or  the  small  expense  devoted  to  repairing  what 
would  have  been  so  great  a  misfortune  as  the  omission  of 
these  results  from  the  census.  The  result  of  incorporating 
them  must  also  be  peculiarly  gratifying  to  those  who  hope 
for  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the  City.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  now  of  the  position  we  hold  above  all  other  cities 
of  the  United  States,  and  probably  of  the  world,  in  manu- 
facturing ascendency.  The  total  number  of  manufacturing 
establishments  was,  for  the  United  States  census  year  ending 
June  30tb,  1870,  about  eight  thousand  five  hundred,  and  the 
value  of  their  products  for  that  year  was  about  three  hun- 
dred and  thirty-five  millions  of  dollars.  This  is  nearly  two 
and  a  half  times  the  production  of  1860,  during  which  year 
the  eighth  United  States  census  was  taken  ;  and  after  every 
deduction  can  be  made  for  supposed  or  real  difference  of 
prices,  the  actual  product  of  our  industry  was  more  than 
twice  as  great  in  1870  as  in  1860. 

The  generous  action  of  Gen.  F.  A.  Walker,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Census,  in  permitting  and  aiding  the  present 
early  publication  of  these  results,  deserves  our  heartiest  ac- 
knowledgment. It  is  proper  to  say,  however,  that  the 
figures  given  are  the  result  of  Mr.  Blodget's  computations, 
not  reviewed  by  the  census  office,  but  believed  by  both 
the  superintendent  and  Mr.  Blodget  to  be  practically  iden- 
tical, the  computations  of  the  census  office  not  being  suffi- 
ciently advanced  to  make  exact  comparisons,  but  precisely 
the  same  returns  in  duplicate  being  used  for  each. 

Tliese  results  are  so  striking  and  important,  that  it  ap- 
pears proper  to  illustrate  them  by  some  comparisons.  The 
aggregate  sum  they  represent  is  so  large  as  justly  to  attract 
universal  attention  :  It  is  fifty  millions  of  dollars  more 
than  the  entire  import  trade  of  'New  York  City,  and  one 
hundred  millions  of  dollars  more  than  the  entire  export 
trade  of  Xew  York.     It  represents  a  sum  of  not  less  than 
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two  hundred  millions  of  dollars  annually  exchanged  with 
other  cities  and  States,  bringing  us  proceeds  and  profits  in 
any  form  that  may  be  desired.  As  most  of  these  manu- 
factures go  to  the  interior  of  the  country,  they  do  not  show 
largely  in  our  foreign  trade,  but  increasing  rapidly  as  they 
are,  we  shall  find  that  the  facilities  afforded  by  steamer 
lines  will  largely  increase  the  demand  for  our  products 
abroad.  It  is  a  notable  fact,  that  the  production  we  report 
is  now  ten  times  as  great  as  the  totals  of  our  direct  import 
and  export  trade  put  together. 

As  an  associated  result,  we  may  refer  to  the  City's  rapid 
growth  in  other  departments.  By  the  facilities  we  enjoy  in 
the  production  of  coal  and  iron,  and  their  cheap  transporta- 
tion to  any  part  of  the  vicinity,  we  command  an  enormous 
business  based  on  these  products.  One-half  of  the  entire 
production  of  anthracite  coal  really  belongs  to  us,  and  more 
than  half  of  all  existing  facilities  for  handling  it.  The 
establishment  of  new  manufactures  is  greatly  facilitated  in 
consequence,  and  the  extension  of  the  City  in  streets,  build- 
ings and  factories,  is  in  rapid  and  constant  progress. 
'  Already  the  paved  street  lines  exceed  five  hundred  miles 
in  collective  length,  and  there  is  an  annual  growth  of  six 
thousand  houses,  to  add  to  the  oae  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  existing  in  1870. 

For  transportation  to  and  from  the  interior,  the  Penn- 
sylvania, Reading,  and  other  railroads,  with  their  connec- 
tions, form  the  most  direct  and  powerful  machinery  existing 
in  any  country ;  a  business  never  interrupted  or  interfered 
with,  as  foreign  or  coastwise  trade  may  be,  and  therefore! 
always  at  the  command  of  manufacturers  or  distributing 
merchants.  The  values  of  goods  passing  over  these  roads 
can  only  be  estimated,  but  those  that  go  to  distant  markets 
for  consumption  cannot  be  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
millions  of  dollars  annually  in  each  direction. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  say  that  new  classes  of  goods  are 
being  constantly  produced  here,  many  of  which  are  strik- 
ingly shown  by  comparing  the  present  census  with  that  of 
1860.  And  what  is  even  more  important,  there  is  a  large 
and  general  advance  upon  the  production  of  the  census 
year  to  be  observed  in  the  business  of  1871,  an  advance 
estimated  aft^r  the  most  careful  observation,  at   not   less 

30 
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than  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  large  sum  here  given  as  the 
aggregate  values  of  the  present  census. 

In  submitting  this  as  our  final  report,  we  desire  to  ex- 
press our  acknowledgments  for  the  interest  taken  in  our 
work,  and  for  the  assistance  remlered  by  the  representatives 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Commercial  Exchange,  and  the 
Franklin  Institute,  and  also  to  return  the  thanks  of  this 
Committee  to  Mr.  Lorin  Blodget  of  this  City,  for  his  gen- 
erous and  effective  aid  rendered  to  us  in  obtaining  and 
compiling  the  statements  herewith  presented.

EXPLANATIONS. 

The  following  tabular  statements  of  returns  under  the 
Manufacturing  Schedules  of  the  Census,  are  prepared  as 
nearly  in  conformity  with  the  official  forms  as  possible ; 
and  are  made  as  full  in  regard  to  machinery  and  detail  of 
production  as  can  be  done  in  this  form  of  publication. 
For  particular  classes,  as  for  cotton  and  woollen  fabrics, 
iron  and  steel  manufactures,  and  a  few  others,  a  still  more 
extended  table  is  requisite,  and  on  the  pages  containing  the 
statistics  of  cotton  manufactures  this  enlarged  form  of  the 
table  has  been  attempted  to  some  extent. 

The  list  of  manufactures,  also,  or  the  number  of  different 
classes  distinguished  in  the  returns,  is  made  as  full  as  has 
been  done  in  any  previous  case  of  census  publications;  and 
it  is  much  more  extended  than  that  prepared  for  the  official 
census  of  1860.  And  in  order  to  facilitate  reference  to  all 
these  results,  several  of  the  leading  classes  are  entered  more 
than  once ;  first  under  the  most  definite  name  that  would 
apply  to  them,  and  next  under  one  or  more  terms  or  head- 
ings nearest  to  that  first  entered.  In  this  wffy  a  great  aid 
is  given  to  those  who  cannot  devote  time  to  critical  analysis 
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or  reclassification  of  the  results.  In  all  such  cases,  how- 
ever, the  second  or  subordinate  entry  is  printed  in  broad- 
faced  type,  and  this  ready  distinction  always  shows  that  the 
figures  are  also  entered  in  some  other  name,  or  are  included 
in  some  larger  aggregate  described  in  more  general  terms. 
These  second  or  duplicate  entries  are  in  no  case  counted  in 
making  up  the  general  summaries. 

In  obtaining  the  specific  returns  of  some  products,  as  of 
yarns  made,  or  cast  steel  made,  or  other  similar  articles  sold 
from  an  establishment  without  entering  into  any  other 
manufacture  conducted  in  the  same  establishment,  a  separa- 
tion is  made,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  census 
office,  in  order  to  distinguish  the  value  of  all  salable  or  sold 
productions.  But  where  the  whole  process  of  making  a 
completed  manufacture  is  conducted  in  one  establishment, 
no  account  is  taken  of  these  values  or  quantities,  and  no 
separation  is  made.  The  distinction  is,  that  all  sold  from 
the  place  of  original  manufacture,  is  separated  and  classified 
according  to  its  grade. 

In  a  few  instances,  it  should  be  observed,  the  column 
headed  ^' using  steam,^'  contains  the  number  of  steam  en- 
gines instead;  these  cases  being  large  establishments  using 
great  power. 

It  should  also  be  stated,  that  the  census  law  limits  the 
returns  to  establishments  producing  more  than  $500  in 
value  during  the  year,  which  is  that  ending  June  1st,  1870. 
There  should  be  a  large  aggregate  sum  added  for  manu- 
factures made  at  place  of  sale,  private  residences,  and  small 
establishments  making  less  than  $500  in  value. 

In  publishing  all  statistics  of  this  class,  there  is  the  con- 
tingency of  detective  original  returns,  and  of  errors  in  sum- 
mation and  classification,  which  those  acquainted  with  them 
will  readily  understand;  but  that  the  following  alphabetical 
tables  are  substantially  correct  as  representing  the  pro- 
ductive industry  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  that  year, 
there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt ;  at  least  no  efibrt  or  labor 
has  been  spared  to  make  them  so.

Of  request  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Whereas,  A  bill  has  been  introduced  in  the  Legislature  of 
the  State,  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  Lazaretto,  at 
a  cost  of  fitty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  for  by  the  State:

The  Select  and  Common  Couricils  of  the  City 
of  Philadel2yhia  do  ordairi,  That  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  be  required  immediately 
after  the  first  day  of  March,  1872,  to  give  notice  to  the 
holders  of  certificates  of  City  loans,  by  proper  advertise- 
ment in  the  daily  newspapers,  that  they  will  be  required  to 
present  said  certificates  to  the  said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent 
prior  to  the  time  the  interest  shall  be  paid  to  them,  and 
when  presented  as  aforesaid,  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  is 
directed  to  record  said  certificates  in  a  book  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose — but  said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  shall 
not  pay  interest  on  any  loan  until  such  record  be  made. 

Sect,  2.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  foreign  and  non-resident  domestic  loan  holders,  and 
that  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  shall  prepare  a  suitable 
form  to  be  subscribed  to  by  such  holders  before  a  notary, 
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giving  in  detnil  the  description  of  bonds;  said  form  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  prior  to  the 
payment  of  interest  on  July  1st,  1872,  and  said  loan  and 
transfer  agent  shall  not  pay  interest  upon  any  loan  until 
said  form  is  received. 

Sect.  3.  Immediately  after  the  closing  of  the  transfer 
books,  prior  to  the  payment  of  any  semi-annual  interest,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  to 
furnish  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  to  Councils,  a  report 
showing  the  aggregate  of  the  five  per  cent,  loans,  and  the 
aggregate  of  the  six  per  cent,  loans  of  the  City,  as  they 
stood  at  the  previous  interest  period,  and  the  aggregate  of 
the  said  loans  as  they  stand  at  the  date  of  the  report,  stat- 
ing what  increase,  if  any,  has  occurred  in  the  six  months 
then  ended.

nomenclature,  and  that  by  adopting  the  change  as  proposed 
all  trouble  of  that  character  will  be  removed.  What  we 
ask  to  be  named  Thirty-ninth  street,  is  located  in  the  proper 
position  for  that  street,  being  about  intermediate  between 
Thirty-eighth  and  Fortieth,  and  though  called  legally  Bou- 
dinot, is  generally  by  our  citizens  known  as  Thirty-ninth 
street,  and  is  for  its  length  closely  built  by  fine  residences. 

Thirty-ninth  street,  as  recorded  on  plan,  is  not  in  its 
proper  location,  is  unimproved  and  is  not  a  regular 
thoroughfare.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regula- 
tions, to  whom  was  referred  the  accompanying  bill  relative 
to  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,  find  that  the  purpose 
of  the  bill  is  to  legalize  the  course  that  has  been  found 
best  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  in  authorizing  the  con- 
struction of  sewers.  By  Ordinance,  May  12th,  1866,  the 
board  is  authorized  to  direct  the  building  of  any  sewer  ap- 
plied for,  having  a  diameter  of  three  feet  or  less,  but  by  their 
own  rules,  they  act  on  none  of  that  kind,  unless  the  appli- 
cation comes  through  Councils,  or  the  petition  is  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property  upon  the  line  of  sewer 
asked  for.  This  is  a  protection  to  both  city  and  citizens, 
and  therefore  they  ask  it  to  be  so  ordered.  Again  many 
applications  are  made  by  parties  to  build  sewers  at  their  own 
expense,  and  they  are  granted  with  the  understanding  that 
a  detail  report  of  it  be  sent  to  the  Department,  but  no  at- 
tention is  paid  to  this,  and  they  are  mostly  built  without 
the  Surveyor  being  informed  of  it,  so  that  no  record  is  ob- 
tained as  to  its  size  or  location,  or  of  its  being  built.  This 
it  is  proposed  to  correct,  by  having  all  sewers  let  by  public 
advertisement,  when  the  parties  interested  agrees  to  pay  all 
expenses,  it  then  comes  under  city  control. 
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The  importance  of  this  your  Committee  feel,  and  ask  the 
passage  of  tlie  bill  as  submitted.

B.  H.  Haines,  affirmed. — The  resolution  was  passed 
January,  18th,  1872  ;  offered  by  Mr.  Hanna  from  Commit- 
tee on  Law;  it  was  passed  on  the  same  day,  and  I  laid  it  on 
the  table  ;  after  the  bill  passed  Mr.  Paist  took  it,  and  I  saw 
him  prepare  a  message;  I  did  not  message  it;  it  was  laid 
on  the  desk  after  the  message  was  prepared  to  take  over  to 
Council  Chamber;  it  laid  on  the  table,  and  I  do  not  know  that 
it  entered  Common  Council ;  there  was  no  member  of  Select 
Council  requested  me  to  not  message  it ;  I  think  I  saw  it  on 
the  25th  of  January,  1872;  I  heard  no  party  make  a  re- 
quest to  either  myself  or  Mr.  Paist  not  to  message  it ;  it 
passed  on  the  18th  instant,  and  laid  on  the  table  to  be  mes- 
.suaged  on  the  25th,  as  Common  Council  had  adjourned;  I 
think  I  had  possession  of  the  bill  from  18th  to  25th  instant; 
Mr.  Paist  generally  messaged  over  the  bills;  the  clerks  of 
Councils  are  responsible  for  all  bills. 

Joseph  Paist,  affirmed. — I  remember  seeing  the  resolu- 
tion ;  I  prepared  the  message  to  Common  Council ;  I  re- 
member filling  the  message  up;  it  was  taken  in  on  that 
day  ;  I  am  not  positive  that  I  took  that  bill ;  I  cannot  say 
that  I  was  in  more  than  once  ;  between  the  18th  and  25th 
it  was  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Haines;  there  was  no  member  of 
Councils  requested  me  not  to  present  it ;  I  am  not  positive 
I  saw  it  on  the  25th  instant;  I  have  no  knowledge  what 
became  of  the  bill ;  my  impression  is  I  messaged  it,  but  I  do 
not  know;  I  cannot  say  the  bills  were  under  lock  and  key;

John  Eckstein,  sworn. — I  was  in  my  position  on  25th  of 
January,  lb72,  in  Common  Council;  I  never  saw  the  reso- 
lution; I  have  no  recollection  of  the  message  being  read; 
not  distinctly;  I  do  not  recollect  Mr.  Paist  coming  into  the 
chamber  to  announce  the  bill ;  this  bill  never  was  in  my  pos- 
session ;  just  before  going  into  the  chamber  General  Wag- 
ner came  in  the  Clerk's  office  and  asked  if  there  were  not 
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Select  Council  bills  missing;  that  was  February  1st,  1872 
I  told  bim  that  tbose  bills  tbat  were  missing,  wbicb  were 
tbe  two  treasury  bills,  had  been  found  ;  he  shook  his  head 
and  went  out;  these  two  bills  had  been  locked  up  by  Mr, 
Walker,  as  President  jno  tern.,  on  18th  instant ;  they  were 
taken  in  chnrge  of  by  Mr.  Walker  and  locked  up  in  the 
President's  desk,  and  were  produced;  I  thought  he  had 
reference  to  those  bills.  When  Mr.  Wagner  pressed  for 
consideration  of  bills  from  Select  Council ;  I  thought  there 
was  something  he  was  trying  to  discover;  I  heard  nothing 
of  this  resolution;  Mr.  Glenn  came  in  on  Friday,  the  19tli 
inst.,  ard  said  that  the  bills  were  not  missing;  that  they 
were  in  the  President's  desk;  they  were  brought  over;  the 
bills  were  brought  back  tied  up;  bills  from  Select  Council  I 
never  have  in  my  possession,  except  when  handed  to  me  to 
read.  The  Assistant  Clerk  keeps  the  record  and  he  brings 
them  into  the  chamber.  If  not  considered  they  are  handed 
to  the  Assistant  Clerk  and  he  keeps  them  ;  General  Wagner, 
stated  it  was  on  our  Journal  of  the  25th  of  January  which 
was  incorrect,  and  this  was  the  cause  of  the  unjust  attack 
upon  me  in  the  newspapers. 

Abraham  Stewart,  sworn. — I  have  no  knowledge  of  ever 
having  seen  the  bill ;  I  heard  the  Clerk  of  Select  Council  on 
the  25th,  but  do  not  know  whether  two  or  three  bills  were 
announced  ;  the  course  pursued  is  for  the  Clerk  of  the  other 
chamber  to  announce  the  bills  to  the  President,  and  they 
are  handed  then  to  him  ;  if  acted  on  that  day  they  are 
handed  to  the  Clerk  to  read,  and  are  so  disposed  of;  if  not 
disposed  of  at  the  end  of  the  session,  they  are  handed  to  me, 
and  I  place  them  on  the  Journal,  and  the  following  Thurs- 
day they  are  placed  on  the  Presiden't  desk  ;  on  this  day  only 
two  bills  were  handed  me  by  the  President ;  they  are  on 
the  Journal ;  this  resolution  was  not  among  those  bills;  if  it 
had  been  given  to  me  it  would  have  been  on  the  Journal  ; 
I  have  no  recollection  of  ever  seeing  the  Bankrupt  Eesolu- 
tion  or  hearinsj  it  read  in  the  chamber. 

Mr.  Paist,  re-examined. — It  was  in  ray  possession  on  the 
18th.  I  either  left  it  lying  on  the  table,  or  the  Clerk  of 
Select  Council  placed  it  in  his  bag.  I  may  have  handed 
the  bill  to  the  Clerk,  or  he  picked  it  up. 

Mr.  Uaines,  re-examined. — I  can't  say  whether  I  picked 
the  bill  up  or  no.     The  bills  that  are  prepared  are  laid  on 
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the  table.  There  never  has  been  any  bill  missed  from  the 
Select  Council  before. 

George  W.  Johnson,  sworn. — I  was  present  in  Common 
Council  on  25th  -January  last ;  I  remember  the  Assistant 
Clerk  of  Select  Council  announcing  messages  from  Select 
Council ;  I  cannot  recollect  how  many  were  announced  ;  I  do 
not  recollect  the  bills  announced  ;  I  do  not  recollect  hearing 
the  resolution  to  place  Marcer  and  Jones  in  bankruptcy 
read;  I  have  no  recollection  of  one  being  messaged  on  18th 
inst. ;  I  heard  no  member  of  Council  make  the  remark  of  a 
bill  lost;  I  distinctly  recollect  announcing  the  Clerk  of 
Select  Council ;  I  do  not  have  any  recollection,  nor  did  I 
hear  any  member  say  anything  about  a  lost  bill. 

Gavin  Neilson,  s  vom. — I  recollect  nothing  of  this  reso- 
lution until  it  was  called  up  by  General  Wagner,  except  what 
General  Wagner  said  in  Clerk's  office  before  it  was  called 
up;  I  heard  a  member  speak  of  it  alter  it  was  called  up  in 
Common  Council;  I  never  heard  any  member  of  Common 
Council  speak  of  it ;  I  have  no  knowledge  of  hearing  the  bill 
announced  by  the  Assistant  Clerk  of  Select  Council.  I  have 
no  knowledge  of  this  bill  whatever;  I  could  not  say  how 
many  bills  were  messaged  on  the  25th,  as  I  have  not  looked 
at  the  Journal ;  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  bills  announced 
on  25th  inst. 

Louis  Wagner,  5ic;orn. — I  was  in  Common  Council  cham- 
ber on  25th  of  January;  T  do  not  recollect  the  resolution 
being  announced  by  the  Assistant  Clerk  of  Select  Council ; 
I  offered  a  similar  resolution  on  February  1st;  it  was  an- 
nounced that  it  was  lost  or  stolen  ;  T  announced  it,  because 
it  was  not  brought  up  in  Select  Council  bills;  about  five 
o'clock,  Mr.  Eenszey  asked  why  Select  Council  bills  were 
not  up,  and  I  answered  because  they  do  not  want  a  certain 
resolution  to  come  up  ;  he  said  that  bill  would  not  come  up  ; 
on  the  morning  of  February  1st,  I  met  General  CoUis,  and 
he  asked  why  don't  the  resolution  ])ass,  and  he  said  that 
resolution  would  not  come  up,  as  it  was  gone;  I  went  to  my 
office  and  made  a  copy  of  the  resolution  after  I  asked  Mr. 
Eckstein  about  the  Select  Council  bills.  In  the  Common 
Council  chamber  I  asked  the  Chief  Clerk  for  the  bills  and 
he  referred  me  to  the  Assistant ;  he  produced  a  package, 
and  this  bill  was  not  among  them  ;  my  seat  is  near  the 
place  where  the  Clerk  announces  bills  and  I  did  not  hear

Henry  HuHisr,  sworn. — I  was  in  Common  Council  cham- 
ber on  25th  January  :  I  occupied  my  seat  as  President ;  it 
is  usual  for  messages  to  be  read  by  Clerk  of  Select 
Council;  I  recollect  some  of  the  messages  announced,  had 
not  all  of  them ;  I  recollect  resolution  of  request  to  the 
Legislature,  as  Mr.  Calhoun  came  up  to  me  and  said  he 
wanted  it  concurred  in,  so  as  to  go  to  Harrisburg;  also, 
the  school  bill  of  Fifteenth  Ward  ;  I  do  not  recollect  seeing 
the  bill  to  place  Marcer  and  Jones  in  bankru))tcy,  as  passing 
on  the  18th  inst.,  in  the  newspapers;  I  know  that  no  such 
message  was  announced  in  my  chamber ;  I  mean  to  saj  it 
was  not  placed  in  my  hands,  or  announced  in  Common 
Council  chamber;  I  have  no  knowledge  of  such  message 
being  announced  in  Common  Council  chamber;  the  only 
copy  I  ever  saw  of  this  resolution  was  the  one  offered  by 
Mr.  Wagner;  if  such  a  resolution  had  come,  I  would  have 
known  it,  as  it  would  have  attracted  u\y  attention. 

John  McGrath,  sworn. — I  was  in  chamber  on  25th  of 
January,  1872;  I  was  in  chamber  to  the  best  of  my  recol- 
lection all  the  time;  I  can't  say  I  remember  any  resolution 
or  bill  messaged  on  that  day ;  I  heard  no  talk  until  after 
Wagner  offered  his  resolution;  I  do  not  recollect  bearing 
any  member  say  anything  in  the  matter. 

C.  P.  McGrath,  sivom. — I  was  in  the  chamber  on  the 
25th  January,  1872 ;  I  cannot  say  if  I  was  out ;  I  might 
have  been  out ;  I  think  the  Clerk  of  Select  Council  an- 
nounced some  resolutions;  I  do  not  recollect  the  resolu- 
tions being  announced  by  Clerk  of  Select  Council ;  I  know 
nothing  about  the  resolution;  I  heard  no  member  talking 
about  the  resolution,  except  after  the  Wagner  resolution.  • 

J.  F.  Stockdale,  sivorn. — I  was  in  chamber  on  25th  of 
January,  1872;  I  recollect  the  Clerk  messaging  bills  over, 
but  do  not  recollect  the  titles.  Journal  being  shown  tim  of 
that  day,  said,  I  do  not  recollect  the  resolutions.  If  the 
Clerk  of  Select  Council   had  messaged   this  resolution   I 
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think  I  would  have  heard  it;  I  do  not  recollect  any  person 
saying  they  had  heard  the  Clerk  of  Select  Council  announce 
this  bill ;  I  have  heard  since  this  resolution  was  introduced 
by  Mr.  Wagner,  some  talk  of  the  bill,  but  not  before. 

Shepperd  G.  Young,  stuom. — I  was  not  in  the  chamber 
on  the  25th  January,  1872;  I  have  heard  nothing  in  re- 
gard to  this  lost  resolution ;  I  knew  nothing  about  this 
resolution  ;  I  offered  the  resolution  to  investigate  the  loss 
of  resolution  ;  I  offered  this  resolution  in  order  to  place 
myself  right,  as  parties  said  I  staid  away  from  Councils  in 
order  not  to  place  myself  on  record  ;  I  heard  no  one  make 
a  remark  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

Philip  Fitzpatrick,  sioom. — I  was  in  chamber  on  25th 
of  January,  1872;  I  do  not  think  I  was  out  five  minutes 
on  that  day;  I  cannot  say  particularly  as  to  the  bills  the 
Clerk  of  Select  Council  messaged  ;  I  recollect  the  bills  on 
Common  Council  Journal ;  I  cannot  say  that  I  heard  the 
lost  resolution  come  in ;  I  think  I  would  have  remembered 
it ;  I  have  heard  some  joking  about  it. 

Wm.  McAleer,  sioorn. — I  was  in  chamber  on  25th 
January,  1872  ;  I  generally  stay  in  Council  until  the  end 
of  the  session  ;  I  cannot  say  I  have  any  recollection  of  the 
Clerk  of  Select  Council  messaging  any  bill  on  that  day  ;  I 
have  no  recollection  of  any  member  saying  anything  about 
it,  neither  any  member  of  Common  Council  or  Select  Coun- 
cil, or  Clerks;  I  have  heard  nothing  that  would  lead  to  the 
discovery  of  it. 

Joseph  S.  Robinson,  sioorn.-—!  was  in  Common  Coun- 
cil chamber  on  25th  January,  1872;  I  have  no  recollection 
of  the  Clerk  of  Select  Council  messaging  any  bills  on  that 
day;  I  think  T  might  have  heard  the  resolution  of  request 
to  the  Legislature ;  Mr.  Paist  was  the  Clerk ;  I  have  no 
recollection  of  a  lost  bill  until  Mr.  Wagner  called  it  up;  I 
have  had  no  conversation  with  any  member  or  Clerk  of 
Councils  that  would  give  any  information  on  the  subject. 

H.  C.  Robinson,  sworn. — I  was  in  chamber  on  25th  of 
January,  1872;  I  have  no  recollection  of  Clerk  of  Select 
Council  being  introduced ;  I  have  no  recollection  of  any 
bills  being  announced  ;  I  was  not  in  chamber  on  last  call 
of  the  House ;  I  have  heard  no  member  speak  of  it  except 
the  remarks  of  Mr.  Wagner  on  the  subject. 

Wm.  Greer,  sworn. — I  was  in  chamber  a  portion  of  time 
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of  January  25th,  1872 ;  I  have  no  recollection  of  the  Clerk 
of  Select  Council  entering  our  chamber;  I  have  not  the 
slightest  information  on  the  subject. 

W.  E.  EowAN,  sworn. — -I  was  in  chamber  on  25th  of 
January,  1872  ;  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  resolution 
being  announced  that  day  ;  I  have  no  recollection  of  hearing 
any  one  say  anything  about  it;  I  know  nothing  about  it 
directly. 

John  Bardsly,  sioorn. — I  was  in  chamber  on  25th  of 
January,  1872;  I  cannot  remember  the  Clerk  of  Select 
Council  messaging  any  bill  in  our  chamber  on  that  day  ;  I 
have  no  knowledge  of  this  bill ;  I  do  not  recollect  ever 
hearing  any  Select  Council  member  or  Common  Council 
member  say  it  would  be  suppressed  ;  I  have  heard  nothing 
except  what  took  place  in  our  chamber,  nothing  previous. 

J.  F.  Glenn,  sioom. — I  was  present  in  the  chamber  on 
25th  January,  1872;  I  recollect  one,  viz.:  the  extension  of 
time  of  finishing  school  house  in  our  Ward  ;  I  never  heard 
the  resolution  had  been  stolen  until  Mr.  Wagner  so  stated 
on  the  floor. 

T.  B.  M.  Addis,  sworn. — I  was  in  the  chamber  on  25th 
January,  1872;  I  saw  the  Clerk  of  Select  Council  intro- 
duced on  that  day;  I  recollect  one  in  reference  to  schools 
on  that  day  ;  I  remember  that  the  resolution  placing  Messrs. 
Marcer  and  Jones  in  bankruptcy,  being  annouced  by  Mr. 
Paist;  I  thought  at  that  time  we  were  done  with  the  Treas- 
urer's affairs ;  I  am  positive  I  heard  it  announced  on  the  25th 
of  January,  1872 ;  I  said  to  a  member  of  Council  one  day 
last  week,  I  said,  I  thought  I  heard  it  announced ;  also  Mr. 
Hawkins  said  he  heard  it  announced ;  Samuel  A.  Miller 
said  he  heard  it  announced;  these  are  the  only  two  persons 
I  heard  say  so. 

Wm.  J.  Nead,  sivorn. — I  cannot  say  I  was  in  Common 
Council  on  the  25th  of  January,  1872  ;  my  name  appears  on 
the  Journal  of  that  day ;  I  have  no  recollection  of  any 
messages  being  sent  over  to  Common  Council  on  that  day; 
I  have  no  recollection  of  the  bill  except  that  Mr.  Wagner 
offered  his  bill ;  I  have  never  heard  any  member  say  any- 
thing in  regard  to  the  bill. 

Mr.  Addis,  recalled. — I  have  never  heard  any  one  say 
that  this  bill  would  not  be  forthcoming  on  that  day. 

J.  M.  Davis,  siuom. — I  was  in  Common  Council  chamber 
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on  25tli  (lay  of  January,  1872 ;  I  do  not  recollect  the  Clerk 
of  Select  Council  entering  our  chamber  with  messages ;  I 
generally  pay  attention  to  bills  announced  from  Select 
Council;  I  cannot  recollect  positively  about  this  bill;  I 
have  heard  nothing  said  about  the  resolution  lost,  either  of 
Select  Council  or  Common  Council. 

A.  W.  Henszey,  affirmed. — I  was  in  chamber  on  25th 
of  January,  1872  ;  I  do  not  recollect  that  the  Clerk  of 
Select  Council  entered  our  chamber  with  messages;  he 
might  have  done  so;  I  cannot  say  positively;  1  do  not 
recollect  any  bill  being  messaged  over  placing  Messrs. 
Marcer  and  Jones  in  bankruptcy ;  I  heard  that  the  resolution 
was  lost;  it  was  the  current  report;  I  heard  around  about 
in  the  chamber  that  it  was  lost;  the  reason  I  spoke  was  the 
report  that  Select  Council  bills  would  not  come  up ;  I  went 
to  General  Wagner  to  know  wh}'-,  and  he  said  they  did  not 
want  it  to  come  up  ;  I  said  the  resolution  would  not  come 
up,  and  he  said  why,  and  I  said  you  will  see;  I  do 
not  know,  I  cannot  particularize  any  one ;  it  was  a 
general  remark;  it  seemed  to  be  the  impression  that 
the  resolution  was  lost;  I  heard  it  in  Common  Council 
chamber;  I  think  the  President  of  Common  Council,  Mr. 
Huhn,  told  me  it  was  lost;  Mr.  Huhn  and  myself  had  a 
conversation,  he  said  that  the  resolution  would  not  come 
up;  he  said  the  resolution  was  lost;  it  was  previous  to 
the  session  of  February  1st,  1872;  it  was  January  25th, 
1872 ;  the  day  the  Treasury  bills  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance;  I  have  no  recollection  of  hearing 
any  other  member;  he,  Mr.  Huhn,  used  the  expression  it 
was  "  gone  where  the  woodbine  twineth ;''  it  was  previous 
to  the  session  of  January  25th  meeting,  that  he,  Mr.  Huhn, 
announced  the  bill  was  lost;  this  conversation  took  place 
just  belbre  the  convening  of  the  Chamber,  on  January  25th, 
1872  ;  I  remember  him  saying  the  resolution  was  passed  by 
Select  Council  ;  I  am  confident  it  was  on  the  25th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1872. 

I).  M.  Blackburn,  siuom. — I  was  not  in  the  chamber  of 
Common  Council  on  January  25th,  1872 ;  I  have  heard  the 
matter  of  lost  bill  referred  to  in  the  chamber ;  it  was  the 
day  Mr.  Wagner  offered  his  duplicate ;  I  have  had  no  con- 
versation with  any  one  else. 

C.  II.  T.  CoLLis,  sworn. — I  remember  the  conversation 
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I  Lad  with  General  Wagner.  It  was  before  the  meeting 
that  Council  adjourned  for  want  of  a  quorum,  I  had  a 
conversation  with  Mr.  Littleton,  President  of  Select  Cham- 
ber ;  in  which  he  suggested  that  as  Common  Council  had 
not  acted  upon  resolution  of  Select  Council,  I  ought  to  take 
the  matter  into  my  own  hands;  I  replied  it  was  not  my 
duty  to  place  myself  in  antagonism  to  Councils,  until  I  was 
satisfied  that  by  lapse  of  time  I  should  be  compelled  to  act 
in  order  to  accomplish  any  result;  I  had  another  conversa- 
tion with  Mr.  Littleton  ;  in  which  he  told  me  that  the  reso- 
lution passed  in  Select  Chamber  had  been  stolen.  I  used 
Mr.  Littleton's  precise  language  ;  this  conversation  I  cannot 
say  when  it  took  place,  but  not  when  the  first  took  place  ; 
Mr.  Littleton  then  said  that  I  ought  to  act  at  once.  I  told 
him  that  the  matter  was  still  with  Councils.  That  they 
had  yet  ample  time  to  pass  the  resolution,  and  that  I  should 
not  put  myself  in  the  position  of  appearing  extra  officious 
until  I  was  satisfied  members  of  Council  had  exhausted  all 
their  eftbrts  in  the  premises,  and  that  then  I  should  act 
promptly  and  without  hesitation.  1  think  upon  the  same 
day  that  I  had  the  second  conversation  with  Mr.  Littleton, 
I  met  General  Wagner,  and  told  him  I  had  information 
that  the  resolution  had  been  stolen,  he  was  also  of  opinion 
that  it  was  my  duty  to  act ;  but  I  gave  him  as  a  reason  for 
not  acting  the  same  reason  I  had  previously  given  to  Mr. 
Littleton  ;  which  reason  General  Wagner  said  he  appreci- 
ated, and  that  he  would  take  action  in  the  matter  himself. 
Upon  the  morning  succeeding  the  meeting  of  Councils  upon 
which  they  adjourned  for  want  of  a  quorum,  I  read  the 
proceedings  in  the  public  press,  I  went  immediately  to  the 
office  of  Wm.  J.  McElroy,  my  Chief  Deputy,  and  instructed 
him  in  writing  to  prepare  the  petition  in  bankruptcy 
against  Joseph  K.  Marcer,  Upon  reaching  my  public  office 
in  Fil'tli  street,  I  found  Mr.  Henry  B.  Taiham  representing 
a  Committee  of  the  Citizen's  Reform  Association,  who  was 
anxious  to  know  whether  the  law  officer  of  the  City  would 
take  action  in  the  matter.  I  told  him  that  action  had  been 
taken,  and  that  I  was  then  on  my  way  to  the  Mayor's  office 
to  obtain  his  ratification  of  what  I  had  done.  1  called  upon 
the  Mayor  and  told  him  what  I  had  done,  he  fully  endorsed 
it  and  told  me  he  would  remain  in  his  office  all  day  in 
order  to  sign   and  swear  to  the  petition  when  prepared ; 
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Upon  returning  to  mj  office  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Henry  B.  Tatham,  to  which  I  replied  I  had  seen  the  Mayor, 
he  endorsed  my  action,  and  the  petition  would  be  filed  that 
day ;  I  think  that  is  all  I  know  about  it. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Marcus. — I  met  Mr,  Littleton 
twice  previous  to  my  meeting  General  Wagner  ;  in  fact  Mr. 
Littleton  and  I  had  several  conversations  about  the  matter, 
the  first  intimation  I  had  that  the  resolution  was  not  in 
proper  place  and  had  been  stolen  was  from  Mr.  Littleton. 
Certainly  the  word  stolen  was  in  Mr.  Littleton's  own  word. 
It  could  not  be  more  than  three  days  before  the  no-quorum 
day,  it  was  between  25th  of  January  and  1st  February.  I 
cannot  say  whether  it  was  between  the  first  and  last  meet- 
ing;  Common  Council  adjourned  for  want  of  a  quorum  on 
1st  February.  The  first  conversation  took  place  about  the 
resolution  being  stolen,  was  before  the  1st  February.  Mr. 
Littleton  gave  no  reason  for  it  being  stolen.  I  think  Mr. 
Littleton  told  me  the  resolution  was  stolen  on  the  same  day 
I  had  conversation  with  Mr,  Wagner.  I  think  Mr. 
Wagner  said  he  had  similar  information  that  it  was  stolen. 
I  have  no  information  that  will  throw  any  additional  light 
on  the  subject. 

H.  C.  Hawkins,  affirmed. — I  am  a  member  of  Common 
Council  at  present  time  ;  I  was  in  Common  Council  chamber 
on  25th  of  January  ;  I  believe  I  am  not  positive  as  to  dates, 
but  I  was  in  Common  Council  chamber  on  the  25th  January  ; 
I  remember  the  Clerk  entering  Council  chamber;  it  was 
the  week  before  Genl.  Wagner  introduced  the  resolution  ; 
it  was  before  the  no-quorum  meeting  ;  I  remember,  on  the 
day  I  have  just  stated,  Mr.  Joseph  Paist,  the  Assistant  Clerk 
of  Select  Council,  came  into  Common  Council  chamber, 
with  some  resolutions  in  his  hands ;  what  they  were  at  that 
time,  I  did  not  know  ;  Mr.Henszey  occupied  a  seat  directly 
on  my  left;  my  seat  is  not  three  feet  from  the  place  the 
Clerk  usually  occupies  in  announcing  messages  from  the 
other  chamber;  when  the  Clerk  came  in,  there  was  a  bill 
under  discussion  in  the  chamber,  or  a  motion  about  to 
be  put,  I  am  not  certain  which  ;  however,  the  Clerk  paused, 
took  his  seat  alongside  of  me,  in  Mr.  Henszey's  seat ; 
INlr,  Henszey  was  not  in  his  seat ;  I  had  some  few  moments' 
conversation  with  Mr,  Paist,  but  I  remember  making  this 
remark  to  him :'  he  havinjj:  been  Assistant  Clerk  so  short  a 
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time,  always  gets  nervous  when  he  comes  into  our  chamber 
to  announce  a  bill;  and  I  said  to  him,  "Joe,"  how  nervous 
you  are,  and  what  makes  you  blush  so?  he  made  some 
reply.  I  do  not  remember  what  it  was,  but  at  that  time 
the  business  was  over,  and  Mr.  Paist  got  up ;  I  am  not 
certain,  I  think  I  introduced  him;  I  heard  him  distinctly 
announce,  a  resolution  of  instruction  to  the  City  Solicitor,  to 
proceed  against  Joseph  F,  Marcer  as  a  bankrupt.  I  also 
heard  him  announce  a  school  bill  for  some  of  the  Wards,  I 
am  not  certain  which  ;  he  took  the  bills  after  making  the 
announcement,  passed  around  the  usual  way,  but  I  did  not 
see  him  reach  the  President's  desk  with  the  bills,  my  atten- 
tion being  called  in  some  other  direction  at  that  time.  I 
conld  not  tell  who  was  at  the  President's  desk;  I  think  Mr. 
Huhn  was  there,  but  I  cannot  recollect;  I  had  no  conversa- 
tion with  any  one  before  the  resolution  was  announced  ;  I 
had  conversation  with  Mr.  Addis  and  S.  A.  Miller  of  Nine- 
teenth Ward;  I  think  they  are  the  only  two  I  had  conver- 
sation with  ;  I  have  heard  several  members  express  opinions  ; 
during  the  meeting  of  1st  of  February,  1872,  I  had  a  con- 
versation with  Mr.  Huhn  in  regard  to  the  lost  resolution, 
iti  regard  to  the  objects  of  the  resolution,  after  General 
Wagner  offered  his  resolution.  The  nature  of  the  conver- 
satii^n  was,  Mr.  Huhn  said  the  City  would  get  more  money 
if  they  did  not  proceed  against  Mr.  Marcer  as  bankrupt ;  it 
was  taking  $100,000  out  of  the  City  Treasury  if  the  reso- 
lution was  passed.  I  do  not  know  what  has  become  of  the 
resolution;  I  heard  it  was  stolen;  I  heard  the  resolution 
announced  in  Common  Council  chamber. 

Joseph  Paist,  recalled. — I  have  heard  the  testimony  of 
Mr.  Hawkins  ;  I  have  distinct  recollection  of  conversation 
with  him ;  I  have  recollection  as  announcing  the  bills ;  the 
resolutions  were  taken  up  to  the  President ;  I  cannot  say  the 
President  announced  them;  my  impression  was  there  were 
three  ;  I  remember  the  conversation  I  had  with  Mr.  Haw- 
kins ;  I  remember  announcing  them  and  taking  them  to  the 
President;  my  impression  is  Mr.  Huhn  was  in  the  chair. 

Me.  Hawkins,  recalled. — Nothing  was  said  by  the  Presi- 
dent as  to  where  the  resolution  went ;  I  was  told  the  City 
would  lose  ^100,000  if  this  resolution  passed. 

Mr.  Addis,  recalled. — I  had  no  conversation  with  Mr. 
Huhn  in  reference  not  to  vote  for  Mr.  Wagner's  resolution  ; 
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a  member  of  Commou  Council  came  to  me  and  said  there 
would  be  a  motion  to  adjourn  shortly ,  I  said  I  would  vote 
to  adjourn  if  the  business  was  through  ;  he  said  Harry  wants 
you  to  do  it;  I  said  I  would  vote  to  adjourn  if  through 
with  the  business ;  Mr.  Rowan  was  the  person  that  asked 
me  ;  he  then  left  me  after  I  told  him  I  would  vote  to  adjourn 
after  the  business  was  through  with  ;  he  asked  me  to  vote 
for  an  adjournment  as  Harry  desired  it. 

Mr.  Hawkins,  recalled. — I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr. 
Hnhn  to  vote  against  the  bill,  as  it  would  save  tlie  City 
$100,000;  Mr.  Pluhn  asked  me  to  vote  against  the  bill  ;  I 
was  asked  by  a  gentleman  not  to  vote.  Question.  Who 
was  that  gentleman  ?  It  was  a  member  of  Common  Council. 
Col.  John  F.  Glenn  asked  me  when  the  yeas  and  nays 
were  called  not  to  answer  to  my  name. 

Mr.  Henszky,  recalled. — In  my  former  testimony  I  had 
said  I  had  conversation  on  January  25th,  1872,  with  Mr. 
Huhn  as  he  came  up  the  aisle,  before  Council  convened  on 
that  day  ;  that  was  the  day  the  Treasury  bills  came  up  and 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance;  it  was  on  the 
day  that  Messrs.  Addis  and  Miller  announced  that  it  was 
messaged,  25th  January,  1872  ;  I  have  reflected  on  the  tes- 
timony and,  in  turning  over  in  my  mind,  it  was  my  recol- 
lection, that  it  was  lost,  and  when  called  up  it  would  be 
found  to  be  gone  "  where  the  woodbine  twineth ;"  as  to  the 
date  I  am  positive;  it  was  not  previous  to  the  convening  of 
the  Chamber  that  it  was  lost. 

Mr.  Eckstein,  recalled. — I  was  elected  January,  18G5  ; 
never  knew  a  bill  to  be  lost  in  our  chamber;  the  only 
paper  lost  in  our  chamber  wa.-s  petition  of  Sixteenth 
Ward  ;  no  bills  have  been  lost  in  our  chamber;  there  was 
never  any  complaint. 

Samuel  A.  Miller,  siuorn. — I  was  in  Common  Council 
chamber  on  25th  January,  1872,  the  day  Mr.  Wagner  oftered 
resolution  and  the  meeting  before ;  I  have  been  under 
the  most  positive  impression  that  Clerk  of  Select  Council 
announced  the  resolution  to  place  Marcer  in  bankruptcy  ; 
the  reason  was  I  was  engaged  at  my  desk,  and  my  impres- 
sion is  I  heard  the  names  of  Marcer  and  Jones  announced  ; 
I  then  remarked,  more  trouble ;  I  heard  Mr.  Addis  and  Mr. 
Hawkins  say  they  heard  the  Clerk  of  Select  Council  an- 
nouce  the  bill  ;  it  is  on  my  mind  and  I  cannot  change  it ; 
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I  was  asked  by  no  one  not  to  vote  in  the  chamber  ;  there 
has  been  very  general  conversation  as  to  the  loss  of  the 
resolution,  but  nothing  specially. 

W.  E.  Littleton,  swww. — I  have  heard  the  testimony  of 
Solicitor  CoUis,  read ;  I  recollect  having  several  conversa- 
tions with  Mr.  Collis  on  the  question  of  bankruptcy  pro- 
ceedings, as  I  urged  him  as  Solicitor  to  take  such  action  as 
I  thought  he  had  full  powers  to  do  so.  It  had  escaped  me 
that  I  had  said  anything  about  this  resolution,  but  I  have 
no  doubt  I  said  so  to  Mr.  Collis.  I  had  no  doubt  the  state- 
ment of  Mr.  Collis  was  the  statement  I  made  to  him.  I 
heard  the  resolution  had  been  stolen,  but  in  the  same  way 
two  similar  documents  had  been  missing,  but  found  in  the 
President's  desk,  but  afterwards  turned  up  all  right.  I 
think  the  Solicitor  is  correct  as  I  urged  it  as  an  additional 
reason  why  he  should  take  proceedings  against  Marcer  and 
Jones.  I  think  it  was  Mr.  Henszey  gave  me  the  informa- 
tion that  the  resolution  was  stolen  or  had  disappeared.  I 
cannot  recollect  tlie  dates.  Mr.  Henszey  called  to  see  me  in 
reference  to  the  Treasury  bills,  I  think  in  one  of  the  inter- 
views on  this  subject  he  mentioned  the  resolution  had  disap- 
peared. My  impression  it  was  between  the  25th  of  Janu- 
ary and  the  1st  of  February,  but  I  cannot  say  from  my 
recollection.  I  supposed  the  resolution  would  turn  up  and 
placed  no  value  on  it.  As  to  dates,  it  must  have  been  be- 
fore the  no  quorum  day ;  I  would  say  here,  I  recollect  the 
passage  of  the  resolution  by  Select  Council  as  I  was  in  the 
chair,  since  that  time  I  have  not  seen  the  resolution  or 
heard  where  it  was.  It  was  with  a  great  deal  of  difficulty 
that  I  could  recall  the  person  I  conversed  with  about  it. 
My  impression  is  that  the  words  he  used  was  the  resolution 
was  stolen  :  1  have  no  recollection  of  hearing  any  one  else 
say  it  was  stolen ;  I  feel  quite  confident  that  Mr.  Henszey 
mentioned  the  fact  of  the  disappearance  of  the  resolution,  I 
think  it  was  before  the  Ist  of  February. 

Henry  Huhn,  re-examined. — Mr.  Hawkins  did  not  hear 
the  resolution  read  on  the  25Lh  day  of  January,  for  simple 
reason  that  Mr.  Hawkins  was  sick  at  home  that  dav,  and 
not  in  the  chamber,  as  he  was  home  sick.  [  say,  as  I  said 
before,  the  resolution  never  came  to  the  chamber  if  Mr. 
Paist  announced  it,  he  never  gave  it  to  me  and  I  never  re- 
ceived it ;  he  never  announced  it.     If  this  resolution  had 
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been  announced  I  would  have  heard  it  announced;  I  now 
declare  that  Mr.  Paist  never  announced  that  bill,  and  if  he 
did  it  never  came  into  my  hands.  I  know  it  never  came 
into  mj  hands.  I  do  not  know  who  took  it  or  where  it 
went  to,  Mr.  Paist  did  not  message  it,  the  day  Mr.  Paist 
came  into  the  chamber,  it  was  the  first  day  of  February  that 
Mr.  Hawkins  refers  to  it,  and  subsequent  to  that  time 
General  Wagner  introduced  his  substitute.  If  this  resolu- 
tion had  come  into  my  hands  I  would  not  say  it  did  not;  I 
never  heard  the  bill  messaged  in  Common  Council  chamber. 
If  this  resolution  had  come  in  it  would  have  been  handed  to 
me,  I  am  perfectly  confident  it  was  never  messaged  into 
Common  Council  chamber  on  the  25th  of  January.  Mr. 
Hawkins  was  not  present  in  the  chamber.  I  here  say,  I 
never  saw  the  resolution  placing  Mr.  Marcer  and  Mr.  Jones 
in  bankruptcy,  neither  do  I  know  where  it  was  or  who 
took  it. 

Mr.  Henszey  recalled.' — In  course  of  conversation  I  said 
to  Mr.  Littleton  that  the  resolution  was  gone  as  it  was  a 
general  conversation,  on  the  25th  of  January  Mr.  Hawkins 
was  not  present.  I  said  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr. 
Huhn,  it  was  on  the  25th  of  January,  the  same  day  that  the 
Treasury  bill  was  up.  I  say  that  Mr.  Huhn  had  said  "  it 
had  gone  where  the  woodbine  twineth,"  it  was  before  the 
organization  of  the  Chamber,  my  recollection  was  he  alluded 
to  the  Marcer  bill,  but  I  cannot  say  he  had  reference  to  the 
other  bills. 

H.  Hawkins  reca^/eJ. — I  stated  that  I  was  not  positive  as 
to  dates.  The  statement  made  by  Mr.  Huhn  that  I  was  not 
in  chamber  on  25th  of  January,  1872,  is  correct.

For  the  permanent 
improvement  of  the  Park,  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
for  which  interest  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum  shall  be  paid  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of 
January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the 
said  loan  shall  be  called  the  "  Park  Loan."  The  principal 
of  said  loan  shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of 
thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  iiolders  thereof;  and  the  certificates 
therefor,  in  the  usual  form  of  the  certificates  of  City  Loan, 
shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require, 
but  not  for  any  fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or  if 
required  in  amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the 
loan  therein  mentioned  and  the  interest  thereof,  are  payable 
free  from  all  taxes. 

Si:cT.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
thereof,  there  shall  be  hy  force  of  this  Ordinance  annually 
appropriated  out  ot  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates  and 
from  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  suflicient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  certificates,  and  the  further  sum  of  three 
tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certifi- 
cates so  issued,  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly  out  of  said 
income  and  taxes  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund  and  its 
accumulations  are  hereby  especially  pledged  for  the  redemp- 
tion and  payment  of  said  certificates.

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  authorize  a  loan  for  fire  purposes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Com,mon  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadeli^hia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  not  less  than  par, 
on  the  credit  of  the  City,  from  time  to  time,  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  purchase  of  ground  and  the 
erection  and  extension  of  buildings  for  Fire  Station  Houses, 
for  which  interest  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum  shall  be  paid  half-yearly  on  the  first  days  of 
January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The 
principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  ex- 
piration of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  same,  and  not 
before  without  the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof.  And 
the  certificates  therefor  in  the  usual  form  of  the  certificates 
of  City  Loan  shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders 
may  require,  but  not  for  any  fractional  part  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  if  required  in  amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one 
thousand  dollars ;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  m  said  certifi- 
cates that  the  loau  therein  mentioned  and  the  interest 
thereof  are  payable  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  2  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue 
thereof,  there  shall  be  by  force  of  this  Ordinance  annually 
appropriated  out  of  the  income  of  the  corporate  estates  and 
from  the  sum  raised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  on  said  certificate,  and  the  further  sum  of  three- 
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tenths  of  one  per  centum  on  the  par  value  of  such  certificate 
so  issued,  shall  be  appropriated  quarterly  out  of  said  income 
and  taxes  to  a  sinking  fund,  which  fund  and  its  accumulations 
are  hereby  especially  pledged  for  the  redemption  and  pay- 
ment of  said  certificates.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

The  Citizens'  Municipal  Reform  Association's  Commit- 
tee on  Abuses,  respectfully  represent  as  follows,  viz.: 

In  making  investigation  and  inquiry  into  the  administra- 
tion of  the  duties  of  his  office  by  the  Register  of  the  Water 
Department,  they  have  been  informed  of  certain  breaches 
of  trust  and  abuses  which  they  deem  it  their  duty  to  bring 
to  your  knowledge. 

An  act  of  Assembly  of  March  31st,  1860,  provides  as 
follows,  viz.:  "If  any  officer  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  of 
any  city,  borough,  county  or  township  thereof,  shall  loan 
out  with  or  without  interest  or  return  therefor,  any  money 
or  valuable  security  received  by  him,  or  which  may  be  in 
his  possession,  or  under  his  control  by  virtue  of  his  office, 
he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office,  and  on  con- 
viction be  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  undergo  an  imprisonment  by  separate  or 
solitary  confinement  at  labor,  not  exceeding  live  ye^s ; 
and  if  still  in  office,  be  adjudged  thereafter  incapable  of 
exercising  the  same,  and.  the  said  office  shall  be  forthwith 
declared  vacant  by  the  Court  passing  the  sentence."  (Sec. 
62.) 

"  If  any  such  officer  shall  enter  into  any  contract  or 
agreement  with   any  bank,  corporation    or    individual    or 
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association  of  individuals,  by  which  said  officer  is  to  derive 
any  benefit,  gain  or  advantage  from  the  deposit  with  such 
bank,  corporation  or  individual  or  association  of  any  money 
or  valuable  security  held  by  him,  or  which  may  be  in  his 
j)Ossession  or  under  his  control  by  virtue  of  his  said  office, 
he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  be 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  to  undergo  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year ; 
and  if  still  in  office,  be  adjudged  thereafter  incapable  of 
exercising  the  same,  and  the  said  office  shall  be  forthwith 
declared  vacant  by  the  Court  passing  sentence."  (Sec. 
63.) 

An  Ordinance  of  October  3d,  1854,  §  9,  provides  as  fol- 
lows, viz. :  "  Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eegister 
to  make  assessments  of  water  rents  in  manufacturing  and 
other  establishments  where  large  quantities  are  used,  to 
receive  all  water  rents  and  make  return  in  writing  under 
oath  or  affirmation  of  the  amount  collected  to  the  Control- 
ler, and  pay  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer  daily." 

Mr.  George  F.  Keyser,  the  present  Kegister,  has  not  re- 
garded these  provisions.  He  has  not  made  the  daily  re- 
turns and  daily  payments,  which  they  require.  He  has  at 
times  made  returns  at  much  longer  intervals,  setting  forth 
deposits  which  are  in  such  returns  alleged  to  have  been 
made  with  the  City  Treasurer,  but  the  Committee  have 
reason  to  believe  that  many  of  the  deposits  stated  in  these 
returns  were  never  made  at  the  times  stated. 

But  Mr.  Keyser  has  not  only  neglected  the  provisions 
just  referred  to,  he  has  been  doing  the  very  thing  for  the 
prevention  of  which  those  provisions  were  enacted. 
Instead  of  depositing  the  large  amounts  of  money  received 
each  day  at  his  office  with  the  City  Treasurer,  he  has 
deposited  them  in  a  bank  of  his  own  selection,  with  his 
own  money  in  one  account,  and  has  used  both  indiscrimi- 
nately for  his  own  purposes  as  well  as  those  of  the  City, 
loaning  them,  using  them  for  other  purposes,  making  profit 
as  the  Committee  believe  by  their  use,  and  applying  these 
profits  to  his  own  use. 

The  bank  in  which  Mr.  Keyser  made  these  deposits  was 
the  Commonwealth  National  i3ank,  and  this  mixed  account 
was  kept  as  the  Committee  are  informed  in  his  name  as 
Eegister ;  the  bank  could  therefore  scarcely  have  failed  to 
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know  of  the  irregularities  just  referred  to.  There  is  rea- 
son to  believe  that  interest  was  allowed  to  Mr.  Keyser  on 
his  deposits,  which  he  treated  as  his  own. 

As  the  City  is  entitled  to  all  profits  made  by  Mr.  Keyser 
from  the  use  of  City  money,  as  it  is  of  great  importance 
that  such  abuses  should  be  exposed,  and  such  officers 
punished,  the  Committee  respectfully  request  that  you  will 
investigate  the  charges  thus  preferred,  and  if  they  are  well 
founded,  take  such  measures  as  may  be  proper  to  assert  the 
rights  of  the  City,  and  to  perform  your  own  duties  in  the 
premises. 


APPENDIX  No.  175. 
AN    ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  Schuylkill  Permanent  Bridge. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  after  the  passage  of  this 
Ordinance,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  persons  or 
corporation,  to  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  over  or  upon  any 
part  of  the  Schuylkill  Permanent  Bridge,  on  Market  street, 
at  any  one  time,  more  than  four  eight  wheel  loaded  cars 
passing  east,  nor  more  than  four  eight  wheel  loaded  cars 
passing  west,  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  to  stand  cars  or  the 
horses  or  mules  employejd  in  hauling  them  upon  the  bridge 
at  any  time,  or  run  any  locomotive  engine  over,  upon,  or 
within  one  hundred  feet  of  said  bridge :  Provided^  That 
this  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  taken  of 
locomotives  or  other  engines  which  are  on  transportation 
and  without  fire  over  said  bridge. 

Sect.  2.  For  every  violation  of  this  Ordinance  the  per- 
son, persons  or  corporation  so  offending,  shall  pay  for  the 
use  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  fifty  dollars,  the  same  to 
be  sued  for  and  recoverable  as  like  penalties  are  now  by 
law  recoverable. 
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APPENDIX    No.    176. 
AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  appropriation  for  tlie  improvement  of  Broad  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  sum  of  'five  hundred 
thousand  dollars;  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
to  meet  contracts  entered  into,  as  hereinafter  provided,  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  and  authorized  to  be 
applied  to  the  improvement  of  Broad  street,  with  such 
pavement  or  pavements  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and  ordered 
to  be  laid  down  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  be- 
tween Park  and  Columbia  avenues,  and  between  Coates 
street  and  Passyunk  avenue. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  advertise  for  proposals  to  lay 
any  of  the  several  forms  of  improved  pavement  in  sections, 
or  for  distances  of  not  less  than  five  squares  each ;  the  bids 
received  in  pursuance  of  such  advertisement  to  be  opened 
in  presence  of  the  Committee  of  Highways,  with  public  an- 
nouncement of  the  same  as  opened ;  and  the  result  to  be 
reported  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  Councils  for  their 
action ;  and  the  contract  or  contracts  to  be  awarded  to  the 
lowest  and  best  bidders,  bv  resolution  of  Councils.  And 
all  bids  shall  state  the  precise  manner  in  which  the  pave- 
ment is  proposed  to  be  laid. 

Sect.  3  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  shall,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  of  the  work  to  be  done  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  the  contracts  as  accepted  by  Coun- 
cils, and  any  further  order  of  Councils  thereon.  And  the 
said  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  the  work  as  it  proceeds,  and  shall  certify  to 
Councils  any  section  or  portion  of  such  contract  as  com- 
])leted  as  a  condition  of  payment,  and  he  shall  also  report  to 
Councils  any  failure  to  execute  the  said  contract  or  any 
portion  thereof. 

Sect.  -l.  That  the  said  contractor  or  contractors  shall  give 
real  estate  security  in  a  sum  not  less  than  15  per  cent,  of 
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the  amount  of  any  contract,  which  security  shall  be  entered 
of  record  ;  and  on  the  award  of  any  contract  and  the  entry 
of  such  security,  the  City  Solicitor  shall  execute  the  proper 
papers,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  give  the 
contractor  permission  to  proceed  with  the  work.

Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  his  honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  advertise  in  two  daily  papers  for  one  week  for  "  Propo- 
sals for  properties  "  in  any  district  in  which  it  is  desirous  to 
procure  a  station  house. 


APPENDIX   No.  178. 

To  the  Presidents  aud  Members  of  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  Citj'  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen"  : — By  Ordinance  of  Councils  approved  the 
9th  day  of  February,  1859,  and  codified  by  Ordinance  ap- 
proved November  6th,  1862,  it  v/as  made  the  duty  of  the 
Department  of  City  Commissioners  to  file  in  the  office  of 
the  City  Controller,  a  copy  of  the  tax  duplicates  for  each 
year,  and  that  said  copy  shall  be  made  out  in  form  the  same 
as  for  the  Department  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

This  duty  necessarily  involved  an  expenditure  of  money 
for  the  books  and  their  preparation,  and  by  reference  to  the 
appropriations  made  to  the  Commissioners  in  1859,  and  the 
eight  years  subsequent  to  that  year,  in  which  they  prepared 
the  duplicates  for  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  we  are  unable  to 
discover  that  any  appropriation  was  ever  made  for  a  copy 
for  the  Controller  as  directed  by  Ordinance. 
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An  act  of  Assembly,  approved  February  2d,  1867,  con- 
ferred upon  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  the  power 
heretofore  by  law  conferred  upon  the  Commissioners  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  County  Commissioners  of  the 
ditierent  counties  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  relation  to  the 
assessors  and  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  &c. 
The  uniform  construction  given  to  this  act  had  been,  that 
the  powers  by  law  conferred  upon  the  Commissioners,  and 
transferred  to  the  Board  of  Revision,  were  such  powers  and 
duties  as  the  Commissioners  were  authorized  and  directed 
to  perform  by  act  of  Assembly,  and  that  municipal  Ordi- 
nances passed  by  Councils  for  the  regulation  and  control  of 
that  department  were  not  "  powers  by  law  "  within  the 
meaning  of  the  act  of  February  2d,  1867. 

By  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, a  copy  of  which  is  annexed  to  this  communication,  it 
has  been  decided  that  the  duty  enjoined  upon  the  Com- 
missioners by  the  Ordinances  of  1859  and  1862  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  by  the  Act  of 
1867,  and  they  have  been  directed  by  the  court  to  have 
prepared  a  copy  of  the  duplicates  for  the  year  1872,  and 
tile  tbem  in  the  office  of  the  City  Controller. 

No  appropriation  having  been  made  for  the  books,  copy- 
ing and  comparing  of  this  second  set  of  duplicates,  we  re- 
spectfully call  your  attention  to  it,  and  request  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  for  the  same. 

Permit  us  to  add,  that  whilst  we  have  at  all  times  been 
entirely  willing  to  perform  the  service  now  required  of  us, 
under  the  interpretation  of  the  law  as  it  was  understood 
before  the  recent  decision  of  the  court,  we  would  have  no 
power  to  contract  for  the  books  and  labor  without  a  direct 
appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the  same  by  Ordinance, 
yet  even  with  the  light  of  this  opinion  before  us,  we  prefer 
to  do  it  under  an  appropriation  regularly  made  by  your 
body.

Opinion  by  THOMPSON,  C.  J. 

By  the  50tli  section  of  the  consolidation  act  of  1854,  it 
is  declared  "that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Councils 
to  provide  by  Ordinance  for  the  establishment  and  regula- 
tion of  all  the  departments  indicated  by  this  act,  and  other 
laws  in  force  in  said  city,"  etc.  By  the  13th  section  of  the 
act  provision  for  the  election  of  City  Commissioners  was 
made,  and  it  is  therein  declared  "  that  the  City  Commis- 
sioners, under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  City  Coun- 
cils, shall  be  charged  with  all  duties  relating  to  assessors 
and  assessments,"  etc.  This  board  is  classed  in  the  act  as  a 
department.  Indeed  this  is  admitted.  It  was,  therefore, 
undoubtedly  within  the  provision  of  the  50th  sectiou  of  the 
act,  and  the  mode  of  transacting  the  public  business  liable 
to  be  regulated  by  Councils.  This  is  also  stated  by  the 
13th  section  just  referred  to.  The  Councils  so  understand- 
ing it,  passed  an  Ordinance  in  1859,  which  was  codified  and 
re-enacted  in  1862,  in  which  it  is  provided  "  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  City  Commissioners  to  file  in  the  office  of 
the  City  Controller  a  copy  of  the  tax  duplicates  for  each 
year,  after  the  passage  of  the  Ordinance.  The  said  copy 
of  the  duplicates  shall  be  made  out  in  form  the  same  as  for 
the  Department  of  the  Keceiver  of  Taxes,  etc.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  Controller  to  post  against  each  item  on  said 
duplicate  the  amount  of  taxes  returned  to  him  as  received 
by  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes."  This  was  thought  to  be  an  im- 
portant check  in  the  system  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in 
the  City,  The  amounts  annually  to  be  collected  by  agents 
so  numerous  and  diversified,  made  it  proper  to  provide 
every  reasonable  check  against  fraud  that  may  be  pos- 
sible, and  this  is  one  of  them.  Notwithstanding  the  pro- 
priety and  utility  of  the   measure,  the  City  Commissioners 
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and  their  successors,  the  Board  of  .Revision,  have  hitherto 
failed  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  tax  duplicate  to  the  Control- 
ler, as  required  by  the  Ordinance  above  referred  to. 

The  act  of  2d  July,  1867,  supplementary  to  the  act  of 
14th  March,  1865,  substituted  a  Board  of  Revision  for  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with 
"  all  and  singular  the  powers  heretofore  by  law  conferred 
upon  the  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
the  County  Commissioners  of  the  different  counties  of  this 
Commonwealth,  in  relation  to  the  assessors  and  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  taxes  within  the  city  and  county  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  correction  of  all  valuations  and  re- 
turns therefor." 

Regarding  this  as  a  mere  substitution  for  the  performance 
of  the  same  general  functions,  are  we  to  hold  that  it  imports 
a  change  of  all  existing  regulations  for  the  performance  of 
these  functions  ?  We  cannot  come  to  this  conclusion,  I 
think,  in  the  presence  of  the  provision  that  the  substituted 
board  "  are  to  have  and  exercise  all  and  singular  the  powers 
heretofore  conferred  upon  the  Commissioners."  Of  course 
by  this  is  meant  the  exercise  of  these  powers  under  the 
regulations  for  their  exercise  up  to  and  at  the  time  when 
the  substitution  took  place.  Among  these  was  the  regula- 
tion by  the  Ordinance  of  1862,  that  the  Commissioners 
should  annually  furnish  a  copy  of  this  tax  duplicate  to  the 
City  Controller.  The  act  of  1867  does  not  repeal  or  supply 
the  regulation  either  expressly  or  by  implication.  The 
regulation  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  as  made  by 
Councils,  passed  therefore  to  their  successors  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  same  duties  as  a  necessary  result  of  the 
terms  of  the  legislation  on  the  subject.  The  Ordinance  was 
the  law  of  the  office  as  to  the  matter  in  question  unless  re- 
pealed by  the  power  that  enacted  it,  or  was  rendered  in- 
operative by  the  new  act  of  Assenibly,  and  we  do  not  think 
this  resulted  by  anything  in  it.  When  it  refers  to  the  tax 
duplicate  to  be  delivered  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  we  are 
not  to  infer  that  the  further  regulation  of  a  copy  to  the  Con- 
troller was  forbidden  or  dispensed  with.  The  former  was 
indispensable  ;  the  latter  was  a  mere  regulation  to  operate 
as  a  check.  It  might  be  dispensed  with  or  not,  and  was  left 
to  the  regulating  power,  the  Councils,  to  continue  or 
abolish  it ;  and  as  it  existed  unrepealed,  it  was  not  altered

by  the  Legislature.  We  think  it  still  exists,  and  we  may 
further  say  we  regard  it  as  a  safeguard  of  no  small  conse- 
quence in  this  the  most  important  of  City  interests,  and 
which  might  be  fraught  with  very  injurious  results  if  not 
enforced.  We  have  no  authority  to  disregard  an  Ordinance 
by  Councils,  legally  passed  and  within  their  jurisdiction  to 
pass,  while  it  stands  unrepealed,  either  expressly  or  by  im- 
plication ;  and  that  it  is  just  where  the  matter  stands  here. 

The  return  of  the  respondents  to  the  alternative  man- 
damus may  be  stated  thus: — That  there  is  no  law  requiring 
the  Board  of  Revision  to  furnish  the  Controller  with  a  copy 
of  the  tax  duplicates,  and  secondly,  no  appropriation  has 
been  made  by  Councils  to  cover  the  expense  of  books,  &c., 
for  the  purpose,  and  the  board  has  not  the  means  within  its 
control  to  perform  the  duty  of  furnishing  the  copy  of  the 
duplicate  to  the  Controller,  if  they  be  required  to  do  so. 
These  returns  were  demurred  to  by  the  relators. 

We  have  already  discussed  the  question  of  law  raised  by 
the  first  return,  and  have  only  to  add  that  the  Ordinance  of 
1862  stands  unrepealed  and  in  full  force,  and  Councils,  as 
we  have  seen,  having  the  authority  by  the  Consolidation 
act  to  pass  it,  it  is  the  law  of  the  case  so  far  as  that  regula- 
tion is  concerned,  and  with  no  less  effect  than  an  act  of  As- 
sembly. This  return  is  therefore  not  sufl&cient  in  law  to 
prevent  the  award  of  a  peremptory  mandamus. 

As  to  the  second  return,  it  is  clearly  not  sufficient  if  the 
duty  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  duplicate  be  established,  and 
that  we  have  already  shown  is  the  case.  We  have  not  the 
question  of  the  liability  of  the  City  for  the  expense  before 
us,  but  it  is  hardly  to  be  supposed  that  as  the  City  by  Ordi- 
nance has  created  the  necessity  for  the  expenditure,  she  will 
hesitate  to  provide  for  its  liquidation. 

The  duplicate  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  is  paid  for  out  of 
the  City  Treasury,  and  unless  there  be  some  law  forbidding 
it,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a  like  provision  will  be 
made  for  the  copy  of  the  duplicate  to  the  Controller.  But 
we  can  make  no  order  to  that  effect  now.  In  justice  to  the 
Board  of  Revision,  it  is  proper  to  say  that  they  express 
their  entire  willingness  to  do  their  whole  duty  in  the  par- 
ticular claimed,  if  they  are  informed  what  it  is.  It  was  not 
unreasonable  on  their  part  to  seek  for  this  information  be- 
fore acting  on  the  subject.     We  think,  however,  that  a  per- 
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emptory  mandamus  must  be  granted  in  the  case  against 
them. 

And  now,  March  30th,  1872,  this  case  having  been  heard 
on  demurrer  to  the  return  of  the  alternative  mandamus,  and 
the  same  hereby  argued  by  counsel,  it  is  judged  and  ordered 
that  judgment  on  the  demurrer  be  entered  by  the  Common- 
wealth, and  that  a  perernp)tory  inandamus  do  issue  against 
the  said  Board  of  Revision,  composed  of  Thomas  Cochran, 
William  Loughlin,  and  Samuel  Haworth,  commanding  them 
forthwith  to  do  all  and  singular  the  acts  and  things  required 
of  them  to  be  done  by  our  writ  of  alternative  mandamus, 
and  that  the  said  board  pay  the  costs.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  make  an  additional  appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes  for 
the  expenses  of  the  year  1873. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  four  thousand  two 
hundred  and  fifty-two  (-4,252)  dollars  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of 
Revision  of  Taxes  for  the  year  1872,  as  follows: 

Item  1.  To  pay  for  books  and  stationery  incident  to 
m.aking  out  and  completing  thirty-one  tax  duplicates  for 
the  office  of  the  City  Controller,  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  seventy-two  (372)  dollars. 

Item  2.  To  pay  for  making  out  and  indexing  thirty- 
one  tax  duplicates  for  the  year  1872,  for  the  office  of  the 
City  Controller,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  four  hundred 
(3,400)  dollars. 

Item  8.  To  pay  for  comparing  and  verifying  thirty-one 
tax  duplicates,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  eighty  (-180) 
dollars. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Revision 
of  Taxes  in  conformity  with  existing  Ordinances.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  considered  "An  Ordinance  to  pay 
damages  for  the  opening  of  Dickinson  street,"  also,  "An 
Ordinance  to  pay  damages  for  the  opening  of  Sixteenth 
street,"  and  submit  the  annexed  Ordinance  to  make  an  ap- 
propriation to  pay  said  damages,  and  recommend  its 
passage.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regu- 
lations, to  whom  was  referred  the  accompanying  communi- 
cation of  the  Board  of  Health,  relative  to  the  drainage  of 
the  valley  through  which  passes  a  small  stream  known  as 
Mantua  creek,  in  the  Twenty -fourth  Ward,  has  given  the 
subject  careful  and  extended  examination. 

This  valley  heads  at  Story  street,  between  Thirty-eighth 
and  Thirty-ninth  streets,  and  crosses  diagonally  the  plan  of 
the  City  in  a  northeasterly  direction  to  Thirty-seventh 
street  and  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  under  which  the 
drainage  passes  by  stone  culverts  and  thence  on  a  north- 
easterl}'  course  empties  into  Fairmount  dam,  a  short  distance 
below  the  West  Philadelphia  Water  Works. 

The  drainage  of  the  valley  is  of  the  most  offensive  char- 
acter, consisting  of  offal  from  numerous  slaughter  houses 
and  soap  boiling  establishments,  and  literally  flows  with 
blood  and  fihh  ;  which,  particularly  during  low  stages  of 
the  water,  is  pumped  directly  into  the  reservoirs  and  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  .City  for  drinking  and  culinary 
purposes.  A  prompt  remedy  is  imperative  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  health  of  the  City. 

To  correct  the  evil,  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
has  prepared  plans,  profiles  and  estimates  for  a  sewer  com- 
mencing at  Story  and  Sewer  streets,  thence  along  Sewer 
and  Sycamore  streets  to  Thirty-eighth  street,  thence  on 
Thirty-eighth  street  northwardly  to  Oak  street,  and  on  Oak 
street  to  Thirty-seventh  street,  where  it  connects  with  the 
railroad  culverts.  Eastward  of  the  railroad  it  lies  within 
the  limits  of  Fairmount  Park,  and  the  sewer  is  extended 
southward  along  the  river  margin  to  the  guard  lock  of  the 
Schuylkill  Navigation  Company,  where  it  passes  under  the 
canal  and  empties  into  the  river  below  the  dam. 

By  this  arrangement  all  difficulty  as  to  polluting  the 
water  in  the  dam  is  avoided,  and  the  entire  area  west  of 
the  ravine  is  thrown  open  to  improvement,  thus  inviting  a 
continuation  of  the  buildings  that  are  now  stopped  on  the 
edge  of  the  valley,  as  a  barrier   against  further  advance 
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nntil  this  construction  shall  be  completed.  The  length  of 
the  sewer  is  5,070  feet,  varying  in  diameter  from  4  feet  at 
Sewer  street  to  GJ  feet  at  the  outlet.  The  estimated  cost  is 
$65,000,  and  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  the  work, 
we  recommend  that  a  loan  for  that  amount  be  created.

The  general  uniformity  of  the  surface  extends  over  such 
a  large  area,  it  is  difficult  to  secure  drainage  without  a 
large  outlay  by  constructing  the  sewer  to  a  distant  point 
where  lower  ground  can  be  reached. 

The  only  feasible  plan  will  be  to  construct  a  main  sewer 
on  Thirteenth  street,  from  Morris  street  to  Oregon  avenue, 
where  an  outlet  will  be  secured  by  means  of  the  large 
meadow  drain  which  is  now  being  made  by  authority  of 
Councils  in  the  First  and  Twenty-sixth  Wards.

resolutions  which  have  been  published  in  our  daily  papers 
were  offered  and  adopted,  in  which  the  Water  Department 
is  charged  with  "withdrawing  and  turning  on  the  water  at 
its  will"  on  Saturday  last,  and  on  other  occasions,  and 
calling  upon  the  members  of  Council  to  ostracize  the  Chief 
Engineer  as  well  as  any  member  of  Council,  or  any  antici- 
pated member,  who  may  be  Irieodly  to  him. 

In  order  that  you  may  have  that  early  information  in 
regard  to  this  matter  to  which  you  are  entitled,  and  which 
it  is  always  my  pleasure  to  give,  I  take  this  occasion  to  say 
that  the  charge  that  the  water  was  wilfully  turned  off  from 
Frankford  by  the  Department  on  Saturday  last,  or  at  any 
other  time,  is  unqualitiedly  false  in  every  particular. 

As  an  officer  of  the  City,  I  believe  I  have  the  right  to 
claim  Irom  your  honorable  body  protection  through  the 
law  officer  of  the  City,  if  necessary,  against  such  reckless, 
libellous  attacks  as  have  been  made  by  a  body  of  men  who 
have  not  hesitated  to  avail  themselves  of  that  security  from 
personal  responsibility  which  attaches  itself  to  numbers, 
and  who  have  attempted  to  injure  the  character  of  one  who 
is  doing  all  witliin  the  means  placed  at  his  disposal  by  your 
honorable  body,  to  serve  the  citizens  of  all  parts  of  the 
city  alike. 

At  the  time  of  the  fire  at  Frankford  on  Saturday  last, 
both  the  reservoirs  at  Sixth  and  Lehigh  avenue  were  filled 
to  within  a  very  few  inches  of  the  maximum  level  to  which 
it  is  safe  to  fill  them,  containing  at  the  time  not  less  than 
24,000,000  gallons  of  water.

All  these  stops  are  habitually  kept  open,  except  some 
accident  occurs  to  positively  necessitate  their  being  shut  in 
a  temporary  manner;  no  such  accident  has  occurred  for 
many  months.

Statement  of  Trustees  of  City  Ice  Boats,  March  2f),  1S72. 

Boat  No.  2  went  into  service  December  6th.  Boat  No. 
1  was  ordered  into  service  December  16th,  but  was  delayed 
until  the  22d,  owing  to  the  sickness  of  Capt.  -Mason.  The 
winter  has  been  the  longest  and  most  severe  of  any  one 
since  the  construction  of  the  first  ice  boat.  Notwithstanding 
its  severity,  the  boats  have  done  good  service  to  the  com- 
merce of  Philadelphia,  having  towed  safely  to  and  from  the 
City  102  sailing  vessels,  many  of  them  ships  of  the  largest 
class  and  heavy  draught  of  water,  independent  of  assistance 
rendered  to  a  very  large  number  of  steamers  and  tug  boats, 
without  charge.  There  was  received  and  paid  over  to  the 
City  Treasurer  for  towage  of  sailing  vessels,  $16,879.26. 
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The  consumption  of  fuel  and  provisions,  and  wear  and 
tear  to  boats  and  inachinery,  after  such  hard  service,  was 
necessarily  great,  but  the  hull  and  wheels  of  both  of  the 
boats  stood  the  test  admirably.  The  boats  went  out  of  ser- 
vice 20th  March.  The  Board  had  no  intention  of  laying 
them  up  at  the  time  a  communication  from  the  Commercial 
Exchange  Committee  was  presented  to  Councils  (March  7th). 
The  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  took  place  March  6th  at 
10 J  A.  M.,  when  a  resolution  was  passed  that  boat  No.  1  be 
coaled  and  proceed  down  the  river  to  assist  No.  2  (already 
there)  in  keeping  the  Horse  Shoe  open.  The  Commercial 
Exchange  Committee  could  have  ascertained  that  fact  had 
they  applied  to  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  "  Board  of  Trustees  "  to  say,  that 
during  the  manj'^  years  they  have  had  the  management  of 
the  City  Ice  Boats,  in  all  that  time  not  a  serious  accident 
has  happened  to  them,  nor  the  loss  of  a  single  life,  or  the 
maiming  of  a  single  person  employed  on  board  of  them, 
although  there  were  many  times  of  imminent  danger  they 
were  compelled  to  pass  through.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
have  endeavored  to  administer  the  trust  with  fidelity  and 
impartiality,  but  it  is  diflSicult,  with  so  many  conflicting 
interests,  to  satisfy  every  one.

To  the  Committee  of  Thirty  on  Abuses. 

The  Sub-Committee  on  Highway  and  Survey  Depart- 
ments respectfully  report  that  they  have  received  informa- 
tion from  reliable  authority  that  gross  abuses  exist  in  the 
non-payment  of  the  rental,  as  required  by  law,  from  houses 
using  the  City  sewers.  It  is  estimated  that  not  one-third 
of  the  amount  that  should  be  paid  is  collected,  causing  a 
loss  to  the  City  of  over  twenty  thousand  dollars  per  annum 
in  the  one  item  of  sewer  rents.  The  permits  to  connect 
with  the  sewers  if  collected  would  amount  to  a  large  sum. 
It  appears  that  whole  rows  of  houses  are  connected  with 
the  sewers  without  permits  and  no  rents  paid,  we  would  in- 
stance EVont,  Hope  and  Howard  streets,  above  Dauphin, 
where  it  is  stated  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  houses  are 
connected  ;  also  between  Twentieth  and  Twenty-first  streets, 
on  both  sides  of  Mount  Vernon  street,  and  south  side  of 
Wallace  street,  three  squares  of  houses  which  for  nine  years 
have  used  the  sewers  without  pa3nng  rent,  while  they  should 
have  paid  from  twelve  hundred  to  two  thousand  dollars 
within  that  time.  It  is  but  proper  to  state  in  this  connec- 
tion, that  a  few  householders  have  lately  paid  for  the  time 
they  have  owned  iheir  houses,  on  being  informed  of  the 
non-payment. 
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,  "VVe  would  also  call  attention  to  some  of  the  bills  due 
and  uncollected.  The  Continental  Hotel  owes  for  five 
years,  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars ;  the  St.  Cloud  Hotel 
formerly  the  Ashland  House  for  three  years,  and  many 
others  for  two,  three,  five  and  some  even  for  twelve  years 
back. 

It  is  impossible  for  your  Committee  to  take  the  time  to 
investigate  the  separate  items,  they  are  small  amounts, 
generally  two  to  four  dollars  per  house,  but  amount  in  the 
aggregate  to  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  yearly.  If  the 
matter  was  properly  looked  into,  or  if  the  police  could  be 
directed  to  report  all  properties  using  the  culverts  to  the 
Survey  Department,  where  permits  are  issued,  those  not 
paying  could  be  charged  up,  and  if  the  back  dues  are  col- 
lected, very  large  sums  would  be  realized  to  the  City  at 
small  cost. 

Your  Committee  do  not  wi.sh  to  be  understood  as  express- 
ing an  opinion  as  to  whether  it  is  best  to  charge  sewer 
rent,  or  to  compel  every  house  to  connect  with  the  sewers 
without  cost,  but  while  the  lavr  stands  every  property  should 
be  treated  alike  accordino;  to  the  laws.

I  therefore  report  that  a  further  sum  of  $200,000,  over 
and  above  the  amount  appropriated,  will  be  necessary  to 
cover  the  entire  cost  of  the  work.

AN  OEDINANCE 

Creating  a  farther  loan  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill at  Fairmount. 

Section  1.  TJie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  at  not  less  than  par, 
on  the  credit  of  the  City,  from  time  to  time,  the  further  sum 
of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  pay  for  the  construction 
and  erection  of  a  bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill  at  Fair- 
mount,  for  which  interest,  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  paid  half-yearly  on  the  first  days 
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of  January  and  July  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer. 
The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the 
expiration  of  thirty  years  from  date  of  same,  and  not  before 
without  the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof;  and  the  certifi- 
cates therefor,  in  the  usual  form  of  certificates  of  City  loan, 
shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require, 
but  not  for  less  amounts  than  fifty  dollars  and  not  for  any 
other  fractional  part  of  one  hundred  dollars,  er  if  required 
in  amounts  of  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars;  and  it 
shall  l^e  expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the  loan  therein 
mentioned  and  the  interest  thereof  are  payable  free  from  all 
taxes. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue

Council  Cha;mber.  The  meeting  was  held  on  Saturday, 
April  20th,  1872,  at  4  o'clock  P.  M.  The  Commissioners 
were  very  clear  in  their  statements  before  the  Committee, 
and  showed  the  great  necessity  for  creating  the  loan.  The 
limits  of  the  Park  were  fixed  in  the  year  1868,  by  act  of 
Assembly,  and  under  that  act  the  Commissioners  were  re- 
quired to  take  all  the  laud  within  those  limits ;  and  they 
Have  not  taken  nor  do  not  intend  to  take  any  land  not  au- 
thorized by  the  act  of  Assembly.  If  the  loan  is  not  created 
to  pay  for  the  land  damages,  the  owners  will  come  upon  the 
moneys  in  the  City  Treasury,  and  thereby  dangerously  em- 
barrass its  financial  condition.

Chairman  Finance  Committee  Fairmount  Park : 

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  made  several  examinations  as  to 
the  assessments  of  property  around  the  Park,  and  cost  of 
property  within  the  Park  limits,  which  I  herewith  present. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  it 
appears  that  1869  was  the  first  year  that  assessments  were 
made  on  the  same  basis  as  at  the  present  time,  and  as  values 
were  but  slightly  affected  by  Park  influence  previous  to 
that  time,  cf)mparisons  for  the  last  three  years  will  indicate 
what  the  Park  has  already  done  to  increase  the  revenue.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  out  of  $50,543,652,  total  increase 
in  the  City,  $25,105,853,  or  50  per  cent,  is  in  the  four 
wards  adjoining  the  Park,  and  in  only  1-7  of  the  whole 
number  of  wards  in  the  City. 

The  increase  of  $20,840,842,  at  the  tax  rate  of  1872, 
making  allowance  for  rural  and  farm  deductions,  will  yield 
$433,132,  sufficient  in  ten  years  to  pay  the  full  amount  thus 
far  appropriated. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  increase  in  values  has 
been  so  rapid  that  the  assessments  as  returned  fall  far  short 
of  the  actual  increase  contiguous  to  the  Park. 
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The  ratio  of  increase  can  be  well  illustrated  in  the  case 
of  Lansdown. 

In  1866,  the  City  purchased  142  acres  of  Lansdown  for 
$600  per  acre;  in  1869,  the  Commissioners  again  purchased 
68  acres  at  $1750  per  acre,  and  this  year  (1872)  other  parts, 
outside  the  Park  limits,  find  willing  purchasers  at  $9000 
per  acre. 

Fortunately  for  the  taxpayers,  the  Commissioners  were 
empowered  to  purchase  the  whole  of  tracts  which  were 
taken  in  part;  and,  in  consequence,  the  City  now  holds  24 
acres  of  Lansdown  outside  the  Park  limits,  which,  at  the 
rate  of  actual  sales  would  realize  over  $200,000  ;  more 
than  the  original  cost  of  the  whole. 

In  the  same  manner,  some  of  the  most  commanding 
views  and  desirable  sites  for  building,  have  been  secured  in 
Belmont,  Ridgeland,  and  elsewhere,  along  the  northwest 
and  eastern  boundaries,  which  are  rapidly  ripening  for  a 
rich  return  to  the  City  Treasury. 

Whilst  considering  the  cost  of  the  Park,  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  properties  are  the  most  expensive 
which  are  contiguous  to  the  river,  and  which  were  appropri- 
ated exclusively  for  the  protection  of  the  purity  of  the 
water;  and  although  embracing  only  a  small  area,  have 
swelled  the  amount  of  the  loan  to  so  great  an  extent ;  while 
the  high  ground,  more  distant  from  the  river,  which  makes 
up  the  great  bulk  of  the  Park,  has  been  comparatively  in- 
expensive. 

For  instance,  what  is  known  as  the  flat-iron,  taken  pre- 
vious to  the  organization  of  the  Commission,  containing 
only  11  acres,  cost  $411,409,  over  $37,000  per  acre;  the 
same  amount  of  money  in  Belmont  and  Lansdown  pur- 
chased 400  acres  of  land. 

An  analysis  of  the  payments  shows  that  85  acres,  pur- 
chased out  of  the  loan  south  of  Girard  avenue,  cost  $1,100,- 
000,  or  $12,800  per  acre.  Within  500  feet  of  the  river, 
from  Girard  avenue  to  Wissahickon  creek,  are  240  acres  of 
fast  land,  which'  will  cost  $1,000,000;  while  in  the  east  and 
west  Park,  beyond  500  feet  from  shore,  are  1280  acres, 
costing  a  little  less  than  §2, 000,000,  an  average  of  only 
$1566  per  acre.

To  create  a  loan  for  the  further  extension  of  Fairmount   Park,  and  for  the 
improvement  thereof. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  at  not  less  than 
par  on  the  credit  of  the  City,  from  time  to  time,  two  million 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,.to  be  applied  as  follows,  viz.: 
First.  For  the  purchase  of  laud  within  and  adjacent  to  the 
Park,  two  million  dollars.  Second.  For  the  permanent 
improvement  of  the  Park,  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
ibr  which  interest  not  to  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum  shall  be  paid  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of 
January  and  July,  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the 
said  loan  shall  be  called  the  "  Park  Loan."  The  principal 
of  said  loan  shall  be  payable  and  paid  at  the  expiration  of

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thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  same,  and  not  before,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof;  and  the  certificates 
therefor,  in  the  usual  form  of  the  certificates  of  City  Loan, 
shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require,

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen  : — For  some  years  past  the  fact  has  been 
more  and  more  clearly  recognized  that  there  is  a  great  and 
growing  need  for  hospital  accommodation  in  Philadelphia. 
In  New  York,  with  a  population  of  900,000,  there  are 
7,960  hospital  beds  maintained,  of  which  6,325  are  free; 
while  in  Philadelphia  there  are  but  1,732  hospital  beds,  of 
which  but  1,199  are  free.  And  even  of  this  number  190 
are  in  the  small  pox  hospital,  and  700  in  the  hospital  de- 
partment of  the  almshouse,  and  are  therefore  not  available 
for  the  wants  of  the  worthy  and  virtuous  poor  in  times  of 
sickness  or  accident.  The  startling  fact  is  thus  developed 
that  there  are  but  309  free  hospital  beds  in  our  city,  with 
its  population  of  over  700,000.  The  explanation  of  this 
sad  deficiency  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  there  has  been 
very  little  extension  of  the  hospital  accommodations  for 
some  years  past,  while  there  has  been  a  great  concentration 
and  growth  of  population,  and  especially  an  enormous 
development  of  our  manufacturing  interests,  which  may  bo 
briefly  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  while  in  1840  the  capital 
invested  in  manufactures  in  Philadelphia  was  but  a  little 
over  111,000,000,  it  has  reached  in  1872  the  grand  total  of 
$225,000,000.  Let  it  be  remembered  also  that  the  occupa- 
tions of  the  vast  numbers  of  our  citizens  employed  on  rail- 
roads or  in  manufacturing  institutions  are  fraught  with 
great  peril,  and  frequently  lead  to  serious  accidents,  or  pro- 
longed illness;  and  it  will  be  easy  to  appreciate  the  urgent 
demand  which  exists  for  immediate  enlargement  of  our 
hospital  accommodations.  This  want  makes  itself  known 
in  many  ways,  but  most  painfully  in  the  numerous  applica- 
tions for  admission  w^hich  are  rejected  at  our  hospitals  every 
day.  At  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  alone,  during  the 
past  year  over  4,000  patients  have  applied  for  relief,  very 
many  of  whom  could  only  be  properly  treated  in  the 
wards  of  a  hospital.  The  Trustees  of  the  University  have 
been  so  deeply  impressed  by  this  great  want  that  they  have 
resolved  to  erect  a  general  hospital  in  connection  with  their 
institution,  in  its  new  site  in  West  Philadelphia.     For  this 
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purpose  at  least  $500,000  will  be  required  to  build  and 
endow  a  hospital  with  100  free  beds.  The  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania has,  with  wise  liberality,  appropriated  $100,000 
for  the  erection  of  the  building,  and  munificent  individuals 
and  wealthy  corporations  have  already,  in  the  course  of  a 
few  months,  given  nearly  $175,000  additional.  It  is  mani- 
festly necessary  that  a  hospital,  starting  under  such  favor- 
able auspices  and  destined  to  grow  with  the  increasing 
requirements  of  the  community,  should  be  located  on  a 
portion  of  ground  sufficiently  large  to  allow  of  its  future 
extension  from  time  to  time.  It  has,  however,  been  Ibund 
impossible  to  obtain  a  site  for  the  building  at  all  adequate 
to  its  needs  on  the  property  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  West  Philadelphia,  and  it  has  therefore  become 
necessary  to  apply  to  your  honorable  bodies  for  a  grant  of 
land  of  sufficient  extent. 

It  is  felt  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  strongly  called 
upon  to  respond  favorably  to  this  application  in  view  of  the 
large  donation  of  the  State,  and  of  the  generous  contribu- 
tions of  individual  citizens,  which  will  fail  of  producing  their 
full  measure  of  benefit  to  the  community  if  the  hospital  is 
not  provided  with  ample  space  for  expansion.  It  is  to  be 
further  observed,  that  the  desired  action  will  secure  the 
immediate  expenditure  of  over  $20,000  annually,  devoted 
directly  to  the  maintenance  and  relief  of  the  sick  and 
wounded,  for  whom  the  City  of  Philadelphia  would  other- 
wise soon  be  compelled  to  make  provision  ;  and  that,  in  the 
course  of  a  few  years,  the  amount  thus  annually  expended 
lor  the  support  of  this  hospital  will  probably  reach  $50,000. 
There  is  yet  another  consideration  which  also  seems  well 
deserving  of  consideration.  The  proposed  hospital  will  be 
a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  facilities  for  medical  educa- 
tion in  Philadelphia,  by  affording  enlarged  opportunities 
for  thorough  practical  instruction.  The  future  prosperity 
of  this  City,  as  the  great  medical  centre  of  America,  must 
depend  largely  upon  the  establishment  and  growth  of  addi- 
tional hospitals,  which  are,  the  world  over,  recognized  as 
indispensable  means  for  developing  skilful,  practical  phy- 
sicians and  surgeons.  How  vast  the  importance  of  the 
success  of  the  great  medical  schools  of  Philadelphia  is  to 
the  City,  may  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  during  the  past 
sixty  years  the  medical  department  of  the  University  of 
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Pennsylvania  has  brought  to  PhiLadelphia,  through  the  ex- 
penditures of  its  students,  over  $25,000,000  directly,  and 
indirectly  a  much  larger  sum. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  urgent  need  for  greatly  increased 
hospital  accommodation;  of  the  importance  of  this  move- 
ment to  the  material  interests  of  Philadelphia  ;  of  the  liberal 
contributions  both  from  the  State  and  from  individuals: 
and  of  the  inability  to  provide  a  sufficiently  large  hospital 
without  the  possession  of  a  suitable  lot  of  ground,  your 
petitioners  would  respectfully  pray  that  there  be  granted, 
on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  that  square  of  ground 
situate  in  West  Philadelphia,  bounded  by  the  line  of  Spruce 
street  on  the  north,  by  that  of  Pine  street  on  the  south,  by 
that  of  Thirty-fourth  street  on  the  east,  and  by  that  of 
Thirty-sixth  on  the  west ;  subject  to  the  conditions  that  no 
portion  of  such  ground  shall  ever  be  alienated  from  the 
said  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  that  the  said  Trustees 
shall  agree  to  erect  and  forever  maintain  on  said  ground  a 
general  hospital  containing  at  least  fifty  (50)  free  beds.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Sub-Committee,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  to  the  Department  of  Highways,  respect- 
full}'"  report  they  have  examined  into  the  subject,  and  find 
that  the  appropriation  asked  fo/  by  the  Department  of  High- 
ways for  this  year  was  one  hundred  and  twenty- five  thousand 
dollars,  for  Item  No.  2  for  intersections,  which  sum  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  deemed  excessive,  and  reduced  the  amount 
to  seventy-five  thousand  dollars.  Your  Committee  find  that 
the  streets  passed  upon  by  Councils  during  the  year  1871, 
entirely  absorbed  the  whole  of  the  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars,  and  an  excess  of  some  two  thousand  dollars  over 
the  appropriation,  while  it  has  been  necessary  to  set  apart 
the  various  amounts  for  the  respective  intersections  of 
streets.  It  may  be  that  the  whole  work  may  not  be  finished 
this  year,  but  it  would  then  be  too  late  in  the  season  to  do 
the  work  called  for  this  year. 

Attached  we  present  a  copy  of  streets  already  passed 
upon  by  the  Committee  on  Highways,  and  many  of  them 
have  been  acted  upon  by  Common  Council,  which  amounts 
to  the  sum  of  forty-four  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
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six  dollars  nnd  seventy-three  cents,  and  the  majority  of  the 
streets  are  within  the  built  up  portions  of  our  rural  Wards, 
and  while  there  may  be  a  few  of  the  streets  passed  by  the 
Committee  without  the  bounds  of  the  built  up  portion,  yet 
the  comtemplated  improvements  thereon  warranted  the 
Committee  on  Highways  to  pass  upon  them  favorably. 

The  information  attained  of  ths  workings,  and  man- ' 
ner  that  the  business  has  been  done  by  the  Committee  of 
Highways  in  recommending  the  passage  of  numerous 
streets  for  the  paving  of  interections,  far  beyond  the  appro- 
priation, shows  the  wisdom  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
of  the  year  1871,  as  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  pre- 
vent the  same  hereafter. 

Your  Committee  therefore,  with  the  evidence  before  us 
of  the  continued  building  operations  going  forward  in  the 
rural  Wards,  feel  warranted  in  reporting  the  Ordinance 
back  to  the  Committee  with  a  favorably  recommendation.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  sale  and  conveyance  of  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Twenty-seventh 
Ward  to  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  for  hospital  pur- 
poses. 

Whereas,  An  application  has  been  made  to  the  Councils 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  members  of  the  Medical 
Faculty  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, with  other  citizens,  for  the  grant  and  conveyance 
to  the  said  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  of 
a  tract  of  land,  now  the  property  of  the  City,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  thereon  a  hospital  and  buildings  pertaining 
to  the  instruction  to  be  there  given  ;  and  in  consideration 
thereof  the  said  Trustees  have  agreed  that  the  said  tract  of 
land  when  so  conveyed,  shall  never  be  alienated  from  the 
said  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  to  erect  and  maintain 
forever  on  said  ground,  a  general  hospital  containing  at 
least  fifty  free  beds,  for  the  care  and  relief  of  the  poor  in 
times  of  sickness  or  accident. 

And  whereas,  We,  the  Councils  of  said  City,  believe  that 
the  proposed  object  is  one  of  the  purest  benevolence,  and  a 
wise  disposition  of  the  property  of  the  citizens  entrusted 
to  our  keeping,  therefore  : 

Section  1.  The  Select  mid  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  for  and  in  consideration  of 
the  sum^of  five  hundred  dollars  in  cash,  to  be  paid  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City,  and  the 
covenants  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to  be  kept 
and  performed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, that  the  Mayor  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
sign,  seal,  acknowledge  and  deliver  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  the  necessary  and  proper  deed  of  convey- 
ance, whereby  all  that  certain  tract  or  piece  of  land,  situate 
in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
middle  line  of  Spruce  street,  on  the  east  by  that  of  Thirty- 
fourth  street,  on  the  south  by  that  of  Pine  street,  and  on 
the  west  by  that  of  Thirty-sixth  street,  containing  five  and 
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a-half  acres,  more  or  less,  shall  be  sold,  granted  and  con- 
veyed unto  the  said  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  their  successors,  in  fee  simple,  in  trust,  for  and 
subject  however  to  the  following  uses,  covenants  and  condi- 
tions, to  wit : 

First.  That  the  said  tract  or  piece  of  land  shall  be  for- 
ever held  by  the  said  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  and  maintaining 
a  building  or  buildings  to  be  devoted  to  general  hospital 
purposes,  as  aforesaid. 

Second.  That  the  said  Trustees  shall  erect  and  complete 
the  said  building  within  five  years  from  the  first  day  of 
July,  A.  D.  1872. 

Third.  That  said  Trustees  shall  set  apart  and  forever 
maintain  in  said  hospital,  at  no  time  less  than  fifty  free 
beds,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  City  requiring  hospital 
treatment. 

Fourili.  That  the  said  Trustees  shall  report  to  Councils 
in  the  month  of  January  succeeding  the  erection  and  com- 
pletion of  said  hospital,  and  annually  thereafter,  the  number 
of  free  beds  maintained,  together  with  such  other  informa- 
tion as  may  be  desired  by  Councils. 

Fifth.  That  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  said  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  to  erect  and  complete 
the  said  hospital  building  within  five  years  from  the  first 
day  of  July,  A,  D.  1872,  or  upon  said  ccmipletion  they  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  set  apart  and  forever  maintain  at  all 
times,  not  less  than  fifty  free  beds  for  the  poor  of  the  City, 
when  requiring  hospital  treatment;  or  shall  sell  or  alienate 
the  said  tract  or  piece  of  land  hereby  authorized  to  be  con- 
veyed to  them,  or  any  part  thereof,  then  such  sale  and 
alienation  by  said  Trustees  shall  be  null  and  void,  and  the 
tract  or  piece  of  land  hereby  autliorized  to  be  conveyed  to 
said  Trustees,  with  the  building  or  buildings  thereon  erected, 
shall  revert  to,  and  a^zain  become  the  property  and  estate 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  covenants  and  conditions  set  forth  in 
the  first  section  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  fully  recited  in 
and  made  a  part  of  the  deed  and  conveyance,  to  be  execu- 
ted by  and  between  the  Mayor  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and 
the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Sect.  3.  That  all  Ordinances  or  parts  thereof,  so  far  as 
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tlie   same   may  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Dear  Sir: — As  directed  by  resolution  of  Councils,  we 
have  made  an  examination  of  the  condition  of  Girard 
Avenue  Bridge,  and  present  the  following  report:  The 
lower  chord,  from  exposure  to  the  weather  and  dust,  par- 
ticularly near  the  abutments  and  piers,  has  become  so  rotten 
that  tbe  only  dependence  for  the  support  of  the  bridge  is  in 
the  arches.  An  inspection  of  tlie  arches  reveals  defects  in 
the  timber  in  a  number  of  places,  both  from  breaking  and 
decay,  and  enough  is  apparent  on  the  surface  to  -say  that 
the  effective  value  of  the  east  arch  is  impaired  one  half,  and 
there  are,  no  doubt,  other  defects  which  could  only  be  dis- 
covered bv  thoroughly,  overhauling  the  structure.  While 
the  bridge  in  its  present  condition  might  possibly  be  used 
for  a  short  time  without  accident,  an  extraordinary  strain 
might  cause  it  to  give  way  at  any  day.  The  enormous  in- 
crease both  of  Park  and  general  travel  has  been  so  great 
within  a  few  years  that  this  bridge  is  entirely  inadequate 
for  the  place,  and  cannot  be  made  to  answer  the  public  re- 
quirements. A  new  structure  should  be  provided  as  soon 
as  possible.     Other  bridges  over  the  Schuylkill  being  so 
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distant,  it  would  subject  the  public  to  great  inconvenience 
to  be  deprived,  even  temporarily  of  a  crossing  in  this 
vicinity,  and  the  rights  of  navigation  would  seriously  in- 
terfere in  providing  a  local  substitute.  To  prevent  inter- 
ruption of  travel  and  to  aftbrd  facilities  for  the  erection  of 
a  new  bridge,  the  timber  in  superstructure  should  be  re- 
newed entire  or  in  part.  In  careful  hands  this  can  be  done 
piece  by  piece,  at  a  cost  of  about  $20,000.

be  applied  as  follows,  viz. :  First,  for  the  building  of  a  bridge 
over  the  Schuylkill  river  at  Girard  avenue,  one  million  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  Second,  For  the  construction  of 
culverts  on  Thirteenth,  Moore,  Clearfield  and  Thirtieth

Gentlemen: — We,  the  undersigned  General  Officers  of  the 
First  Division  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania,  have  the 
honor  to  request  that  an  appropriation  of  fifteen  thousand 
(15,000)  dollars  may  be  made  by  your  honorable  bodies 
for  the  expenses  of  this  division  for  the  current  year.  The 
division  being  composed  entirely  of  citizens  of  this  county. 

The  reasons  for  asking  for  this  appropriation,  are  as  fol- 
lows :  The  law  enacted  by  the  Legishiture  of  1871,  empower- 
ing the  division  board  to  collect  the  sum  of  one  dollar  from 
each  citizen  of  the  county,  liable  to-do  military  duty,  in 
lieu  of  such  duty,  as  a  revenue  for  the  liquidation  of  the 
expenses  of  the  division,  was  repealed  by  an  act  approved 
on  the  eighth  day  of  February  last,  and  virtually  before 
the  law  became  operative,  except  so  far  as  to  require 
the  division  board  to  make  the  enrolment  of  the  citizens 
of  the  county,  who  were  liable  to  do  military  duty  in  the 
month  of  December  last.  This  enrolment  was  made  at  a 
cost  of  three  thousand  dollars,  which  sum  would  otherwise 
have  been  distributed  to  the  troops  of  this  division. 

Under  the  old  system  of  enrolment,  those  citizens  who 
changed  their  place  of  residence  during  the  time  that  the 
enrolment  was  being  made — which  time  extended  usually 
over  several  months — wei'e  liable  to  be  enrolled  twice.  In 
making  the  enrolment  under  the  act  of  1871,  this  matter 
was  guarded  against,  by  having  the  enrolment  made  within 
the  space  of  ten  days.  The  annoyances  that  had  been  com- 
plained of,  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  resulted  from 
citizens  having  been  enrolled  at  two  different  places,  and 
they  were  then  called  upon  to  pay  the  tax  as  a  citizen  of  one 
Ward,  when  they  had  already  paid  the  tax  as  a  citizen  of 
another  Ward.  In  no  c^se  had  the  division  receiver  been 
notified  of  the  change  of  residence,  and  the  citizen  thus 
stood  charged  with  the  tax  of  two  individuals. 

While  the  division  board,  early  upon  its  organization, 
became  convinced  that  it  would  be  far  more  economical  for 
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the  State  to  coHect  a  revenue  for  the  troops  of  the  National 
Guard,  bj  a  tax  upon  the  real  estate,  collected  at  the  same 
time  and  as  part  of  the  general  tax  for  State  purposes, 
thus  avoiding  also  the  objections  of  those  who  scruple  to 
pay  a  military  tax ;  yet  the  objections  heretofore  made  in 
the  Legislature  to  such  a  measure,  induced  the  members  of 
the  division  board  to  accept  the  duties  imposed  upon  them 
by  the  act  of  1871,  and  former  acts,  as  the  best  law  attain- 
able at  the  time  for  the  troops  of  this  division. 

In  the  month  of  January  last,  the  members  of  the  Legis- 
lature who  represent  this  City,  were  invited  to  visit  the 
office  of  the  division  board,  and  examine  the  workings 
thereof.  A  number  of  members  representing  both  houses 
of  the  Assembly  attended,  and  after  examinit^  the  manner 
of  conducting  the  business,  expressed  themselves  satisfied 
tljat  the  annoyances  that  had  been  complained  of  by  some 
citizens,  were  not  the  fault  of  those  having  charge  of  the 
office,  but  were  annoyances  inseparable  from  a  system  of 
enrolment  and  personal  taxation.  The  matter  of  requiring 
those  who  are  exempt  by  age,  &c.,  to  come  to  the  office 
annually  and  claim  their  exemption,  as  must  be  done  under 
the  system  of  personal  enrolment,  could  not  be  avoided. 

The  bill  framed  last  fall,  with  the  view  of  having  the 
State  provide  a  revenue  for  the  troops  of  the  entire  State, 
failed  to  become  a  law.  And  the  act  of  February  last 
having  repealed  the  law  for  the  collection  of  a  revenue  for 
the  expenses  of  this  division,  the  division  is  now  without 
any  support  from  the  public  whatever. 

The  policy  of  maintaining  a  military  force  for  the  civil 
authority  to  rely  on  in  case  of  riot  and  disorder,  and  the 
advantages  of  a  national  character  derived  by  giving  a 
proper  support  to  volunteer  military  organizations,  the 
undersigned  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  dwell  upon,  yet 
they  do  not  feel  themselves  justified  in  allowing  the 
troops  under  their  command  to  be  charged  with  the  entire 
expenses  of  their  organizations,  without  at  least  making  an 
eftbrt  on  their  behalf,  to  relieve  them  of  a  portion  of  it. 
They,  therefore,  respectfully  request  that  you  will  make  an 
appropriation  of  fitteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  expenses 
of  this  division  for  the  current  year.  The  money  to  be

There  is  no  way  by  which  the  cost  can  be  reduced  with- 
out impairing  the  permanancy  of  the  building  ;  this  would 
not  be  saving,  but  rather  a  loss  to  the  City  in  the  end.

Gentlemen: — Having  now  completed  the  construction 
of  the  Cohocksink  creek  sewer  in  strict  compliance  with 
my  contract,  and  in  a  way  which  has  met,  I  am  happy  to 
know,  the  entire  approval  of  your  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.' 
Kneass,  I  feel  compelled  to  urge  upon  your  early  and  favor- 
able consideration  the  allowance  of  the  claim  I  herev/ith 
submit  to  your  honorable  body.  The  building  of  this 
sewer  was  attended  with  ex[)enses,  entailed  upon  me  by 
causes  utterly  bej^ond  anticipation  or  control,  which  render 
it  eminently  proper  that  this  claim  should  be  at  once  paid 
by  the  City. 

I  have  presented  it  under  distinct  heads,  and  have  item- 
ized each,  that  you  may  be  able  to  test  the  accuracy  of  the 
charges,    which    amount  in   the  aggregate  to  $25,704.38. 
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On  constructing  the  sewer  it  became  necessary  to  construct 
a  flume,  which  cost  me  |3, 790.57.  No  provision  was  made 
for  this  in  the  contract,  and  no  allowance  for  the  expense 
in  the  estimates.  It  was  built  of  the  best  materials,  and 
was  of  great  importance  in  bracing  the  bordering  buildings. 
The  Assistant  Engineer  appreciated  this,  and  requested  me 
to  allow  it  to  remain.  This  I  did ;  though  the  materials  if 
I  had  torn  it  out,  as  I  might  have  done,  would  have  realized 
a  considerable  sum. 

The  coffer  dams  which  cost  me  $1,895,  were  not  provided 
for  in  the  contract  or  estimates.  There  is  also  an  amount  of 
$10,881,  due  me  as  the  difference  between  what  was  paid 
for  the  brick  work  in  arch,  substituted  by  Mr.  Kneass  for 
the  stone-,  after  the  contract  was  entered  into,  and  what  was 
due  m'e  on  the  correct  estimate  of  this  work.  I  was  paid 
the  same  prices  as  if  the  arch  had  been  of  stone,  whereby 
my  profit  was  reduced  infinitely  below  what  I  would  have 
realized  upon  the  stone  arch,  if  no  change  had  been  made. 
I  feel  very  confident  that  I  will  not  be  made  to  suffer,  by 
reason  of  the  change  in  material,  which  your  Chief  Engineer 
thought  proper  to  make.  Mr.  Kneass  and  the  other  Engineers 
who  superintended  my  work  on  your  behalf,  as  you  well 
know,  know  my  work  was  greatly  retarded  by  un- 
usual freshets,  which,  like  every  other  calamity,  were  not 
and  could  not  be  provided  for  in  the  contract.  The  sewer 
was  washed  away  by  these  heavy  freshets,  and  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  work  was  rebuilt.  The  damage  was 
greatly  increased,  if  not  entirely  caused  by  the  City.  The 
cost  of  this  rebuilding  and  repairing  was  $4,735.46.  Again, 
1  found  the  Front  street  and  Canal  street  sewers  almost 
choked  up  with  filth  and  dirt,  through  want  of  previous 
cleaning;  with  every  freshet  the  sediment  was  washed  into 
my  flume,  so  that  I  was  compelled  over  and  over  again  to 
clean  it  out.  Immense  quantities  of  this  dirt  were  carted 
away.  The  City's  sewers  were  pretty  thoroughly  cleaned, 
but  I  never  bargained  to  do  this  in  mv  contract.  It  cost 
me  $3,687. 

The  item  of  $715.35,  is  for  resetting  of  1161  lineal  feet 
of  curb,  and  1640  square  yards  of  repaving  not  provided 
for  in  contract. 

In  conclusion,  though  I  have  already  run  my  letter  into 
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II  great  length,  I  urge  upon  jou,  as  strongly  as  I  can,  an 
immediate  allowance  of  the  whole  of  my  claim. 

My  work  was  beset  by  innumerable  difficulties,  which  no 
foresight  would  have  enabled  me  to  provide  for.  They 
entailed  upon  me  great  expenses,  but,  notwithstanding  them, 
I  went  on  without  grumbling,  and  finished  all  I  contracted 
to  do,  feeling  sure  that  when  the  proper  time  came,  the 
authorities  acting  for  the  City,  would  see  that  I  was  dealt 
wiih  justl3^     In  this  confidence  I  present  my  claim.

In  support  of  tliG  claim  presented  against  the  City  for 
extra  work  done  in  the  construction  of  the  East  Cohocksink 
sewer,  permit  me  to  submit  a  few  remarks,  showing,  as  I 
think,  its  entire  justice  and  propriety.  In  the  original  esti- 
mate for  the  work  I  offered  to  contract  for  the  arch  work, 
to  be  stone  or  brick,  as  the  Chief  Engineer  should  deter- 
mine, at  the  rate  of  $8  per  perch  for  stone,  or  $22.50  per 
M.  for  brick  ;  the  Chief  Engineer  determined  that  the  arch 
work  should  be  constructed  of  stone  and  the  contract  was 
so  drawn.  After  the  work  was  commenced,  in  consequence 
of  the  character  of  the  ground  as  developed  by  the  excava- 
tion, the  Chief  Engineer  found  it  necessary  to  narrow  the 
width  and  to  increase  the  height  of  the  culvert  in  order  to 
give  more  support  on  each  side  to  bordering  buildings, 
which  were  endangered.  To  do  this  with  safety  he  deemed 
it  essential  to  substitute  brick  for  stone  in  the  arch  work. 
I  consented  to  the  change  and  made  large  contracts  for  the 
brick  necessary  to  complete  the  culvert.  After  we  reached 
Beach  street   it  was  found  that   the  arch  must  again  be 
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flattened  in  consequence  of  tbe  grade  of  tlie  street,  and  the 
Chief  Engineer  found  he  conhl  revert  to  the  orio^inal  inten- 
tion  to  use  stone  for  the  remainder  of  the  arch  work,  and 
so  ordered.  I  had  then  made  my  contracts  for  the  purchase 
of  brick,  and  for  bricklayers,  so  that  I  woukl  have  been 
subjected  to  a  loss  which  I  was  not  able  to  bear  if  the 
change  had  been  made.  I  represented  these  facts  to  the 
■authorities,  and  requested  that  no  further  change  should  be 
made.  My  request  was  granted,  and  the  remaining  arch 
work  was  built  of  brick;  but  in  settling  my  account,  the 
Chief  Engineer,  though  he  concurred  with  me  in  the  entire 
justice  of  my  claim,  decided  that  under  a  strict  construction 
of  the  contract,  he  must  adjust  the  claim  upon  a  basis  which 
only  gave  me  for  brick  laid  $16  per  thousand.  As  a  result 
I  have  been  paid  $10,881  less  than  was  due  me  for  the 
brick  laid  at  the  original  contract  price.  I  can  see  no- 
reason  why  I  shall  receive  $6.50  per  thousand  less  than  the 
price  originally  agreed  to  be  paid,  and  for  what  I  was  paid 
for  the  work  done  up  to  Beach  street.  It  is  very  certain 
that  $16  per  thousand  was  not  an  adequate  price  for  fur- 
nishing and  laying  bricks,  when  the  lowest  bid  originally 
made  was  $22.50. 

My  claim  for  $3,790.57  for  construction  of  a  flume  is  too 
clear  to  require  much  argument  as  to  its  propriety.  The 
work  of  constructing  this  sewer  proved  diflicult  beyond  all 
calculation.  The  excavation  was  so  great  that  the  build- 
ings which  adjoined  it  were  in  the  most  imminent  peril.  By 
the  care  which  I  took  I  saved  the  City  a  very  large  loss 
from  the  falling  of  these  buildings.  This  flume  was  so  im- 
portant as  a  brace,  that  Mr.  McClure,  the  Assistant  Engi- 
neer was  afraid  of  the  result  if  I  removed  it  as  I  had  a  right 
to  do.  He  requested  me  to  let  it  remain  and  I  consented 
to  do  so;  of  course  I  expect  the  City  to  pay  for  what  it  has 
thus  used.  The  balance  of  my  claim  is  for  reimbursement 
of  expenses  entailed  upon  me  by  extraordinary  causes,  such 
as  were  never  provided  for  in  the  estimates,  simply  because 
there  was  there  work  no  ordinary  foresight  would  have  an- 
ticipated. Had  it  not  been  for  my  determination  at  every 
cost  to  carry  out  my  contract  fully,  I  would  have  stopped 
the  Avork  when  I  encountered  the  obstacles  which  met  me 
in  its  prosecution.  Unusual  freshets  time  and  again  washed 
away  my  work.     I  submit  that  the  City  shall  do  what  any 
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other  employer  would  do  under  like  circumstances,  is  pay 
for  extraordinary  work  that  was  not  charged  for  in  the  esti- 
mates only  because  its  necessity  could  not  have  been  then 
anticipated.

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  claim  of  George  W.  Mooney  for  compensation  for  extra 
work  done  in  the  construction  of  the  East  Cohocksink  creek 
sewer,  resiiectl'ully  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
same  carefully  ;  have  examined  the  work  itself  and  have 
consulted  with  Mr.  Kneass,  the  late  Chief  Engineer,  and 
with  Mr.  MeClure,  the  Assistant  Engineer  of  the  City.  They 
found  that  the  sewer  was  well  built  and  entirely  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Survey  Department. 

The  work  was  beset  with  a  great  many  unforeseen  and 
unanticipated  difficulties,  but  the  contractors  pushed  it  to 
completion  in  the  most  energetic  and  thorough  manner. 

A  part  of  ihe  claim  is  for  a  flume,  $3,790.57,  which  was 
built  partly  as  a  brace  to  the  adjoining  buildings,  and  was 
left  by  those  who  did  the  work  at  the  request  ot  the  Engi- 
neer, because  its  removal  might  have  compelled  a  much 
larger  outlay  in  providing  supports.  The  contractor,  though 
be  had  a  right  to  remove  it,  acquiesced  in  this  request.  We 
report,  therefore,  that  this  portion  of  the  claim  should  be 
allowed  without  question. 

Uiuler  the  contract  the  City  was  responsible  in  case  the 
adjoining  buildings  fell  by  reason  of  the  excavation.  The 
risk  of  this  was  very  great,  and  was  only  averted  in  the 
opinion  of  those  who  superintended  the  sewer  on  behalf  of 
the  City,  by  the  skilful  and  unusual  precautions  which 
were  taken  by  the  contractor.  He  resorted  to  measures  not 
called  for  by  his  contract,  which  saved  the  City  many  thou- 
sand dollars. 

The  quicksands  which  were  developed  in  the  course  of 
the  work  compelled  a  change  of  plan  and  an  extra  expendi- 
ture, which  by  being  promptly  inade,  avoided  great  addi- 
tional expense  to  the  City. 
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The  old  sewer  west  of  Front  street  was  choked  with  mud 
nnd  filth,  this  was  all  washed  into  the  new  culvert,  nnd  was 
removed  by  the  contractors  at  their  own  cost,  viz. :  $3,687, 
The  City  was  benefited  to  this  extent,  and  should  pay  the 
bill.  The  coffer-dams  which  cost  $1,895,  were  not  covered 
by  the  contract  and  should  be  allowed. 

The  $715.35  claimed  for  resetting  curb  and  repaving  is 
also  correct.     The  work  was  not  covered  by  the  contract. 

The  claim  for  $4,735.46,  expended  in  rebuilding  and  re- 
pairing the  sewer  which  was  washed  away  by  extraordinary 
freshets,  is  one  that  recommends  itself  to  our  sense  of  jus- 
tice. In  the  justice  of  the  above  claim  Mr.  Kneass  fully 
concurred.  The  remainder  of  the  claim  is  ibr  $10,881, 
being  the  difference  between  what  was  paid  for  the  brick 
work  in  the  arch  substituted  for  stone  called  for  by  the  con- 
tract. This  should  be  paid  for  by  the  City.  The  change 
'was  made  by  the  City,  in  consequence  of  the  necessity  of 
heightening  the  culvert  and  arch.  In  the  partial  payments 
the  City  only  allowed  for  the  brick  at  stone  prices  and  not 
at  those  estimated  for  originally.  The  estimates  were  for 
stone  or  for  brick  as  should  be  determined  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  prices  fixed  for  each.  The  contractor  claims 
that  as  .the  City  f  )r  its  own  convenience  substituted  brick 
for  stone,  it  should  pay  for  brick  the  estimated  price.  In 
the  justice  of  this  claim  we  concur. 

The  Assistant  Eno;ineer  whom  wo  examined  thorou^hlv, 
testified  that  the  claim  was  just  and  proper  and  exhibited 
a  calculation  made  at  our  request,  which  demonstrated  the 
entire  incorrectness  and  inadequacy  of  the  basis  upon  which 
the  partial  payments  were  made. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  add  that  they  were  yqyj 
much  pleased  with  the  v/hole  work,  which  was  one  of  great 
magnitude  and  importance,  and  that  in  this  satisfaction  Mr. 
Kneass  and  Mr.  McClure  both  concurred.  They  report  in 
favor  of  the  whole  of  the  claim  submitted  to  them,  amountinti: 
in  the  aggregate  to  $25,704.38.

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A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT

Sect,  3.  To  drive  or  take  cattle  of  any  description  in 
droves  or  at  large,  through  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City 
within  the  limits  of  Washington  avenue  on  the  south,  and 
Montgomery  avenue  on  the  north,  between  the  hours  of 
nine  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  six  o'clock  P.  M.,  of  each  day, 
from  1st  of  May  to  1st  of  October,  and  five  o'clock  P.  M., 
the  rest  of  the  year. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  provision 
of  this  Ordinance  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  the 
City  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  as 
provided  in  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement.
